SS pre^tatcd in our Introduction to vols. i. and ii. 
^j^^S of this Second Series (i. pp. ix-x), the present 
] volumes regarded broadly contain the Public 
I Correspondence of the '* Great Earl," as distin- 
guished from his Private and more personal correspon- 
dence. No hard and fast line could well have been drawn 
between the two, without such confusion and intermixture of 
subjects and chronology as seemed inexpedient. Even in seeming 
private letters it will be found that less or more they relate to 
larger subjects and wider interests. The simple matter-of-f^ 
is, that throughout the period covered by these closing volumes 
(iii. to v.), the Earl of Cork was so prominent and ' public ' as 
to have transmuted his most private affairs and family concerns 
into businesses of State. Indeed, the background of home 
anxieries and ' troubles,' and suspense and straits, lends a strange 
pathos to the part he and his sons played in the Great Civil War 
and Rebellion in Ireland. These " Lismore Papers " now (like 
the rest] for the first time printed, give insight on that terrible 
time of abiding value. Written in the throng and rush of 
events, and off-hand, many of the Letters are like word-photo- 
graphi.

The • Private Paper * (vol. iii,, pp. 44-47) is to be signalized 
as a revelation of how anxiously and personally James I. studied 
the Irish problem. Under 'Charles L' will be found glimpses 
of that unhappy monarch of rare historic-biographic interest. 
So, too, under 'Strafford,* including the verse-Epitaph. I 
would only specify further the inestimable letters of Monsieur 
Marcombes, tutor to the illustrious Robert Boyle ; and his 
own letters from boyhood onward. 

I have been strongly tempted to follow the lights and shadows 
of the story of the Civil War in Scotland and in Ireland. But it 
proved too matterful for discussion here or now. I believe it 
will be found that these *' Lismore Papers ** furnish new details 
of fact and circumstance for the historian. So also on ' Planta- 
tions' in Ireland. Similarly the disputing of titles to lands and 
the like open up many lines of inquiry with present-day applica- 
tion (see voL iii., pp. 145-147). The thing is dealt with in the 
full life of the " Great Earl " (in vol. v.). I must add that some 
of the public functionaries in Ireland and in England show un- 
suspected capacity and patriotic devotion to their duties — e.g., 
the Lord President of Munster (on whom I feel I have been

AND Council on Redress of Grievances : 1621.

To the right honorable the Lord Deputy and Councell : 
Humbly declaring to your honors, that vpon perusall of a 
most gratious speech lately delivered by his Majesty in the higher 
howse of Parliament in England, and printed heer in Dublin ; 
wee doe observe to our exceeding comfort, how senseable his 
highncs is of any thing opposite to the good of his subiect^ in 
England i how willing to amend the same, and that in his 
sacred zeale to iusticc y' grceved him that some exhorbiUnt 
matters questioned in the said Parlyament, were not before dis- 
covered vnto him, whereby they might by his owne handy 
worclc be reformed ; to whome (as the said most princely dis- 
course purportctb) no man, be he never so neer him is so deer 
as the publtque good and weale of his subiectf : amongst which 
sith wee, with the rest of thinhabitantf of his Realme {being 
poor and therefore inferior in merit but not in desire of well 
doing with the subiectf of his Majestys other kingdoms), arr 
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to bee esteemed and ranked in poynt of subieccon ; wee are con- 
fident that those pious and princely afieccons incident and 
inherent to his Majestie, will extend and reach vnto vs, and that 
his htghnes will haue a quick and lively feeling of any thing 
advers to our good, with a gratious promptnes to repell and 
redress the same ; yet air wee veary rnwilling to becom trouble- 
som to his sacred majestie by presentingof any matter (Though 
prejudicial! to the publique) to his royall view, which otherwise 
may be reformed. 

And therfore wee dutifully make bould to offer theis subse- 
quent headf, to your honorable Lordships considcracon, most 
humbly beseching that your Lordship wilbe pleased, to take 
order for the speedy reformacon of such of them as your Lord- 
ship will thinck expedient, and to recomend the rest by their 
agcntf to the lords of his most honorable Privy Councell in 
England, by whose honnorable mediacon wee are veary hopeful!, 
thai his Majesty wilbe pleased to give such content, as from so 
gratious a prince in so iust a cause may be expected, by his 
most dutifull subiectf, and wee as in duty becometh vs, will not 
cease to praie, etc. 

1. ffirst, the sixpences for marriagf, buriallf, and christiningf, 
arr in some partf of the kingdom, as yet levied, Though vpon 
his Majesty's reference, the grauntof that registring being ques- 
tioned at Coimcclt Table, was by most voyces [supported] : 
whcrfore as the chardge was by publique edict purposed, so yt 
is humbly prayed that the same may bee decreed by like auc- 
thoretie of publique procbmacons. 

2. Secondly, y' is likewise humbly praied, that the annual! 
composicon for the tolleracon of the short plowes may be avoyded, 
and that some other course may be prescribed for abolishing of 
that barbarisme. 
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3. The late establishment of ale bowses doth effect nothing 
according to the reformacon pretended to the proiectors of that 
worck, for licehf are graunted to all persons who doe sue for the 
same, without respect of qualetie or places of their residence, 
y^ is therfore humbly prayed that the care of that matter may 
be remitted to the Justic^ of peace without chardge of the 
subiect. 

4. The peace setled (god be thancked) by his Majesty's care 
and princely providence in this realme, hath so encreased tilladge, 
as come is brought to little or no estimaccon. yf therfore 
some good course bee not held to vent out what may be spared 
aboue the necessary vse of the subiect, then will fermors be dis- 
couraged, and so disabled to paie their rent^ ; wherein yt is to 
be observed, that the assize of bread and beare is not the better 
kept, much less amended, espetially amended heer at Dublin, 
ffor remedy of which harme, yt is offered to be considered, 
whether yt wear convenient, that there should be a generall 
licence of exportacon of coyne to any other realme where the 
same would yeeld most benefitt. ffbr seeing that competency 
of coyne and at a convenient rate should remayne to thuse of 
the subiect^, by which lawes, and by the retorne, his Majesty's 
customes would bee encresed, and forraigne coyne the more in- 
troduced and made the more plentifull and comon to vs. ffarther, 
a generall licence of making aquavite, would in this abundance 
of gayne preiudice no man but the farmors, whose licences arr 
so multeplied as the mischeef pretended to be reformed is rather 
encresed then deminished. Likewise wee humbly pray that an 
ymposicon of xx*^ laid vpon euery boule of Corne vnladen in 
Scotland, may by your lordships recomendacons be taken away, 
and that as the recourse hither of Scottishmen with corne is 
admitted without any such ymposicons so the like ymunetie may 
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be obtayned for the inhabitant^ of this kingdom^ to vent their 
corne to Scotland. 

5. The like generall tolleracon of the exportment of woolly 
skynis, tallow^ and such like prohibited comodeties, taking care 
that competecon should be left for the behooKFe of the subiectf, 
would as wee conceave produce the greater plenty of money^ 
from forraigne partf , with much encrease heereby, and by the 
retorne of his Majestys customs, and the Staples alredy decreed, 
doe hurt the publique exceedingly, and doe benefitt nobody but 
the projectors, who confynning the transportacon to their owne 
listf, doe make the price of those comodeties at their owne 
pleasures, and doe erect no clothworking, as by that course was 
prescribed and pretended. 

6. The making of pipe staves and yron worckf , will in short 
tyme destroy the woodf of this kingdom, yf speedy course be 
not taken for planting and preservacon of the woodf. and yt 
is veary vnworthie, that out of euery Thousand pipestaves, to 
be exported, his Majestie doth receave but iiij^ custom, when a 
private person doth receave a mark sterling. 

7. The xij^ purposed vpon the transportacon of horses, to- 
gether with other chardgf , doe draw deep to the veary valew, 
of the horses so transported, and sith the twelve pence ar not 
paid to his Majestie but to a private person, wee humbly doe 
beseech that the same may bee taken awaie. 

8. Recusancy doth occation that sherifalties and iusticeships of 
peace, arr conferred vpon many who arr vnworthie of those 
places, and therby iustice is eftsoons deluded, and his Majestys 
accomptf ill discharged. Therfore if recusantf shalbe Thought 
fitt to be kept back, from those ymploymentf, yt is humbly 
offered to your Lordships consideracon, whether were yt not 
convenient men well estated in other Counties and confor- 
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mists should be employed, both for the better decring of his 
Majestys accomptf and administracon of publique iustice, 

9. His Majestys revenews, composicon, and casualties, arc 
levied in Mounster and Conaght, by the provost marshaUf and 
Clearck^ of the fyncs, appoynted in those provincf , with much 
oppression by cess of horse and foot attending them in that 
levie, besides their excessive fees. And their accomptf comonly 
in the Exchequer arr so ymperfect, as the subiectf many tymes 
ar called on for the payment of that which he hath thus formerly 
satisfied. Therfore yt is humbly offered to consideracon, whither 
theis coUeccons arr not to be left to the shcrife ; to whome by 
the law they arr most proper : who being well chosen, will geve 
better accompt in the receipt, and with more ease and content to 
the subiect, 

10. The Cleargie haue obtayned by opportunetia letters for 
especiaU cowrse of proceeding in their pretences of title, with 
exclusion of rccusantf from the Juries for triallf of their dif^ 
rencf . By which meanes 30m possession^ for many ages con- 
teynewing, haue been removed and others in like degree wilbe 
dispossessed probably, if meet prevencon be not vsed. Wee 
therfore doe humbly praie that thes cowrses may be forborne, 
and that the subiect may be left to the rule of Law } which is 
their comon and proper inheritance. 

11. The ordinaries in many dioceses doe light hevcly vpon 
the subiects for clandcstyne marriagf, christeningf, and buriallf, 
and for other speciall causes determinable in their consistories, 
Though som of the matters questioned be supposed many yeres 
past, and some dispensed with by the generall pardon ; and for 
the fynes purposed for theis causes, som of the ordinaries haue 
peculiar prisonf , where the delinquentf do remayne comitted by 
them, vntill the demaund be satisfied ; wherby his Majesties 
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prerogative is much cncroch'd vpon, and the subiect greevously 



1 2. The twelve pence purposed by the statute of 2" Elizabeth, 
vpon recusaxitf, hath by sora ordinaries, aucthonzed by hia 
Majestys pattentee, been of late collected without [Utty or 
compassion of the poore sort, contrary to his highncs plesure 
signefied (as wee heer) for moderacon in that kynde, and con- 
trary to thintcncon of the said pattcntces. By which coUeccon, 
together with the extortions of fees of the sherives, clearckf 
and other officers, many arr vndonn, and yet no publique good 
is performed by theis substetutes with their coUeccons. Ther- 
fore yt is humbly prayed that the said penaltie may be hensfbr- 
ward levied by the Churchwardenf, to be disposed for relecf of 
the poore in their proper parishes, according to the tenor of the 
lawe enacted to that purpose, or to som other pubh'que vse, as 
shalbe Thought fitting : wherein a consideracon is fitt to be 
shewed to such as his Majestie hath been pleased to extend his 
pittie and gratious favour. 

13. The fees of Clearkf arr excessive in the ordinary courtf 
of iustice, speciall consistories, provinces and Circuitf , notwith- 
standing all former establishmentf and reducementf of those 
fees. Yf therefore an exemplarie inflicon be not laid vpon som 
of the offenders in that kynde, or that the Judges in their proper 
courtf doe not fix a watchfuU eye vpon theire Clearck^, there 
is small expectacon of reformacon in that kynde. 

14. When som arr crymenally charged and atacked in remote 
partf of the kingdom, they are comonly sent to Dublin, guarded 
with horse and foot, and they arr recomended somtymes to re- 
ccave their triall^ where the fact is supposed, warded in the same 
manner with horse and foot in their progress and regress : doe 
exact money, meat and dead paies from the subiectf , yealding to 
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no other satisfaccon then ticketf after the usuall rates, which 
arr never paid ; and by this course the composicon is infringed, 
his Majestie abused, and the poor subiect aboue measure 
oppressed, yt is therfore humblie praied, that hensforward this 
oppression may be provided for, and that the care of the prisoners 
may be purposed vpon the sherives, who may comaund such 
attendance in their proper counties, without chardge to the 
Countrie as shalbe Thought necessarie. 

15. Some Judgf of later tymes in their circuitf, obtayned the 
like attendance of horse ; which by less and contribucons fell out 
to be a great burthen to the Countrie. Sith the tymes arr ther- 
fore (god be praised) well setled, and that the service maie well 
be supplied with thattendance of the sherives and gent, in their 
peculiar Counties, yt is humbly besought that this presedent 
may not be given by the administrators of iustice to others, 
whom by their example wilbe apt, contrary to thestablishment 
of the composicon, to light heavely vpon the subiect. 

16. The free holders of the champion in vlster, haue allwaies 
enioyed their distinct proporcons of the adioyning mountaynes : 
Nevertheles arr ingrossed to a particular persons handf , without 
much encrease of his Majestys revenew ; to the great preiudice 
of the Champion proprietors, and vndoing of their tenant^. 
Wherfore yt is humblie prayed, that there may be restetucon 
made for those proprietors againe of their owne porcons, paying 
the reservacon now a foot, if his Majestie shall thinck yt fitt to 
demaund the same. 

1 7. Yt is also humblie praied, that the conveance made for 
preferment of children, payment of debtf, assurance of ioyn- 
tures, may receave such favorable exposicon in the Court of 
Wardf, as by the comon Law is to bee graunted, and that the 
resolution of the Judges in England, may bee procured in theis 
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defFecidties, before that any prepositive conclusion bee prescribed 
or agreed vpon in the said Court of Wardf . 

1 8. Excomunycacon is in the highest strayne of speciall 
punishment, and before this age, did neuer proceed to sentence, 
without prViall disposicons and much circumspeccon, and that 
for especial! contumacies in matter of high natures. But in 
later tymes, yt foUowes at the heells of monitors, when the 
sumons is either not made at all or performed perhapps not 
legally; and som ordinaries and other dignitaries doe procure 
dormant warrantf , directed to the laie magistrates and officers, 
for the attachment ofexcomunicated persons; who are comitted 
vnto priuate gaoles, erected against Law, by those ordinaries 
and speciall iudges, where the attached arr kept in durance, 
vntill the fynes purposed be reddely satisfied ; which are comonly 
taxed not according to the qualletie of the oiFence ; but at the 
will of ther ymposers and receavers ; without saving of the Con- 
tentement or dignetie of the partie punished, as by the ancient 
Law still in force is observed by the civill magistrates in the 
offering of their accountes. And many tymes when those poor 
afflicted creatures doe happen to decease before their assoyling, 
their dead Carcases arr not admitted to Christian buriall, but of 
their remayning estates, or out of the benevolent contribution of 
their frendf , a good som of money assessed at the pleasure of 
the demandants. 

19. The lotterie sett vpp heer at Dublin, which made som 
incursion to the country, hath sucked vpp a great deale of money 
in this kingdom, and by generall voyce yt is held to be a meer 
ymposture, begetting ydlenes in the resorters to the same, pilfring 
in servantf , and great detryment many waies to the publique. 
Wherfore som Judgf in their Circuit^ not long since, did iustly 
inflict corporall punishment and pecuniary impostes vpon som 
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poor broken merchantf, for exercising (Though in trifles) the* 
like deceiptf • Sith the Law therfore may not be compared to 
a spiders web, which gathereth onely the deminetive flies, then 
ought [it] to repress the greater abuse, though the same be vayled 
with a pious shew, with contribution toward^ the repaire of 
Christchurch ; which as yt was neuer founded or erected by 
deceipt, so is the same not to be repayred or supported with 
cosenage. 

Addition to the former particulars humbly exhibited : — 

1. Besides the said abuses touched, for manner of the colleccon 
of the composicon, there ar xvj** per annum, levied out of euery 
quarter of land in Conaght, together with his Majestys com- 
posicon, and iiij^ for euerie acquittance. In which acquittance, 
neither Coheirs nor distinct freeholders (how poor soever) arr 
admitted to ioyne ; and if for default of payment, either horse. 
Cow, or other distress be taken, the same is vndelaidely sould, if 
a buyer may be had, at an vnder valew. And somtymes the 
distress is eloyned, and the proprietor not admitted to acquite 
the same \ and if a buyer bee not reddely found, the owner is 
driven to paie iiij^ a night for grazing euery lease. 

2. All artificers ar confusedly prosecuted in the sherives tornes 
in Conaght annually, vppon pretence of som error comitted in 
their trades or misterie, without nominacon of the persons, or 
particularizing their offences, and fynes arr assessed vpon them, 
without due order and levied by the sherives without pittie or 
respect to the quallety of the person, or nature of his offence. 

3. The sherives in that province doe yerely exact and take 
xl* sterling, from thinhabitantf of euerie or most of the parishes, 
vpon supposicon that the comon pound or pinfold is not well 
kept. 

4. The bailifFe and vnder ofiicers of the shereeff in the pro- 
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vince do induce the grand Jurie at the assizes and quarter cessions, 
to present petty trespasses of close breakinge and such like 
matters, without the procurement or privitie of the parties 
greeved ; of purpose, that by issuing of proces vpon those in- 
dictmentf , their owne fees and gayne maie be encreased. 

5. The officers of the Cleargie in the said province, besides the 
ymposicons of fynes and jrmprisonment before specified, doe 
take distresses for their demaundf , and som tymes where no 
distress is to be had, they stripp poor men, forgetting all humanity, 
leaving them stark naked. 

6. The Curates of the said province, besides the demaundf of 
other mortuaries, doe challendge and take both hides and tallow 
of such beeves as arr kild for the funerall^. And the said 
Curates doe costher vpon euery of their parishioners twice a yere, 
and then doe exact a barrell of oates of euery of their parishioners 
euery Lent, and two barrells of other corne euery harvest, be- 
sides their tiethf , alteradge, and other lawfiill perquisitf • 

7. Thescheators and feodaries in the said province, and in 
other Counties, doe not give convenient warning to the parties 
questioned, and when they doe prefix a certaine tyme or place, 
they sitt at another. And doe retorne the offices so cautulousely 
taken ; whereby the occupiers arr eftsoons dispossessed and putt 
to their travers ; which through pouertie they many tymes arr 
not hable to prosequte. 

8. Saymasters and clearck^ of the markett, doe rather hinder 
then benefitt the publique, for so as some composicon be made 
with them, the reformacon pretended is neglected, wherby the 
tanning of leather is as bad and as generall as ever yt was i 
neither is the assizes kept, or measures look'd vnto, yf the officers 
be confounded withalL 

9. The fynes purposed for default^ and other defectf at the 
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assizes and in other Courtf of iustice, are of later tymes growne 
veary high and excessive, exceeding the habiUtie of the persons 
punished, and by this means your Lordship is much troubled 
with sutes for mittegation, and many of the poore freeholders arr 
by this Course dishabled as they arr driven to quitt their estates 
by sale or otherwise. 

10. At the general! assizes and quarter sessions, all the free 
holders arr retorned and driven to attend \ wherein wee praie 
that there may bee hensforward, a moderacon vsed as is in 
England. 

11. Some Justices of the peace doe take recognizance with 
great penaltie, without due regard of the habilitie of the person, 
or nature of the cause, for which the Recognizance is required. 

12. The protecting of rebellf hath many tymes produced bad 
eflFectf , and among others, som men held and reputed generally 
for honest, haue been questioned in the highest degree, vppon 
approuement of pretended traytors, to the great terror of many 
that arr innocent. 

13. The debarring of Recusantf from practize of Lawe, hath 
been a great preiudice to many, and no small hindrance to expe- 
dicoa of iustice, whereof and of seuerall inconveniencf following 
that restraynt, wee doubt not but your Lordship and this 
Honnorable table, arr veary sensible, and wee humbly praie that 
your Lordship wilbe a mean for redress in that behalf. 

Wee haue now enlardged the extent of our preceding com- 
plaint, and yf with your Lordships aucthoretie or mediacon, a 
reformacon shalbe obtayned therein, then will other offenders in 
like degree be moved to reclayme themselves, or otherwise their 
names and offences wilbe found out and discovered to your 
Lordship, and so the state of the whole Realme being purged and 
purefied from their infeccons, wilbecom happie and flourishing 
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in good settlement, to the great benefitt and glorie of his Majestie 
and honor of your Lordship. 

A declaracon of the comons house of parliament made the 4^ 
of June 1 621. 

The comons assembled in parliament, taking into their con- 
sideracons, the present estate of the kinges children abrode, and 
the generall aflicted state of the true professors of the same 
Christian Religion professed by the Church of England in 
forraigne partf , and being touched with a true sense and fellow 
feeling of their distresses, as members of the same body, doe with 
one unanimouse consent, in the name of themselves and the 
whole body of the kingdom, whome they represent, declare vnto 
his excellent Majestie, and the whole world, their harty greefe 
and sorrow for the same, and doe not onely ioyne with them in 
their humble and devout prayers vnto allmightie god, to protect 
his true Church, and to avert the dangers now threatned, but 
also with one hart and voyce do solemnly protest, that if his 
Majesties pious endeavors by treatie, to procure their peace and 
saflFetie, shall not take the good efiect which is desired, in the 
treatie whereof wee humbly beseech his Majesty not to suffer any 
long delaie: That then vpon signaficacon of his Majestys pleasure 
in Parliament, they shalbe reddy to the vttermost of their powers 
both with their lives and fortunes to assist him. So as that by 
the devine healp of allmightie god, who is neuer wanting to those 
who in his feare shall vndertake the defence of his owne cause, 
so may be hable to doe that by his sword, which by peaceable 
courses shall not be effected. 
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CCLXXIII. The 'Barnard Grentille' Irish Estates. 

We have already given the original offer for purchase to the " Great 
Earl "of the Grcnville cstata io Ireland, .together with the answer theieto. 
We have further seen how, when Boy le*s agent at Bristol attended to make 
the firtt payment, the agreement nas not kept. The simple matter of fact 
teemc to have been that Grenviile was steeped to the lips in pecuniary 
difficulties, and that he was put up by feminine relatives and other iU- 
advisen to chaffer for more money. In the interval another purchaser 
turned up or was inveigled — a Sir Lionel Cranlield — and the impecunioui 
knight made breach of hit faith in order to pocket a possible few hundred 
pounds additional. The correspondence became inevitably "fast and 
furious," and voluminous rather than luminous. I have striven to read 
judicially the whole of the letten on both sides, and, in my judgment, 
Grenville was the victim of circumstances, whilst the '* Great Earl " bore 
himself with no little dignity, patience, and thorough integrity. To print 
the entire correspondence on this miserable petty squabble did not appear 
to me expedient. I shall here summarize such additional letters in it as are 
noticeable, and thereafter give fijrther complete letters from the Earl and 
to him. Under date April ai, 1611 (vol. xii. No. la], i> copy of a letter 
fivm the *' Great Earl " to Richard Challoner, in which he defends his 
proceedings with " Sir Barnard Greenville ; " announces that he has ob- 
tained a confirmation of his " bargain " from the King, through the Marquis 
of Buckingham ; states that he will apply to the Lord Deputy for possession 
unless Greenville yields; and will give £100 or £ioo to Mr. Basil Green- 
ville rather than have a quarrel. No. 15 (of vol. ill.) is " Grant by Sir 
Bamard Greenville of an Aimuity of £100 a year to his servant Derby 
Cuddon oot of the lands of Goale in the parish of Fermoy." No. 37 (iUd.), 
July 15, i£ii, is from William Freke, wherein he thus reports to the Earl 
of Cork — " A friend being at dinner at Sir Lionel CranfieJd's vfith Sir 
Bamard Greenville, the latter made a bargain to sell his Irish lands to Sir 
Lionel for £300 less than the Earl had bargained to give." In accord with 
this. No. 4.7 {'hid.'), September jrd, t6ii, is a letter from Grenville to 
Roger Braban, instructing him to deliver up the rents and deeds of Fermoy 
to Cranfield. No. 48 (iOd.) is a note under Grenville's hand of such 
" counterpanes of leases as he sent unto the Earl of Middlesex, touching the 
Seignoty of Kinalmeaky and the abbeys of Fermoy and Gillabbey." Next 
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comes copy of a '' weighty and powerful letter *^ of the Earl of Cork to Sir 
Edward Villiers, giving a narrative of the whole transaction to date. This 
must be given in full, and here follows. — G. 

CCLXXIV. Earl of Cork to Sir Edward Villiers: 

1621. 

This is No. 66 of vol. xii., and is doubly endorsed as follows, ** X^ Septr. 
1 62 1. A draught of a fre to S** Edw. Villiers, sent by Poynes, concerning 
the Earl of Cork, the lord Cranfeild, etc, and another copie hereof sent to 
M'Stubbes his servant to remember him herein ^\ and " 10 9^^ i6ix. The 
Coppy of my tres sent my lo. Carew by henry wright touching fermoy." 
As usual with his copies, the handwriting is hasty and difficult The 
portions in brackets are interlineations, showing the second form of the 
same letter in its double use.< 



Honorable Sir, I made bold to write vnto you from Dublin 
the last Easter term, and I still hope for a good answere fh>m 
you. Let not this letter seem tedious to you, tending to your 
own good and your frends. And because the faithfiilnes of 
frends is best tryed by doing of good offices in tyme of occacon, 
and that yt is in parte to indeexe [sic] and invest you one in 
another, therefore I thought good to acquaint you with an 
accident befallen ; wherein I conceave y t will fidl within your 
power and easie paines, to do the Earle of Corck a very ac- 
ceptable office. It may please your Lordship, some 2 yeres 
past, one John Collins was ymployed hither ; who brought a 
letter of Atturney vnder the hand and seale of Sir Barnard 
Greenvill; (whereof a true copie is inclosed), made to his 
brother in law, John Harris of Landrest esquire : his deputi or 
deputyes, to make sale of all Sir Bamards Landf and estate in 
this province : And with a lyke authority, derived vnder the 
same, from the said Harris to the said Collins, as his deputi 
(which is also readi to be shewed), giving him the like power to 
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make sale of the said estate. And Collins brought letters from 
M' Harris to my lord of Corck [' me '], inviting him [* me '] to 
the purchase thereof, with a Rentall of all Sir Barnard's pos- 
sessions, Rentf and particular estat^, made by him ; which cold 
come from none but himself : But when the Earle [* I had '] 
considered of the long leases, seconded with Reuercons of very 
neere the whole lands offered to sale ; which are the Seignory 
of Kinalmeaky^ the monastery of Gillabbey, and the Abby, or 
manor of fermoy, with some other incumbrance and confusions 
thereon^ and the greatnes of the demad for them, being no lesse 
then 3500li, with the hazard of paying the same in England, he 
V I '] P^^^ ^^ dealing in the purchase. And therupon Collins 
(of my knowledg) oiFered the sale thereof to diuers others, and 
assayed the particular tenantes to buy their rentf and Reuercons. 
But none reaching his demand, he returned for England without 
making any sale : And so yt rested, till Collins second coming 
over in somer 161 9. At which tyme M"^ Harris wrote also to 
the Earle [' to me '] tendring him [* me '] again y* same purchase ; 
and Collins expounded the same to all men. And still the Earle 
[*I*] forboare entertayning the purchase, vntill Sir Barnards 
publique agent heer, Roger Brabant (who hath sett, lett, and 
disposed of Sir Barnard's Irish estate for a long tyme) desired 
my lord ['me'] to buy the same, and helped to perfect the 
Rentall ; wherevpon my lord [* I '] (being persuaded by frends 
to purchase his [* my '] conveniency, thogh at so a deere rate, as 
all other men refused, (because those lands did in diuers places of 
hazard and consequence, surround and begirte a great parte of 
his [*my'] possessions) did yeild to the purchase at the price 
propounded of 3500li : And descended to Articles with the 
said Collins; which are dated the 26^ of October 1619, and 
were perfected by the advice, and in the presence of Sir Edward 
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Harris, Cheife Justice of this province, and kinsman, both to Sir 
Barnard and the said John Harris ; whereby the Earle [' I '] 
stood ingaged to pay the said monyes in the toUsei of Bristol!, 
viz. one thousand pounds on the second of february 1619 ; one 
thousand two hundred and fifty pounds on the second of August 
1619 ; and one thousand two hundred and fiftie pounds more 
on the second of ffebruary 1620 ; so as the whole payment was 
to be within a yere. And Sir Barnard, Harris, and Collins 
stood thereby ingaged to deliuer the patentf and other con- 
veyances of those lands, and that Sir Barnard and his sonn and 
heire, shold (vpon the said first payment) perfect an estate 
thereof to the Earle [* my '] and his [* my '] heirs in fee simple 5 
and also that my lord [* I '] shold receave the possession at all 
Saintf 1620: and therentf and proffitf thereof thenceforwards, 
with other clauses too tedious to write : And Sir Barnard hath 
acknowledged that a counterparte of those* Articles came to his 
veiw [* were delivered him by Collyns '] shortly after perfeccon 
thereof; and I have seen some letters from Sir Barnard to the 
Earle ['me'] promising him [*me*] in effect the first offer and 
refiisall thereof, when he sold those Lands. And for proofe of 
my lord [* my *] performance of his [* my '] parte of those 
articles, I send you inclosed a true copie of a certificate from the 
maior and five aldermen of bristoU, vnder their hands, and the 
scale of office, that those monyes were tendred accordingly ; and 
those monyes laye ydle there for a yere and an half, and 1000'^ 
thereof was in transporting putt by cross winds into the yle of 
Man, and in great danger of lossing ; and yt hath cost my lord 
[' me '] C" at least, in drawing bookf and sending messengers 
to Sir Barnard for perfecting this Buisnes. Now, Sir, after all 
these passages my lord is [' I am '] lyke to suffer, not onely in 
his [' my '] damage of such great disbursementf, so delayed, but 
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also in his [' my '] reputacon, to ruine a purchase so divulged, 
and to be made a state and stirrup for another man to gett vp 
into his ['my'] saddle; for yt is here voiced by Sir Barnard's 
owne agentf and others, that Sir Barnard (vpon some distaste 
since growen betwixt him and M** Harrys, and to wound M** 
Harrys credit : such blow lighteth vpon my lord [* me ' * here *] 
hath lately sold those lands to the Lord Cranfeild [' a person of 
honor of England '] for the same som of money : But my lord 
is [* I am '] slow to beleive that Sir Barnard will deale so vn- 
neighborly with him [' me '], and more slow to thinck, that the 
lord Cranfeild [* buyer '] wold deale in a purchase so ingaged, 
if these former passages herein had bin made knowen to his 
lordship j which now I beseech you, [* as occacon may be offered 
to yow, the noble fevor as to '] give him full notice of and also 
to my lord Marques if need so require ; and [* be pleased to '] 
vse your best means for so neere a frend [' me '], and in so good 
a cause, to take this affronte from off the Earl [' me '], and 
turne yt vpon Sir Barnard, where yt may be deservedly cast, 
and procure the lord Cranfeild [* T'rser '] (if he have not per- 
fected the purchase thereof) and leave the Earle to his [' me to my '] 
course against Sir Barnard ; and yf he haue absolutely bought 
yt that he will let the Earle [' me '] have yt for the said 3500'' j 
considering how thingf have past and how his honor [* my re- 
putacon •] is ingaged herein. And my lord hath [* ffor I have '] 
neither ground nor will, to fall into contentacon with so noble 
a gent as the lord [* Tr'ser '] Cranfeild, (who was neither party 
nor privy to the yll of these dealingf) but hope to prevaylc with 
him by medium of frends, and by that blessed and honorable 
rule of dealing with others as he wold desire to be dealt with 
himself in the lyke case ; and I beseech you move him tymely 
and eflFectually herein^ But the mayne thing that makes mee

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trouble and press you to be serious in the buisnes is this, that 
this purchase will not onely bee a good increase of the means 
and inheritance of some of your owne [ilkgiiit words Inlerlintd] 
but also bee as a lock and key to a great parte of his [' my '] 
possessions, to meare and boundc his ['my'] ovne, without 
discord or intrusion of neighbors in tyme of peace and to secure 
and fianker [' bulwark '] yt in tyme of trouble j for in my 
knowledg, yt stands vpon the mountaine and River that is the key 
of most parte of my lords [' my '] estate, Andif youprevaylenot 
in gayning this inheritance for the heire, the monyes that shold 
buy yt wilbe lost to you and yours, and be scattered amongst 
the daughters vnbestowed: And my lord Cran&ild ['Tr'scr"] 
who can buy no convenyency herein (having no adioyning 
lands) will find yt an cxtream deerc purchase, and without hope 
of improvement, in regard of the fearmores longe leases, backed 
with Rcuercons made of the whole estate (except one plowland) ; 
and many ncighbois to yt have refused yt at that rate, and held 
yt too deere by 500" } and yet for his lordships good will and 
6uor herein I dare vndertake that the Earl [' I '] shall send oucr 
an hundred pounds to buy his lordship a horse withall : And so 
assuring your lordship that I am resolved to follow your Counsell 
and purchase no more land in Ireland, yf I compass this with 
quietnes to strengthen and secure all the rest of my possessions 
[' Eng^sh plantacons '] in those partes ; with tender of my ever- 
lasting thancks to your lordship I humbly take Icaue. [' Cork.'] 
ffrom Lysmore 21 9*^* 1621. 

CCLXXV. Sir Domikick Sarsfield: 1621. 

Till* is No. 76 af vol. wa,, and it iddreued, " To the right boDorable 
my vearie good lord the Earlc of Corcke thcu", and eudoned," 19 deccti 
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1621. fFrom the Lo. Treasurer Sarsfield by M^ John Cleyton touching the 
Lo. Threr at Kynalmeaky.** This is another of the Grenviile series of 
letters. The sordid meanness and advantage-taking of Cranfield comes out 
painfully. — G. 

May it please your lordship : I haue discoursed at large with 
Sir Edward Villyers about Kenealmeakie. he was vearie sensible 
of the convenience of that Signorie for your lordship. I ac- 
quainted him with a conference that my lord Treasurer had 
with me about it. he seemes to hold it as not estated lawfully 
to your lordship, and protested to me soUemplie, that he might 
receive a i oooli above his purchase for the bargaine before he 
payed his money, and advisedly refused it. I ghessed (as your 
lordship doth) that he meanes to gayne by the Bargaine. Sir 
Edward told me, that he would procure the marquesse to inter- 
pose therein, who no doubt, with a woorde, will bring it backe. 
what other service I do or may do for you heare, it shalbe 
cordiallie as I professe ; and will leaue the reporte thereof to euery 
man's pen. heare are no newes wourthie your knowledg. the 
parliament do Sitt the xx*** of this Moneth. my lord of Kierrie 
is comitted by the Lords, for not obeying the order in Ireland, 
the Confirmacon thereof by theire lordships for his Son M*^ 
Patrick, the &lse rumor of my lord Presidents whipping of 
Magotts wifFe to death, and the enlargement^ therof, are all 
quitt blowen away ; wherein no man could say more than my 
selfe, who happely was then not bx of from his lordship, and 
by the same happ mett with it heare, when it was in the 
heighth of apprehencon. he standes streight in his Majesties 
opinion ; whereof he shall heare soon : particulars vppon my 
retourne ; which I pray let his lordship knowe, leaste my letters 
may com later to his handf . And so praying your lordship to 
remember my service to the Countesse and all the ladyes, I 
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rest your lordships truly affectionat to be comaunded Dom : 
Sarsfelde.

I pray your lordship let me be so bold as heerein to desire I 
may be remembered to Sir William fFenton, Sir Lawrence 
Parsons, and honest M*^ walley. 

CCLXXVL Sir Dudley Norton to Earl of Cork : 1621. 

This is No. 79, and is endorsed, '^18 No?emb. i6zi. A Coppie of S*" 
Dudley Nortons tres.** This is an extremely diplomatic letter. It is all 
very well to bear high testimony to the " Lord Treasurer's " worth. But 
the wonder is, that after knowing the &cts, Cranfield could hesitate a 
moment as to Sir Barnard Grenvyle^s having had no lawful power to 
sell his Irish estates to him. Even at this late day one revolts at such 
chicanery. — G. 

My Noble and most honoured Lord, I should haue held yt a 
very good fortune at my now arrivall at Dublyn, to haue mett 
your Lordship heer, aswell that I might have enioyed your 
Company, as to have had the opportunity to Conferr with you 
about the difFerence that Sir Barnard Greenfeilds bargaine which 
my Lord Treasorer hath begotten between his Lordship and 
yow ; wherein, yf out of my auncient Love to your Lordship 
and earnest desyer to discharge a good and serviceable part to 
you both, I have intruded to ferr^ I shall pray your Lordship's 
pardon and best Construccon. when I first heard of yt^ I was 
bould to let my Lord Treasorer know, that my obligacons and 
professions to you were many, and that I had observed jour 
Course towards all Men to have been so Noble and fast, as I 
was assured your Carriage towards his Lordship would be 
Comely and fytting. It pleased him to answer me, that from 
my Lord Carew and others^ he had heard exceeding good 
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reports of you, and that he was the rather inclyned to give you 
all answerable reports. But an absolute bargayn he had made 
with Sir Barnard Greenvyle, and had reason to expect the 
benefytt thereof, yet was so farr from any spirit of contencon, 
as (vnless he were provoked) he was willing enough, that 
modeste and well chosen frends on either side, should examyne 
the differences and make them ripe for a speedy and frendly end ; 
when the truth of all pretencons, and Circumstances, were 
particulerly and fully vnderstood. wherein, when I found his 
Lordship so noble and gentle, I presumed to say, that I durst 
vndertake your Lordship should embrace the same course, and 
meet him in so fayre a way, and besought his leav that I might 
acquaint your Lordship with so much; which he willingly 
consented to. 

Now my Lord (yf I mistake not) there are like to arrise 
3 differences : the one about the mayn bargayn ; the other 
about your Lease of Gillabbey ; which is held defective ; and 
the third about certayn fishinges that you haue formerly pre- 
tended vnto when these Landf were Sir Barnard Greenvilles. 
ffbr the 2 latter, I can say nothing to them vntill I know more. 
But for the first, I thinck there is no doubt but that (howeuer 
your Lordship had priority of treaty and Contract, with one 
that had a Letter of Attorney from Sir Barnard Greenvyle, 
and deposited your moneys for the Land) yet the interest of 
the said Land, is now absolutely in my Lord Treasurer, who 
made his bargayn and conclusion with Sir Barnard himself, hath 
paid his money, and had from him as sufficient Conveighance 
and assurance, as Law can advise. So as I and all others that I 
haue spoken with, do conceav that your Lordship hath no other 
remedy but what you may haue in advantage against Sir Barnard 
Greenvyle, 
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Now my Lord, you see the feire ouerture of a frendly pro- 
ceeding. And faithfully, and ernestly [I] advise your Lordship 
to lay hould of yt, whereby you shalbe also sure to haue your 
hould vpon a most honorable and brave frend, yf he observe you 
desyrous and deserving the same ; whereas otherwise, you may 
run many hazards and embarque your self in great trouble and 
contencon ; the event whereof is incertayn, but the vnkyndnes 
is most certayn. Thus much I know of my Lord Treasorer 
having had the honor to know him long, and somewhat 
inwordly. He hath been euer gentle and good in all his courses, 
verry farr from offering iniury, and as farr from induring any : 
not willing to engadge himself in suites but very ernest in them 
yf they be once begun. And though I presume he wilbe loth 
to make any vse of his greatnes in his own Case, yet yf he be 
put to yt, he will assuredly strayne the vttermost string. And 
this I wryte to no other end I protest before god, then to let 
your Lordship know what I thinck, and what I wish. To 
which add thus much more that I presume to have so much 
interest in my Lord Treasorer as yf the cause go on in a fayre 
manner between you, I shall on the conclusion, when all Titles 
and right^ ar laid open and known, be hable to procure you the 
Land from my Lord yf you affect and desyre the same. fFor 
yt may be, that being now raised to his high place of Lord 
Treasorer, he will not now be so much in love with Irish 
Land, as he was when he first bought yt. And this also I 
shall intymate to your Lordship, that I fynde a purpose in my 
Lord not to abandon Sir Barnard Greenvyle but to include him 
in any peaceable conclusion that shalbe made. 

Your Lordship may be pleased to let me heare from you by 
your first oportunity ; and I shall hould my self very happie to 
deserve well of you in this, or any thing els. The bearer 
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hasteth away^ therefore I am forced to end, remayning euer 
your Lordships faithful! frend to serue you.

CCLXXVII. The Earl of Cork to the Lord 

Treasurer : 1621. 

This is No. 81 of vol xii., and is endorsed, <<io Novefi. 1611. The 
Coppie of my tres sent by Henry Wright to the Lo. Trer of England 
touching fFcraioy.'* It will be seen how truthfully the " Great Earl *' 
repeats his ** plain unvarnished tale.** One can picture the ** Lord Trea- 
surer's ** elongated face as he read the narrative. Had he been a gentleman 
** of honour," Wright would have carried back surrender of everything. 
But he was a mercenary knave, a mean hound. 



It may please your Lordship, ffirste I expecte you give me 
leav to congratulate your new honors and high office ; of which I 
am heartely gladd. Then, to giue your Lordship my best thancks 
for your kynde enterteynment and favors bestowed vppon me at 
my last being in England. As also for your great paynes taken 
in composinge the difference between M' William Burrell, M*^ 
Thomas Ball and my selfe ; which your order I have Really and 
punctually performed. And now my noble Lord, giue me further 
liberty to complaine of a great wrong don me by Sir Barnard 
Greenvyle, who as by his letter of attorney vnder his hand and 
seale sent to be shewen and appeereth, aucthorized M** John 
Harrys of Landrest by himself or his deputy to sell all his estate 
in England : Harrjrs sent ouer hether one John Collyns, with 
aucthority to make sale thereof, with letters tendering me that 
purchaze ; the price being 3500^^ to be paid in England : who 
gave me^ and sundry others the surveyes and particulers ; but 
neyther I nor any other would come to his price. He assaied 
to sell euery tenant his own, but that course nor sale by peec 
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meales would not advance the some proposed. He went back 
to England, not being able by the sales to compass that some : 
hether the second tyme, with new proposal letters from M"" 
Harrys, invyting me to the purchaze. I would not hearken 
to yt, it was to deer : till induced herevnto by the entreaties of 
Roger Brabant, Sir Barnards generall agent heer : whervppon I 
took view of yt, and concluded, and accordingly entered into 
Covenants, as apereth, to paie the 3500^^ at Brystoll. I sent 
ouer and tendred my monies at the first daies and place, as 
appeereth by certificate vnder the Maior and Aldermens handf 
and Cyttie seale ; and there my moneis (after the danger of 
loosing them at Sea) laye ydle in the Maior of Bristols handf 
aboue a year. The Covenant^ by me perfected were brought 
Sir Barnard. But some differences growen between him and 
his brother Harris, was the cause he delaied to receav my 
moneis or perfect my assurance. I spent above one C'^ in send- 
ing ouer agentf to tender my moneis and receav my assurances. 
I mett Sir Barnard at length ; he answered me no otherwise 
then yf he sold yt I should haue the first refuzall therof: And 
now as I conceave, without making your lordship acquainted 
with his former aucthority to sell yt, or my bargain tender of 
my money accordingly, he hath againe sowld you, or contracted 
with your honor ther for, for the same some, as I am en formed : 
wherevpon I have purposely addressed this bearer Henry Wright 
to your Lordship, entreating to receav satisfaction by view of 
my wrytinge, that all I haue wrytten is trew : And do appeale 
to your own noblenes to do me Justice heerin and to right me 
as you would be righted if my case were your own, and I will 
clear acknowledge your integrity and be your servant : protest- 
ing by the faith and Reputacon of an honest man and a Christian, 
that to your lordship or any other yt is not worth the money, 
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neither to me, but that jrt lies neer and convenient for the 
strengthening my English plantacon. Neither would I thus 
pursue ]rt^ but to redeem my reputacon, which suffers in that yt 
was publiquely known I had bought jt, and sent ouer my moneis 
to paie for ]rt ; and now to be thus deprived of yt cannot but be 
disgracefiill and greeveous vnto me : which as yt lies in your 
power soe I breech you will &vor ernestly. And I will 
strive to express my thanckfulnes and euer Remayne your 
Lordships at your Comaund. [' Cork/] 

CCLXXVIII. Earl of Cork to Sir Dudley Norton: 

1621. 

The Lord Treasurer (Cranfield) appears to have acted on the safe saying 
* that writing remains.' No letters from him are found in the '< Lismore 
Papers.** But here is the " Great Earl's *' answer to Sir Dudley Norton's 
(pages 10-13 of this vol.) ; and it is in admirable harmony with all the 
other statements. For combination of courteous dig^nity with firmness, 
pkcability with upholding of right, fewer correspondences offer finer ex- 
amples than this. — G. 

Honorable Sir, I haue receaved your letters, full of noble 
kyndnes and respect, which I must attribute to the worthines of 
your own free and loving disposicon and not to any desert of 
myne. They were most welcome vnto me for that they brought 
me the gladd tydingf of your safe and wished arrivall, as also 
lyke Noah's Dove, an ollive branche as the messengers and pre- 
misers of peace, which I euer gladly entertayn, as the quiet 
companion I most delight in. I am bound to you for your 
voluntary engagement^ in my behalf; which so farr as I have 
power or habillity I will make good ; wherein you haue no way 
exceeded, except in your goodnes towardes me, who am gladd 
of your motion and thopportunity you took with my Lord 

III. E 
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Threasurer, and of thinterest you haue in his Lordship : from 
whome I receaved kynde entertaynment and favor at my last 
being in England : at which tyme I fownd and observed much 
worth and other strong habilleties in him^ which promised his 
encreasing fortunes and rising Honors ; fFor yt is a braue thing to 
be a gentleman by his owne wisdome and vertue, to raise him- 
self to that height of honour and office that he so admirably 
hath don j and yf fair respectf with my service may gayn me 
his favor, I will hereafter bless thoccacon, and with my last 
strength endevor to merryt yt and the encrease and continewance 
thereof. The day before the receipt of yours, I had sent over 
an express messenger to his Lordship with my letters and 
wrytingf ; wherof I reserved Coppies, which I send you in- 
closed : as also other letters to my Lord Carew^ Sir Edward 
Villiers and others of my fFrendf, to sollicyt his Lordship to 
suffer me to enioy the benefyt of my euer-dear-bought pur- 
chaze^ with his good favor ; and yf I had known that you had 
been interested in his lordship^ and in any hope my messengers 
could have ouertaken you there, I would have spared their 
travayles and referred my self and thordering of that cawse to 
your sole decision, as yt seemes his Lordship will doe : vnto 
which I will willingly submitt my self and my right, never 
desiring any other Judge : fFor no man can or euer shall iustly 
taxe me with being contentious, or vnwilling to haue any 
difference wherin I shalbe embarqued, to be censured by frends ; 
although I ingeniously confess vnto you I never fownd the spirit 
of Revendg so waking powerful in me, as now yt overswayes my 
naturall desyers to be righted : for the vnworthy carriadg of Sir 
Barnard Greenvile, who dealt with me neither like agent nor as 
frend. But if it may be my lord Threasurers pleasure to include 
him in the peace, my desiers shalbe servantf to his will fFor the 
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fiyshing you wrjrte of yt is vnto me a Ryddle that I cannot dis- 
solve, I not having any within eight myles of any part of these 
landf : and what I haue ar free from any pretence : And for my 
Lease of gill abbey I purchased yt at a high rate, and before I 
bought yt^ the same endured narrow search and siftinge and 
trialls at the Comon Lawe, and is of proof against any exaccons. 
And for the purchase yt self, as I am an honest man, or haue 
reputacon or truth in me^ it is not in my best vnderstanding or 
knowledg worth the money I was to paie for yt to any other 
but to me that have 30 yeares in Gill Abbey, during which no 
penny Rent or proiiyt can accrue to any others : ffbr I in the 
price vallued strength, scituacon, and convenience, aswell as 
land, ]rt being the frontier and lock (that being now by great 
charge fortified as I intended) would comaund the passadg by 
mountyne and River of the broad water, and so secure all my 
English plantacon within yt to the great furtherance of his 
Majestys service and the quiet and encouradgment and further- 
ance of all the well affected subiectf in these partf and a bridle 
and a terror to the Condons and other neighbouring Irish 
Countries, that would endure anything rather than have that 
streight and entrance barred and taken into any powerfull English- 
mans handf , that by his residence may randg and keep them 
from comytting outradges and incursions. And beleve me when- 
soever my Lord Thrcasurer shall fully conceave and be possessed 
of the true vallew of his purchaze, how the Abbeys ar entayled, 
the revercon in the Crown and houlderf in Capite, the Tythes 
of them but Leases, the Seignory despoyled of the woods, 
without Castle or good buylding, subiect to great rent and in 
danger to be vested first vppon the least troubles that may arise : 
thatxviij ploughlands thereof are past away foreuerin fFee fearm, 
the rest all leased out for neer a hundred yeares in possession 
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and Revercon, and none for less tyme to come then thirty 
yeares, without any possibih'ty of ymprouement, and subiect to 
many other inconveniences, to me partly known, then his lord- 
ship will giue them lyttle thanckf that enduced him to enter- 
teyn yt : for yt was 2 yeares exposed to sale and all men refuzed. 
And I presume my yelding to paie 350oli therfor was his lord- 
ships inducement to rise thervnto^ the cleer yearly vallue thereof 
in these peaceable tymes, when yt can be gotten, not exceeding 
23411 V* sterling. Sir, for conclusion I comend this my Cause 
and my self to your love and favor, wherin I praie (as you have 
begun) proceed for me as you shall see reason and fytt oppor- 
tunity : and as you shall advize, soe and no otherwise, will I 
heerafter move; wherin relying on your best assistance and 
directions, for which I will never be vnthanckfull, I wish you 
health and happynes,and so leave: (From Lismore 28 Novembris 
1621 : your most affectionate frend that Loves and honnors you.

Let the time taken to 
reach Lismore from Bristol be noted. See 2nd Introduction to this 2nd 
series in this vol. iii., for Shakespeare's *< Southampton " herein named. — G. 
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Bristol! this 3*** Jeanuraij 1621. 
Right Honorable, maye it please you to vnderstande, that this 
present daye, I receiued a note from M' Doughtie's Sonn in 
lawe, for the prouidinge and sendinge of some Linge, withe other 
things to your Honor \ for wiche Comodities I must send to 
London for^ and as soone as they Come Thence I will presently 
Sende. I allso receiued a letter from your honor to pay vnto 
M'* Katheryne Barra^ ffiue and Twenty powndf ^ wiche monies 
shalbe paide when she sendeth her receypt, for wiche I doe look 
for euery Daye. hearinclosed is a letter the wiche I receved 
from London this present daye. M' Doughtye is from home, 
and as Concederinge the Securitye, as your honor desireth, I 
am ready to giue. But excepte I maye bee assewred of such 
quantetyes of iron as I shall sell, and to haue it sent accordinge 
as I shall send for it^ it wilbe but in vayne for me to Depende 
one the sellinge of your honors iron. Therfor I desier your 
honor that you wilbe pleased to lett me heare what quantetye 
your honor will send to me, that I maye not promise more then 
I can performe. Att my Beinge with your honor^ your honor 
promised to send such quantetyes of iron as I should giue instruc- 
tions for. But it hathe not beene sent accordingly. So that I 
haue been forced to Serue them from hence, in regarde I would 
keepe theire Custome, in that they are very Sufficient men, and 
the Earle of Southampton hath often Sent vnto them since I 
Barganed with them, and would haue them to Buy of his iron. 
But by dextereaties I yett retayne them, and dothe purpose to 
serue them from our forrest workes, if your honor is not pleased 
to send vnto them. But vntill I vnderstande your honors reso- 
lucions, I will not send them any quantetye but what needs I 
must, otherwise I shall loose their Custome : for I desier to doe 
your honor any Service before any man : I neede not if I would 
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to send for iron to your honor, to serue them, for I am daily pro- 
fered by my ould maister, and others of the iron maisters, what 
quantetye of iron I can sell, and to allowe me good Covenant. 
But I haue refused to doe it, and will not meddell with any such 
vntill I heare from your honor what quantetye you will yearly 
send. I desire the iron maye [be sent] to S'hampton forthewithe, 
the wiche haue beene long [expected] and also some iron for this 
place against the faier ; for the first shippinge after the faier as 
goethe for youghall, I doe purpose, god willinge, to Com to 
your honor. I desier your honor to cause M*" Wrighte to en- 
quier before he Returne for Irelande, how the prises of forrest 
iron is, and then he maye Certiiie your honor that I sell it as 
deare as the Best is sould, althoughe your iron is far worse in 
mettell and in drawinge bothe. thus not havinge els to Troble 
your honor I doe humbly craue leaue and will rest your honors 
euer to bee coinaunded in all ^ithfull Services George 
Hellier. 

CCLXXX. Sir George Horsey to Earl of Cork : 1622. 

This is No. i of Vol. xiii., and is addressed, *^ To the right honorable my 
very good Lord Richard Earle of Corke, at Lismore in the kingdome of 
Ireland this,** and endorsed, '<viij Aprilis 162s. (From Sir George Horsey 
and M^ W*" ffreak touching the Lands my Lord Threasurer bought of Sir 
Barnard Gren[ville]/* Still the Grenville-Cranfield case drags its wearying 
length along. — G. 

Right honorable. We haue receved your letters, directed to 
both of vs, and have according to the Contents therof, thought 
on a course to put into action, the Compassing Your Honors 
desire, by a kinsman of Sir Thomas fFrek's Ladie's ; who is in- 
ward with the Lord Threasurer and did draw the Convaiancs 
betweenehis Lordship and Sir Barnard Greenefeild: fromwhome 
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we will indeavore to know my Lordes willingness to depart 
therwith i desiering Your Lordshipp wilbe pleased by the next 
Convenient meanes you may, to lett vs vnderstand the highest 
rate you will authorice vs to give ; for in one of your honors 
letters you say that there is 1000^^ moore demanded then your 
Lordshipp had Compounded for ; and beinge moore then you 
thinke it worth, besides a Peice for Sir Barnard. When we 
shall know your pleasure heerin, we are armed for all occasions 
which may be offered ; and havinge your Lordships warrant, it 
may so hapen that wee may lite on an oportunitie to strike when 
the Iron is hott and so take a Bargainee wher at another time it 
may not be had ; which wee shall not lock vp with our secrets ; 
also assuring Your Honor we wilbe as provident husbands for 
your profitt and best advantage, as if it were for our selves : 

It is reported^ that his Maiestie gave to the Lord Treasurer 
1000'^ per an of desmunds Rents this last Christmas^ beinge god 
&ther to his only sonne by this wife^ who is of the race of the 
Villers, of which we will gett a particuler for Your Lordshipp; 
now is it douted that his Lordshipp wilbe vnwilling to depart 
with this your desire, vnless he may Sell all he hath in that 
Kingdome : which we leave to Your honorable Consideration.

Thear Was Latelye a falynge owt betwen theTrescrer& the 
Lord dygby, at whit hall : thaye posted bothe to the Kynge to 
Tyboles [Theobalds] & as I hear wear at gret Complayntes befor 
the Kynge ; Buckinggam for the Treserer, and Arundell for 
dygby, but all wear Earnest, one with the other : Soe the Kinge 
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toke the Treser, and dygby into the Galyrye alone ; wher thaye 
stayed Longe that nighty and soe my Lord dygeby, is nowe at 
Sherborn, & this daye takes his Jornye to plemmoth, with his 
Ladye for Spayne. 

My one Sute vnto your Honor is that if my men provide not 
my Rent^ that your honor be plesed to staye, tyll Sir George & 
my selfe com to you, in Irland. 

I Lefte the besnes of Capten gore for his plowe Land vnto 
your Lordshepes tretye, and the Laste Maye my terme beinge 
owte, my mane withowt my Previtye, lent him a C.** one mor- 
gege^ as mvch as it was worthe. He wrote me then a Leter to 
have xx" more, which is mor then it Cane be worth : I woold 
be Lothe to hold the one ploweland withowt the other, for if I 
have not his for Resen he that byes his shortt one, [will by] the 
sam termes of Resen by myne : if I injoye his I will be a ssuter 
to your Honor to Change the years for Ly ves as my other Lease 
is that I maye put Charge vnto it in fencing. All which I Leve 
to your Honors best Consederasyeon. 

Thus with my humble dewtye and Serves vnto your Honor 
my Ladyes and all your Honorabell Companye, I will Rest your 
honers Servant to Comand^ William ffreke. 

[In relation to these two letters of Horsey and Freke, it may be noted 
here that Sir Dudley Norton (No. 36 of vol. xiii.) also wrote on the weary 
Grenville bu&iness. He intimated that " the Lord Treasurer was willing to 
part with his Munster lands, having lately bought a fine seat for his young 
son, and he offered the refusal of them to the Earl"' He adds, <* The Lord 
Treasurer is a man who Juioweth how to drive a bargain ; no man better," 
and so begs the Earl to make « a fair offer." The Earl (in copy on same 
MS., which is itself a copy) informs Norton that he had *' resolved to buy 
no more land in Ireland,** but ** strains himself to offer ^4,000," and asks 
whether the ** Lord Treasurer would accept of the first payment in excellent 
good bar iron, to be delivered in London for his Majesty*s navy at ^14 10 
a ton.'* This letter is dated ** June 9. 1622.*' Sir Dudley again writes

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(No. 47, vol. xiii.) under date 14 June, 1621, that he has ** written to the 
Lord Treasurer,*^ but that he '* will expect a larger offer and a quicker 
payment, being made to conceive that the lands are of greater value than 
indeed they are.** One*8 gorge rises in reading such huckstering of " the 
Lord Treasurer of England ** in the knowledge that he held the purchase 
by a mere trick of a needy and hard-driven and not at all straight-forward 
knight. Still the settlement dragged on. Sir George Horsey (No. 85 of 
vol xiii.), on list August, i6zi, informs the Earl that he " has frequently 
spoken with Mr. Maile about the sale of the Lord Treasurer's lands in 
Munster,^' and that having ** bought them for ^3,400, he wanted ^1,000 
profit by the re-sale.^' He encloses a letter of Mr. Maile warranting Horsey 
to survey the land ; also accounts by Roger Brabant. He has decided to 
send his servant to " survey the land, being his lordship's pleasure concerning 
it as by enclosed Commission." Again (No. 86 of voL xiii.) William Freke 
writes that '* Sir George Horse/s occasions and his own great bellied wife '' 
had hindered their <* waiting upon his lordship." He then proceeds, ** The 
Lord Treasurer trusts Sir Frances Blundell wholly with his Irish estates " 
• ... He ''has been making g^at purchases in England and will be 
willing to sell the other ; but he is all for profit." The subject is resumed 
in No. 116, vol. xiiL — G.] 



CCLXXXII. Christian Bor to Earl of Cork: 1622. 

This is No. 66 of vol. xiii., and is addressed, ^ To the Right Honorable 
Richard Earle of Cork, my very good Lord these, Lismore," and endorsed, 
''23 August! i6fta (from Xtian Bor out of London.** — G. 

Right Honorable and my very good Lord, after my Humble 
duty remembered. May it please your Honor to vnderstand that 
I haue heere often had speech with M^ Rychard about the yron, 
but I can not as yet receaue an absolut answer from him what 
he will haue. But as neare as I can gather j^io is the vtmost 
wil be giuen free aboord of all charges, and desires it should be 
deliured at Bantre [= Bantry] : he hath noe full resolution from 
his frends as hee tcls me, but howsoeuer the price aboue will be 
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the nearest, whereof I dare not resolue without your lordships 
further order. 

I vnderstand theere is some 30 tunne of yron of your Lord- 
ships arriued, and is in some trouble by reason it was landed 
before dew entry made. I haue beene often at M** Boyles 
house to know how the businesse stands, to see if any of my 
seruice or helpe might auayle, but I could neuer find him 
within : so what passeth therein your Lordship shal heare from 
him. 

I hope your Lordship hath receaued my letter I wrote from 
dublin and Chester, wherein I tould your Honor that I had left 
order with my people for to pay ;^700 vpon your Honors order ; 
which noe doubt but they wil performe, and I Intreat your 
Lordship not to charge any more money til that some be 
come in first, for I haue not lefte prouision with my people 
for it. 

as Concerning the ^50 your Lordshipe orders should bee paid 
to M' fitton in case M*" slany should faile, til this tyme he hath 
not called for any : if he had it should haue beene paid him. I 
haue spoken with M' slany when he sends aship ; he sayeth that 
he hath beene disapointed by your Lordship of the staues, to his 
greate losse, and complayneth much, for whereas he should haue 
had the first of a market, he shall now be the last, and doth not 
send the ship diretly from hence thether, but first for spayn to 
fetch salt, to the Bantre, and so there, so that your Lordship shal 
be disapointed of hauing any goods by that ship. I haue spoken 
since more nearer with M*" Rychard, about the yron, which he 
yearly would take: he finds much difficulty in firaighting of 
ships, as also that it cannot be laden allone, and to Lade any 
other Marchandise as hides, tallow, etc, with it, he hath as you 
noe full resolution : howsoeuer I haue noe great hope it wil be 
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to any purpose, except the price be low, and I will bcilitate the 
busines yn what I can. 

This bearer oi' Bcnnet can tell your Lordship what passeth 
about the 30 tunne of yron heere. 

Newes is heere variable, but much in iauour of the Popish 
&ction : for certaine the King of Bohemia is at Sedan with the 
Duke of Bouillers, and hath Left the Army with Mansuelt, 
marching toward Bauana, and gone as fun with the last 
Letters as Vim : strong, about 25 thousand: and where [he was] 
followed by Tilly, who wayted before hcydelberg where he had 
once set himsellc.

yn france the busincsse goeth outward for the Protestants, as 
noe doubt your Lordship hath it there at the first hand. My 
lord grandison is made of the Councell heere ; so is Sir Edward 
Conway, who is aUoo secretary of sute : this is all I know for 
present, so I end with my Humble salutacon, and prayer to god 
for your Honors perpetuall support, euer remayning your Honors 
in all duty Christian Borr.

The preceding letter is one of many 
examples of the frank and friendly relations sustained by the ** Great Earl ** 
toward his dependents. He was himself a capital man of business, and had 
no pseudo-pride in corresponding about business.^ — G.]

1622. 

This is No. 90 of vol. xiii., and is addressed, '' To the right honnorable 
the Lord Boyle of youghal Barron of Inchickine and one of his maiestys 
most honnorable priuie Consell in Ireland thes be del**,'* and endorsed, 
''31 January 1624 [j/V] ffrom Redmond ffitz John of Ballycrynnan his 
brother gerrald who is a Capteve at Morockoe." See Introduction in this 
vol. iii. on this pathetic letter. — G. 



Right honnorable and wordye [= worthy] good Lord, far to[o] 
tediows, I dare not write the third part of my miserie : sence I 
came out of lerland mee brother beinge kild by the turkes men 
of warre the 13 of Januarie, beinge the yeare of the Lord 16 17, 
and after him I was cast awaie vppon the coaste of Barbarie with 
the rest of his Comppany, where wee weare made Captiues in the 
hands of infidels and barbrous nation, and soe many inconue- 
niences hanginge vppon vs, as to reckon them all were infinite 
and to taste but one of them intollerable. 

I haue written ofentime vnto your Lordshipp but neuer could 
receaue an answere, but onelie Sir James Goofie [w]howes 
dwelling place is within tree meeles to Clonmell, beinge then in 
London with the earle of Clanrickard, and our letters beinge 
come to his hands and findinge the opportunitie of ashipp bound 
hether within 4 daies after, he could not omite to salute and 
withall comforte our distressed state, with his afectionate liens, 
and to aduertise us of our letters that he would delliuer them

accordinge to theyre Kuenll direxdons. Now the shi'pp beinge 
vppon this barbrie coaste and bound home, I would not oaiite this 
time but put your Lordship in remembrance of my [= me], 
and alaoe for the afecdon you bore to my father and to my 
brother after mee lathers death, and now your vasalls ; I though 
leaste wordye yet moat wiUinge, am come to prefer my sclfe as a 
bound man vnto your Iiordihip; for all my trust is in you 
onellie vnder God, to haue [ntie vppon my poorc estate and dis- 
tressed miserye. 

Therefore I beseeche your Lordship whatsoeuer order you 
wil take for my, [me] aduertise Sir James Gooff off it ; for he 
knowes the english Marchanta that are heere and alsoe the 
Londonners that traliqcs vppon this barbrye coaste. As for my 
ratiBome it will come neere hand 200", little more or les. I neede 
not make many words, for your Lordshipp knowes mee meam'nge:

CCLXXXIV. WiLUAM Frekk to Earl of Cork : 
1622. 

TbiiitNo. iiSofvol. kiii.,and ii addrened, "Tolbe right Honnorable 
Richard Thearle of Corke and one of his Miieitin privie couDcrll att 
Liimoore d.d.," and endoned, " 17 November t6ii ffrom M' W" Treake 
bjrjackman. iS gbria i6ia ffrom M' W freak." Thia resumes the 
iDterminable Grcnvllle-Cranlield dispute and bargainings and with it our 
•electioni bereoa, b full, mutt pretty nearly close. — G. 

Right Honnorable, I haue latelye bcene with Sir Gcoi^ 
Horsey ; where hee hath showed mee your Honnors letters, and 
if it please god (I hope) wee shal accomplish your full desire : I 
tould Sir George, that I had an intent to send a bill to my Cosen 
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Pitt to dublin, to paie your Honnor neere 80** dewe from me for 
renty and hee wished me to staie itt, for hee thought iitt that 
they would ask some monye in hand ; soe if there bee neede I 
will laie Downe 100^^ (if not^ the mony for rent shalbe speedelie 
repaide) : Sir George tould me hee would write you as much ; the 
newes is heere that the Prince hath (with my Lord of Bucking- 
ham) beene one there knees to the kinge, that hee maye goe 
into the Palliationate with an armye ; for they hope not of the 
deliverie thereof nowe : Hythelberge [Heidelberg] is taken ; on 
which busines the councell sites often, and one M*^ Porter sent 
post into Spaine to retourne in 50 daies, and itt is much doubted, 
a greate breach wilbe shortlie, they havinge neere fiamouth a 
fleete of 24 greate shipps full of men, & lies there (as it is said) 
to expect more, but the dutch doth provide to fight with them 
as they come vpp the Channell: if itt should bee soe, god graunt 
you peace in Ireland ; the dutch ambassadors are verye JoyfuU 
in London, hoepinge to see vs and Spaine at varyance. Thus 
hoepinge of your Honnors good helth with my Ladies and all 
your Honnorable good company, I will take my leaue and rest 
your Honnors at Command William ffreke. 

from Cerue this 18*** of October 1622. 

[In No. Ill of vol. xiii. 18® Oct., 1611, Sir Thomas Stafford writes to 
the Earl that " the Lord Treasurer descends from his first demand more 
than he hoped for : but he cannot press him any further and encloses a letter 
for him." The enclosure is not preserved amongst the Lismore Papers ; 
but in No. 113 of vol. xiii., 18 Oct., 1611, Sir George Horsey encloses a 
letter of "Mr. Mayle, showing how the matter stands with the Lord 
Treasurer.** He continues, " My lord will not move to get the reversion 
from the crown, but will direct Sir George to a bed-chamber man who will 
ask ^300 for his interposition.** He has offered ^4,100 for the bargain, 
and refused to go higher. He must shortly see the Lord Treasurer on 
another account." Again in No. 114, 30® Oct., x6ii, Sir George informs 
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the Earl that he had written to Mr. Mayle about the sale of the Lord 
Treasurer's land, and especially insisted that no lease must be given to 
Mr. Brelan of his house. He will send a message from London with the 
result. Once more in No. 175 of vol xiii., John Mayle writes to Sir 
George Horsey that he had '* tendered the Lord Treasurer his offer to 
purchase his Irish estates for ^4.)3009 but he will not take less than ^4>50o j 
but will be content with the rents now due as interest of the money he gave 
for it, and will be at the charges of procuring the reversion for the purchaser. 
He begs Sir George to come and conclude the negotiation himself. In 
No. 180 of vol. xiii.9 Feb. i, i6xi (=1623), Ralph Freke continues in the 
same strain to Horsey , and urges him (like Mayle) to ** come to town and 
conclude the negotiation.** En passsait^ as this letter is not printed by us, I 
glean this bit from it on very different subjects. He informs Sir George that 
Sir Howard Vere had come over and received great entertainment at Court, 
and that the East Indian Companies of England and Holland were ac- 
cordedy ** they restoring unto us our losses to the value of jC^5>o^^ 1 ** ^^^ 
then comes the talk o* the town— ^* On Thursday last they were feasted by 
our men ; on which day it was observed that the Thames, contrary to its 
wont, ebbed and flowed four times in one day : in one hour it both ebbing 
and flowing.*' Yet again in No, 182, 4 Feb., x6ii (=1623), Sir George 
Horsey writes to the Earl asking for instructions as to the purchase of the 
Lord Treasurer's Irish estates for ^4,400, and encloses a letter for Mr. 
Mayle on the subject. Once more, in No. 191 of voL xiii.. Sir George 
writes the Earl that he has agreed to pay jC4>5^^ ^^ ^^ Lord Treasurer for 
his Irish estates, and has offered him in part payment a manor of his own 
in Somersetshire, near the great Moor, which his Majesty presseth to have 
enclosed, and by which the property will be greatly enlarged. Fresh delays 
intervene. In No. aoo of vol. xiii., March a, x6ii (= 1613), Sir Robert 
Seymer writes s '' The Lord Treasurer is not yet resolved whether or no to 
accept the days of payment proposed." And so the unutterably mean 
'* Lord Treasurer ** played the part of a dwarf-Shylock. Passing to vol. xiv. 
in No. xo, April 9, 162a ( = 1623), Sir George Horsey informs the Earl 
that the Lord Treasurer refuses to accept of three payments at intervals of 
six months, and will not give up possession without receiving his money. 
The distracted knight begs to know what b the EarPs resolution. Again 
in No. 32 (June, 1623), Horsey reports that he had gone to Chelsea to see 
the Lord Treasurer *' about the purchase of his Irish estates,** but that he 
could come ** to no agreement about the securities demanded.** He con- 
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tinues, ** His lordship is now gone to Southampton, to make preparation 
for the Princess arrival ; shall be in London again, and is sure that the 
Treasurer only wants his money paid in London, which he shall not have." 
Hopes of final disentanglement were raised ; for in No. 5a of vol. ziv. 
(July 20, 1623), Sir Dudley Norton congratulates the Earl on the progress of 
his bargain with the Lord Treasurer, and adds, *' that the Earl's advertise- 
ment of it came opportunely in that he was about to write to the Lord Trea- 
surer." (He notifies that ''being blind by candlelight he must leave.**) 
Once more in No. 74, and vol ziv. (August 4, 1623), Sir George Horsey 
encloses copy of the agreement he has made with the Lord Treasurer, and 
of other papers relating to the sale of his Irish estates. He enters into de- 
tails of the negotiations. He closes, ''What will be expected when the 
Countess doth join in the fine he knows not : it is customary in England to 
have some gift then, over and above the purchase- money, but he will get off 
it if he can." Then comes an accidental revelation of the ingrained sordid- 
ness and malignity of the " Lord Treasurer ; " " The Lord Treasurer 
wished him joy of his purchase and told him he might better it by ^400 a 
year if he would question the Earl's lease of Gill Abbey which (he said) 
vTas not good.** Going forward, after a long interval, in No. 245' of 
vol. xiv. (Feb. 3, 1623), is a copy of a short letter from Sir Barnard Gren- 
ville, wherein he intimates : " with his son Roger has acknowledged a fine 
for Kinalmeaky and Fermoy ; and will do all in his power concerning the 
further settling of those lands by his lordship.** Then in No. 263 of vol. ziv. 
(Feb. xo, 1623), are " Instructions by Sir George Horsey to Captain Richard 
Smith for taking possession of Fermoy sold to him by the Lord Treasurer." 
Finally, in vol. xiv. (No. 333, March 22, 1623), is "A note of the writings 
delivered to Sir George Horsey by Sir Barnard Greenville.*' And so the 
interminable matter rests for the present. I can only passingly further take 
it up, — G.

meaninge was neuer to effect it, but by enlargeinge y* treaties i 

and poynts of the said Marriage, to make vse of the ffrendship 

of the King of Great Britain aswell in the matters of Court I 

demand as those of fflanders, and suspectinge likewise that your 

Majesty is of the same opinion (although y* demonstracon doe 

not seeme soe) wyneinge to those suspicons that it is certaine 

that the Infanta Dofia Maria is resolued to put herselfe into 

the discalzes the same day that your Majesty shall presse her to 

make the marriage, I haue thought lit to present to your 

Majesty that which my good zeale hath afforded me on this 

occasion, thinkeinge it a good time to acquainte your Majesty 

withal! to thend you may resolue of that which ye shall find 

most convenient with thadvice of those ministers y* you shall 

thinke fitt. 

The King of great Britain doth find him selfe at this time, 
equally engaged in towe businesses : thone is to this marriage, 
to the which hee is moued by the conveniencies that hee findes 
in your Majest)rs ffrendship, with makeinge an agreement with 
those Catholiques that hee thinkes are secretly in his kingdome, 
and by this to assure himselfe of them, as likewise to marry his 
sone to one of the howse of Austria, knoweinge that the Infanta 
Dona Maria is the best born Ladie in the world : The other 
busines is the Restitucon of the Pallatinat, in which hee is yet 
more engaged, for besides that his reputacon is at stake here is 
added the Loue and interests of his grandchildren, sonnes of his 
only daughter, soe that both by the lawe of nature and reason of 
state, hee ought to put them befoure whatsoeuer conveniencies 
might fall oute, by dissembling what they suffer. 

I doe not dispute whether the King of great Britain be 
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gouemed in this business of the Pallatinat by arte or ffrendshipp. 
I thinke a man may say hee hath vsed both ; but as a thinge 
not precisely necessary to this discourse I omit it. I hold it for 
a maxime that these two Ingagements (in which hee findes 
himself) are irreparable, for although the marriage be made, wee 
must faile in that which in any way of vnderstandinge is most 
necessary, which is the restitucon of y* Pallatinat. 

This beinge supposed, haueinge made this marriage in y* 
ffourme as it is treated, your Majesty shall finde your seLfe 
(together with the King of great Britain) engaged in a War 
against the Emperor, and the Catholic League : soe that your 
Majesty wilbe forced to declare your selfe with your Armes 
against the Emperor and the Catholic League (a thinge to heare 
with this vncertainetie will offend your Majestys godly eares) 
or declareinge your self for y* Emperor and the Catholique 
League, as certainely you will, your Majesty will iinde your 
selfe broken in a Warr against the King of England and your 
sister married with his sonne, with the which all whatsoeuer 
conveniencies that was thought vpon with this marriage doe 
cease. If your Majesty shall shewe your selfe neutrall (as it 
may be that some will propound) the first will cause very great 
scandall, and with just reason, since in matters of lesse opposicon, 
then of Catholiques against heretiques, the Armes of his Crowne, 
has tane [sic] the godly against the [illegible] parte, and at this time, 
the firenchmen [and] the hollanders against your Majestic, your 
pietie hath bin such that you haue sent your armes against the 
Rebelles of that Crowne, leaueinge all the great Consideracons 
of State, only because these men are enemies to the faith and 
the Church. It will obleige your Majestic and giue occaseon 
to those of the League to make vse of the King of France and 
other Catholique princes ill affected to this Crowne : for it wilbe 
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a thinge necessary for them to doe soe, and those euen against 
theire owne religion will fovent and assist the heretiques for 
hatred to vs : without doubt they will fbllowe thone courses 
only to leaue your Majesty with that blemish that neuer has 
befalne any King of these dominions. The King of England^ 
will remaine oifended and disobleiged, seeinge that neither 
interestes nor helpes doe followe the alliance with this Crowne, 
as likewise with pretext of particular resentment for haueinge 
bestowed his daughter and grandchild to be ruined for respect of 
the said alliance.

James Rex, Certaine instructions given by vs, to our Comis- 
sioners Authorized by our Comission bearing date the twentieth 
of March in the years of our Raigne, of England firance & 
Ireland the nyenteenth, & of Scotland the fiftieth : 

Wheras by our sayd Comission there is Comitted vnto you 
a large & Ample Authorytie to enquire of certaine Articles of 
greate waight and importance ; you are to vnderstand, that our 
desire beinge to Advance the florishinge estate of that kingdome, 
Haue comitted to you the greate trust & Authority specified in 
that our Comission, that there might bee noe defecte of power, 
to Accomplish what wee expecte from you in that behalfe, and 
that you may deserne what wee principally expecte, Wherby 
you may the better guide your selues in all your proceedings : 
Wee doe hereby declare— 
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first, that our chieffe end & desire is^ that such things as are 
amisse in that kingdome may receave speedy & due redresse, and 
that accordinge to our owne graciouse disposicon appearing in all 
other our proceedings, our Ayme is Rather att Reformacon & 
Amendment thencorrecon & punnishment: And thearfore your 
indeavour must bee, principally, to looke fibrward how things 
may be well settled for the future, rather then by too severe & 
stricte examinacon of things past (which will seme only for 
punishment) to consume that tyme, which, being imployed in 
the other course, will yeld more & better fruite, to the publique 
wellfare of that kingdome ; our inclynacon beinge Rather to 
vse lenity and grace then strictness & severity. 

Item, Wheras by your sayd Comission you are authorized 
to enquire of sundry Articles, wherof som may seeme to extend 
to private grivancs, as wee doe not wholly forbid you to proceed 
therin, Soe Wee wish you to deale very sparingly in private 
occurens, vnless they bee of extraordinary moment & importance, 
& in such case Rather to receaue the informacons, & certiiie 
the same to vs or our privy Councell, for further direcon to bee 
given you therin, then to proceed to over curiouse examinacon 
therof att first, but to imploy your tymes & endeavours chiefly 
vppon those points & Articles of the Comission, as most con- 
cerne the publique; To Which purpose Wee recomend to 
your care thes insueing Articles. 

first, the well setlinge of parish Churches there, & furnishing 
of the same, with an able religious & good Ministery togeather 
with Competent meanes for theyr Maintay neence & Supportacon ; 
which being eflFected, is like to increse religion & virtue in 
those parts. 

Secondly, Wheras Wee att this present are att very greate 
charges, Viz. of twenty Thousand pounds, with that kingdome. 
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ye are to take particular view of all the receipts & issues, and to 
consider how that kingdome may beare att least that charge 
without diminishing the force that [is] there, for the safty & 
strength of the realme. 

Thirdly, the well [beinge] of the courts of Justices, that all 
impediments may bee removed, which doe, or any way may 
hinder thaffectueal maintainence of Justice, & right [damped 
out] to the due and ordinary course of euery of the same 
courts. 

fiburthly, the plantacons [made] in that kingdome are with 
extraordinary care to bee considered of, and all Actes concerning 
the same to bee throughly examined, & care taken how the 
same may bee reformed, Wherby the plantacon may proceed & 
florish. 

Item. Wheras by the sayd Comission, you are to enquire 
of sundry cryminall offences, comitted within the said realme, 
our intencon is, not to look too iarrbacke vppon offences past 
to punish them, but forward to redresse them : And therfore 
our pleasure is, that you shall only meddle with such offences as 
haue binn comitted since the expiracon of the last comission 
awarded for that our Realme of Ireland, or beinge begann to 
bee Comitted before that tyme, haue binn contynued since that 
tyme, without any due reformacon, or Amendment. 

And Wheras by our sayd Comission, you are to enquire of 
Wastes of wood & tymber & the meanes how the same may 
bee preserved, our Will and Meaneing is, that you take into your 
care & consideracon, not only our owne woods & tymber, but 
alsoe the woods & tymber of our subiects, yett with such 
moderacon soe &rr as concernes our subiects, that ye neyther 
press to farr vppon theyr private interests, nor yet by sparing 
the private, bee negligent of the publique, but soe to provide 
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that sufficient tymber & woods may bee from tyme to tyme pre- 
served & maynetained for shipping & other publique services, 
and specially in such places as are neere Adioyneing to the sea 
coasts. 

Lastly, Wheras by our sayd Comission you are directed to 
make certificate of your proceedings in our Court of Chauncery, 
flFor as much as Many things May occur, which will not bee 
fitt to bee pubh'quely handled, & yet good vse may bee made 
therof, ffor our owne informacon, our pleasure is, and wee doe 
hereby Authorize you, that for such things as vppon any iust 
respects, you shall hould vnfitt to be made publique, before 
Ourself bee Advertized therof, you forbeare to certifie the same, 
into our Courte of Chauncery : but retorne the same with your 
proceedings & opinions therof to vs, or to our Privy Councell, 
and for soe doeing this shall bee your Warrant ; And our will 
and pleasure is, that you our sayd Comissioners doe not keep 
seuerall sittings in seuerall places att one tyme, but doe keep, 
one only Assembly of Comissioners att once for the Execucon 
of that Comission.

It 
is much damaged, and has been carefully covered over with thin silk paper. 



To my Lord marques of Buckingham, Though to advise 
may seeme preposterous ; yett what is well intended, I am more 
confident, will not eyther bee offensiue to your Lordship, or 
preiudiciall to mee : the rather since what is now [worn away] 
is not for your good [only, but] for the generall [half a line 
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worn away] in some sorte appropriate, soe you shall but par- 
ticipate in the beneiite. 

In the Parable in the Gospell of a great king, that maryed 
his Sonne, & badd many therevnto after the excusall of some & 
reftisall of others, all of whatsoeuer condicon (as well out of the 
high wayes, as of the high places) were called and invited. As 
euery true Christian hath an interest in the manage of that 
kinges sonne of Heauen, soe euery good subject, as well as euery 
great subject, hath an interest in the manage & wel&re of the 
kinges sonne here on Earth ; which hath occasioned soe many, 
& mee the meanest of those many, to wish, that, it may bring 
with it, glorye to God on high. Good will & peace to those on 
Earth : which is much doubted, cannott bee from Spaine. 
Since the motioning of that match maketh a generall feare, 
that it can neyther bee safe for the kinges person, nor good for 
the church & comon wealth, because there may bee an inlett to 
the Romish Locustes, which like a Cankerworme may in an 
instant smite our gourd vnder whose shade wee sitt safe ; [half 
a line worn away] . . . feare, but the heri [half* a line worn 
away] . • . (vppon the head of [half a line worn away] . . . who 
cannot but faynt & with Jonah wish to dye rather then to liue, 
& endure that day, for what will not they attempt against our 
good Cedar the [worn away] . . . ; that theyr vine, which thcyr 
left hand shall plant, may growe vpp & they bee sheltered vnder 
her branches. But heerin, it is hoped, God will enable this 
state, sooner to make preuention of theyr mischief, then tryall 
of theyr affection. For as noe person hath wounded them more 
deeply, soe there is no person they hate more deadlye : How 
doe they burne in malice against him, that hath soe profest him- 
self & blasoned them to his glorye & theyr shame : & it is 
vnsafe for men, as vnplcasant to God, to relye vppon them : 
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Henry of Bourbon, king of Nauarre : father to Henry the 4% 
drawne by an imaginarye crowne of [worn awayl . . . trusted 
the promise of the Spaniard, left the protestant [half a tine worn 
away] ... & became the persecutor of them whose protector he 
was: But whilest hee cast his hope vppon Spayne, Spayne 
deceaued him of his crowne: God in justice (who neuer leaues 
any that leaues not him first) gaue him ouer to a violent death ; 
for a Bullett tooke him within his owne Trenches, besieging 
the poore Protestants in Roane : Henry the 4*^ his sonne, what 
battells did hee fight, what dangers did hee escape $ euen to 
admiration, while hee was at defyance with Pope & Spaniard ; 
But when in a politick & worldly respect, hee tasted the same 
sower grapes, which sett his fathers teeth on edge, first a yonge 
Jesuite wounded him in the face ; after a popish Rauilliack 
stabbed him to the harte : whereas queen Elisabeth (the happiest 
instrument of Gods glorye, for her sex, since the most noble 
blessed virgin) notwithstanding the few frends she had abroad, 
& the division at home, when shee came to the Crowne, being 
a lone woman, yett she refused the king of Spayne, who being 
first an earnest sutor, by the Earle of ferra his ambassador, & 
notwithstanding the thundering of the Popish BuUes & Spanish 
Cannons openly, & working [two words worn away] . . . 
priuilye $ they were neuer able to cutt soe [half a line worn 
away"] . . . her crowne, or to dimminish any haire [half a line 
worn away] . . . head. And his majestye that [half a line worn 
away] ... in the same religion shee professed, continueth nolesse 
miraculously in gods protection, then shee did : who though 
there were but one protestant kinge in Christendom then besides 
himself, chose rather to match there, then with all the wealth 
of Spayne or any other popish Prince : what therefore his 
Majestye hath giuen by precept to the Prince in his booke, &<

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by president in his owne person, will vndoubtedly bee expected, 
& all good men hope will assuredly bee performed : for as the 
Prince proclaymes the king his father by his wonderful! likeness 
& resemblance of the king himself, soe it is hoped hee will 
neuer appeare vnlike to him, as in other virtues soe particularlye 
in the choice of his second self which neerely concernes him & 
your Lordship [half a line worn away] . . . that none can bee 
too circumspect [half a line worn away"] . . . Sommersett, a 
Suffolk, or a secretary only, but the first man, the strongest 
man, & the wisest man, that euer was, though they were all 
good men & types of Christ, yett weie they heereby tempted 
& seduced. To addresse this poore discourse more particularly 
to your Lordship, kinges haue almost euer vsed to haue theyr 
fauourites. Alexander had long since his Ephestion & Henrye 
the 3^^ of fraunce his Espernon, & Phillip of Spayne since his 
Lerma ; yea the best Princes haue not wanted them, for Hushai 
the Archite is called the kinges frend (2 Sam. 16, 16), & after 
the reckoning of Dauids great officers, Ira the Tekoite (i Chron. 
27, 9) is sayd to haue bene one of the chief about Dauid. This 
standes with reason & argues with nature : for euery priuate, is 
left to affect as hee likes, neyther can affection bee forced. Now 
to disallowe or confine that in a king, which is left at libertye 
in the meanest subject, were preposterous iniurous, for though 
they commaund nations as they are kinges, yett are they subiect 
to theyr passions as they are men ; & yf I may alleadge without 
misseinterpretation of others, as I am free from all ill meaning 
my self, who knowes not but Christ, the rather to shew him 
[half a line worn away"] • . • expressed soe much [half a line 
worn away"] ping, & diuers particulars [half a line worn away"] 
. • . (yf I may not say his fauourite) was certainly the disciple 
that Jesus loued more then any of the rest It is gods blessing 
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& your happines (if you accept it soe) to bee the kinges fa- 
uourite. As Peter therefore, not presuming to ask Christ, who 
it was that should betray him, beckoned to the disciple whome 
Jesus loued, on whose brest hee leaned, to ask him, soe since 
most men neyther may nor ought to bee soe bold, as to ask or 
aduise the king in this businesse (so much spoken of) yett they 
point at you, who, the higher you are in the kinges fauour, the 
more you are in the peoples eye & obseruation, & they expect 
you will not be wanting in the dutye of a subiect, a Councellor 
& a fauoritt. But as your reasons & purswasions are knowne 
to haue better opportunitye to bee deliuered, & to bee belieued, 
soe in this case that, [half a line worn away] Moses, (one of 
gods great feuourites & familiar seruants) to stand in the gappe 
& diuert the plague ; for soe in most mens iudgments, & the 
generall voyce of gods people, it is held, how glorious & ne- 
cessarye soeuer it seeme outwardlye. I am confident you 
thinke the kinges fauor & your fortunes are not for your owne 
endes alone, or for any ill end at all : wee haue lately scene the 
end of those who haue presupposed such endes ; for promotion 
comes neyther from the east, nor from the west, as a casuall 
thinge ; but, as gods prouidence extendes to the fall of a 
sparrow, soe much more, to the rising of a seruant ; & who 
knowes, but the same hand which raysed Joseph in Egipt, hath 
advanced you in England for the like end. To paralell you is 
not disparagement. You are a younger brother by a second 
manage; as Joseph was, a fayre person, & well&uoured as 
Joseph was ; the king hath for your honour altered your name, 
as Josephs was ; you haue honoured & enriched your parents, 
brethren & kindred, as Joseph did ; (for hee procured them the 
land of Goshen for theyr maintenance) & for theyr great honour, 
Josephs kindred were made knowen to Pharaoh, as yours to our 
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Caesar. Now my Lord^ since you foUowe Joseph soe neere, 
& soe farre ; leaue him not to [half a line worn atvaji] to prouide 
bread for Gods [half a line worn away] Since you are sett vpp, 
[half a line worn away] you^ as Mordecay sayd of Hester, who 
knowes whither you are come to the kingdome for such a time 
that you might endeuour, both to preuent & to prouide that 
there ensue not any famine or dearth of Spirituall bread in this 
land, neyther, that this wee haue, bee euer mingled, or made 
vnsauorye, with the Romish leauen ? Wee doe not read of any 
seruant almost better respected of his lord & master, then Eleaser 
of Damascus whome Abraham had ment [for his heir] (had 
hee dyed childlesse) -, & yett wee read not of any seruice hee did 
Abraham (none at least greater) then in the choyse of a wife for 
his Sonne Isaack. Among the seruantes of our Patriarck, the de- 
fender of our fay th, wee obserue none better respected then your 
self, for the king hath manifested that hee loues not your person 
only, but takes a care of your soule, & labours to make you as 
good yea & as happye in another world as high in this ; yett 
wee knowe not wherein you can doe [half a line worn away] • • • 
to help to chuse a Rebecca [ibid] Abrahams iniunction is a good 
[notion] ; not to [seek] her among the spirituall Canaanites. 
Princes in respect of theyr happines, & other mens miseryes, 
seeme placed in an earthly Paradice, hauing power to taste of 
euery tree in the garden, where hauing also many Royall 
braunches & princely stockes to graft on, yf they shall now 
medle with the forbidden fruite, how dangerous & wilfull is 
theyr condition ! for the serpent will not only beguile the 
woman, but the Philistines will intreate Dalilah & shee will 
betray Sampson : soe while they plough with our heyfar, they 
will vnfold all our Ridles, & undoe our state. Besides whatsc- 
euer language the fiither speakes, the birth doth usually followe 
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the beUye ; & children commonly speake the mothers tongue ; 
& wheresoeuer there is this Babell, there is confusion, not of 
tongues only, but of states: whereas Christes church is like his 
coate, closely wouen & at vnitye within it self; though some 
ignorant [worn away] • . • tistes, seeke to find, or rather, labour, 
to make a hole in the coate & chuse whereby the Papistes lye 
in wayte [to make] the rent worse, & the desperate Jesuite, yf 
hee can [half a line worn away] . . . ding, for wheresoeuer [half 
a line worn away] into Deianiraes [half a line worn away] • • • 
soe they will sett other [ta^ a line worn away] first founder 
was [half a line worn away] haue they not knowen [half a line 
worn away] • • . To instance in a particular, not vnfitt for the 
present purpose ; wee haue not heard of any protestant king, 
that euer maryed with a contrarye Religion, saue the last Henry 
of Nauarre with the late Margarett of fraunce ; which mariage 
soe vnfortunate to the partyes, hauing noe issue ; & being after- 
wardes diuorced, was alsoe soe &tall to our Religion, that there 
was more bloud spilt at those nuptialls then there was wine 
spent I for while the protestants dreamed of the glorye & se- 
curitye they should haue by that match, they were most 
miserably massacred ; & who doubtes that what the french 
papist committed in theyr owne country, vppon theyr owne 
natiues, vppon the same reason & occasion, the Spanish nation 
would bee glad to see done in this kingdome vppon strangers i 
for without breach of charitye, wee may now doubt theyr 
sincere meaning, though there bee a treatye of a match, since 
in '88, while there was a treatye of peace, theyr Armadoe came 
vppon us. Yf therefore wee eyther liue, or are led by reason 
or example ; wee shall find it was forbidden the best people in 
the world ; Sc it vndidd one of the best princes in the world, to 
marrye with a differing Religion. The Iniunction, the reason, 
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Sc the effect are layd downe in Deutronomye (Deut. 7. 3. 4. 5) 
to the Jewes, that they should not take any daughters of the 
neighbouring nations, though greater & mightier then them- 
selves, to bee wiues to theyr sonnes etc. All which was verifyed 
in Solomon, the wisest king that euer was.j who marry ed one 
of the greatest kinges daughters that then was^ yett wee see 
the weakest sex withdrew the wisest man ; for Salomon became 
an Idolater, his sonne a foole, his subjectes rebelles, & the best 
part of his kingdome went from his posteritye for euer (Ecles. 
47. 23. 28. & 2 Kinges. 21.). Though Israeli sinne, lett not 
Juda transgresse ; & though Salomon one of the sonnes of 
Dauid, maryed & miscaryed with Pharaohs daughters, yett lett 
not Isaack, the only sonne of our Abraham doe as the sonnes of 
God haue done ; who because they see the daughters of men 
bee (for owtward & politick respect) [fair, forthwith,] take them 
wiues of them, from whence [half a line torn away] like the old 
gyants, fight [half a line worn away] . . . god hath doubtles 
made [half a line worn away] . . . hee did with Abraham. As 
hee putt [half a line worn away] ... to take a iourney, as 
Abraham did [half a line worn away] . . ., to the place where 
his Court had bene, at the [worn away] ... to giue thankes 
to the Lord ; As hee hath brought him out of his owne 
countrye to a better, as hee did Abraham } the same god putt 
into the king the same mind hee putt into Abraham, to chuse a 
Rebecca amongst those of the same sort and kindred, who call 
only vppon one God theyr &ther, & acknowledge one & the 
same church to bee theyr mother, that soe it may bee with the 
prince, as in many respects, soe in this, as it was with Isaack 
(Gen. 24. 67.) who tooke Rebecca to wife, & who loued her, 
& hee brought her into the tent of Sara, his mother, & was 
comforted after his mothers death. Now yf from the booke of 
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God which settes downe the vnlawfuUnes of such matches. 

with aliens & strangers from gods couenant, wee descend to our 

owne bookes & chronicles, wee shall find that God hath crossed, 

yf not curbed our alyance & association particularly with that 

Spanish nation, the position of the cuntrye & disposition of 

that people being as it is [worn away] . . . nant, & ill agreeing 

with vs } The Prince of the greatest performance, that euer 

this kingdome^ or Christendome hath seene was the black 

Prince : yett our chronicle recordes, that goeing into Spayne 

to setle Don Pedro in that kingdome; besides the monstrous 

ingratitude & perfidiousnes of that Spaniard, who fayled in the 

performance of those conditions which hee had promised (which 

caused that miserable reuolt in fraunce, to the losse of our 

ynheritance) the Prince was soe poisoned in that journey, that 1 

hee neuer had his health after. But to come neerer our pur- 1 

pose, & to our owne times, which are litle the better for our < 

Spanish friendship, I beseech your lordship obserue, that all the 

mariages which the heyres & princes of this Crowne haue made 

in England for those last six skore yeeres \worn away] . . • the 

second seuerall matches of Henry the 8^ haue bene only, & noe 

where else, but with Spayne, wherein how litle God hath blessed 

the successe may appeare. Prince Arthur maryed the kinges 

daughter, wee knowe. God tooke him away sodainly, & 

without any issue. In a politique respect, wee would make^ a 

second match, for Prince Henrye, afterwards king, maryed the 

same daughter, but doubtlesse, God was as litle pleased with that 

match, which was lesse lawful, & therefore God tooke away the 

male children of it, & left only a daughter, in whose shorte 

reigne, was shed more blood for the true religion in six yeeres, 

then for the false in [half a line worn away] . . . [six lines too j 

much worn away to make sense^ on the same subject] . . . (wee 
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hauing noe difference at all with fraunce) lost Callais in six 
dayeSy which had bene aboue 200 yeeres in our possession. Now 
yf I make bold to add, rather then apply, & for obseruation of 
the contrarye, rather then for imitation in the present, though 
I haue not much Judgment, ic to[o] litle will to presume to aduise, 
where to match, yett I assume soe much as to thinke a match 
at home cannott be inconvenient ; wee find the first & the last 
of our kinges, that euer matched with theyr subiectes, were, 
Edward the 4*^, & Henry the S^, from which two matches God 
(as it were to shew, the lesse wee relye vppon others abroad the 
more hee will help vs himself at home) gaue two daughters, two 
Elisabeths, two such Queens, then which there were neuer two 
soe blessed instruments of Gods glorye, & the kingdomes good, 
by establishing peace in the land, & religion in the Church ; 
vntil his majestyes happye comming, who brought both with 
him. 

Thus my Lord, haue I made bold to lay my poore single 
mite at your feet ; the many talents you haue, cannott bee 
better employed , then in this ; to make you heere, & euer heere- 
after, a good & faithfuU Seruant to both your masters, for yf 
you would lye in wayte for an opportunitye, which is happilye 
proposedly offered you, for your advantage of Gods glorye & 
your owne honour i you cannott find or inuent a occasion more 
pleasing to God, or more plausible to the most & best men, then 
in diswading priuately by humble intreatyes, & opposing pub* 
lickly by your solid reasons, this Spanish match ; for whatsoeuer 
the occasions & necessityes of the Crowne may bee, it will find 
more support, by casting itself into the arms of the subiects, 
which are the houses of Parlament, then by seeking to any for- 
reigne fiiwnings ; wherevnto, whensoeuer wee lean or trust, wee 
shall find them Egiptian Reedes, & theyr intent rather to sup- 
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plant vs, then to supplye vs. By him that is not ambitious 
(because not vnworthy) nor yett afrayd (because not [worn awayl) 
to bee knowen to your Lordship in [worn away] this busines 
[signature worn away],

CCLXXXVIII. Edward Wilson to the Earl of Cork : 

1623, 

This is No. 15 of vol. xiv., and is endorsed, '' Edward Wilson to me 
from Madrid x6 Aprill 1613 stil : vet/* This detailed and self-authenticating 
account of ' the Princess * visit at the court of Spain Is of historical interest. 
It was enclosed under date 19 July 1613 by Sir Thomas Wilson in a letter 
numbered 14 of vol. xiv. He thus writes : '* I enclose a letter from a kins- 
man at Madrid, which will shew how the business goes there. The other 
parts of Christendom all stand at a gaze, expecting the event.** — G. 

Sir, By master Grymes I wrote vnto you at large of what had 
then passed in the reception of his highnes in this Court ; Since 
some things haue occured which will not be vnworthy of your 
knowledge, and yet which &11 [not] within the compasse of any 
priuate mannes pen to advertise. There haue beene diuerse most 
friendly meetingf betwixt this kfng and his highnes, they hauing 
ran at the Ring together severall times and beane abroad in greet- 
inge : his highnes doth giue all contentment, as much as can be 
expected, and they doe endeauour by all gratefull demonstracons 
to shewe there esteeme of him, that if he were the Emperor 
himself they could doe him not more honor. The Marquis of 
Inojosa, brother in la we to the Conde de Oliuares, this Kings 
fauorite, is declared extraordinary for England \ whither he is 
suddenly to make his repaire through France by post to con* 

III. I 
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gratulate with his majestie for the safe arriuall of his highnes at 
this court ; he is also to remaine there during the negotiation of 
the match as an assistant to Don Carlos de Coloma. 

On Palmesunday, my Lord Marquis Buckingham had his 
first audience with the Infanta Donna Maria, with whom 
he had very gratious acceptance, and the English nobilitte 
and diuerse others that accompanied his Lordship were extra- 
ordinary satisfied with the person of the Infanta and her car- 
riadge towarde my Lord. Some fewe dayes since the Duke of 
Pastrana sett forwards towards Rome. The very daye of his 
departure he kissed the Prince his hand, telling him that the 
cheefest errand of his employment was to doe him seruice ; and 
soe desired that he might be honored with some of his comaunds. 

One £aster-£ue this king, accompanied with his two Brothers, 
came to the Prince his lodgings, to giue him the buenas paseuas^ 
and hauing remained with his highnes the space of a houre, he 
returned vnto his owne. 

The daye following, about 4 oclock in the afternoone, the 
Prince repaid the Kings visitt and was at the same tyme carried 
by the King to the Queenes side ; where she expected his 
Highnes, accompanied with the Infanta Dona Maria ; and 
this is the first time the Prince spoke with her. These comple- 
ments being ended, the King accompanied the Prince vnto a 
faire Roome that lookes into a great Court before the Palace, 
where was great preparation made for a maske to be represented 
that night on horsebacke. The king hauing staied some little 
time there with the Prince, tooke his leaue and went to put 
himselfe into the maske : some hower after the maske began, 
which consisted of diuerse of principall quality, all very richely 
clothed, and wonderfully well hoosed. They ranne short 
pare%as by 2 and 2, and they were some 60 couple with lighted 



J 
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torches in there hands, and towards the place where the Prince 
Sate ; the last pare being the King and his brother Don Carlos^ 
they being desguised with maskes. 

On Saturday in Easter weeke the King invited his Highnes 
to Ar ANjUES^ and which I thinke is the Paradice of the world ; 
where they haue spent some dayes in hunting. I shall conclude 
with telling you that here is certaine newes come that the dis- 
pensation is granted at Rome which will finde all things in such 
forwardnes here that by the end of August I presume you maye 
looke for the Prince his retumeinto England with the soe long 
expected Lady. Soe hauing noething else to advertize you of 
at this present, with my humble dutie and seruice recomended to 
yourself and my good Lady, I rest Your faithfuU seruant to com- 
mand Edward Wilson.

My very good Lord, The office of a friende towardf you 
must never dye j wherefore such thinge as comes to my know- 
ledge that may conceme you, I may not omitt to write. I pray 
your Lordship to send me a full answere of these, whereby my 
hope is, to avoide you future trouble. My Lady Ralegh con- 
ceaves that she is much wronged ; that since the death of her 
husband she is debarred of her thirds of the lands which your 
Lordship purchased of S'^ Walter Ralegh, and is by her 
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Councell heere assured that she ought to haue the thirde of the 
lande aforesayd. When she had acquainted me herewith, I 
prayed her patience, before she commenced her suite, to fbr- 
beare vntill such tyme as I might receaue answere fix>m you what 
reasen is of your part to the contrary. Heerein my desire is, 
that you would deale playnely and cleerely with me, which I 
thinke will be the best meanes to persuade her to sitt still, or 
otherwise if you finde debility e on your parte to withstand the 
clayme, I will vse my best endeavours for a fnendly composition. 
Shee constantly affirmes ; that when you made the purchase of 
S**" Walter Raleghe, that she would not assent (if she overlived 
her husbande) to relinquish her thirde, and that she refused (as 
shee sayth) a Jewell, which you were willing to give her, for her 
consent. The answere, which you shall please to send me, lett 
it be in a paper apart, for I am sure she will take Counsell vppon 
it. Now concerning my selfe, I earnestly pray your Lordship 
to send me with as much convenient speede as you may the 
state of my land in Durberys Island. The tyme drawes on 
very shortly of the expiration of the lease now in beinge. The 
Earle of Ormond pretends, and so he hath told me, that the 
Inheritance is in him, derived from his Auncestors by a graunt 
made vnto his Grandfather or Greatgraund&ther, by Kinge 
Henry the eight. My desire is that your Lordship would take 
the paynes (for my better vnderstandinge) to drawe downe the 
state of the cause, whereby I may be advised how to proceede, 
not meaninge to give over my right, if lawe or equitie be on my 
part. I know well that Kinge Henry . 8 . graunted the Ilande 
vnto the Earle of Ormond, then beinge, in which there were 
also divers other lands and mannors passed vnto him ; but how 
that part of the Ilande (which you passed in my book, and by 
you conveighed vnto mc) reverted againe vnto the Crowne, or 
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how I may Justly make a clayme vnto it, I am so ignorant, as 
without your ayde I knowc not how to proceede. Wherefore 
I pray your Lordship, to take the cause into your consideration, 
and to retourne me such an answere, as may be fitt for me to 
advise vppon with my Counsell. That which doth most com- 
fort me, that my right is good, is the confidence I haue in your 
Lordships Judgement, assuringe my selfe that you are so well 
advised in all your wayes, that you would not haue inserted any 
lands into my book, excepte the Titles had beene cleere. When 
the kinge graunted a lease of this lande for 21 yeares, which 
within a few monethes will be expired, Stronge of Waterford was 
the Tenant vnto it, betweene whome and the Erie of Ormond, 
there was contension, but whether Stronge were eiected by 
law or force, whether he be yett Tennant vnto the Lesse or no, 
or who is now the possesser of it, I am wholly ignorant : Of all 
which I pray your Lordship to lett me knowe the state of my 
lande in Kilmainham, passed in my booke, and by you (as the 
others) conveighed vnto me ; whoe is now the possesser of it, 
and allso your advise whether I should sett it for a yearely rent, 
or sell it out right. If for rent, what will be given by the yeare, 
or what you thinke the Inheritance is worthe. As for durberyes 
Ilande, whilst the Earle of Ormond lived, I doe not blame you 
though you were then somewhat tender to deale in that busines, 
but now that the Earledome is shaken, I am the bolder to presse 
you, and expect your Lordships ayd, to the vttermost. I con- 
ceave I may out of your anncient frendshipp challenge it, and 
the like you may assure your selfe to receave from me that am 
your lordships most afFectionatt louinge frend to dispose, G. 
Carew. 

Savoy this 15*** of May 1623, 

I ynderstand that S" Thomas Stafford, accordinge to my 
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direction hath written two severall letters to your Lordship con- 
cerning Durberjres Ilande, and those parcells of lande neere 
Killmainham, and that he hath not receaved any answeare; 
whereatt I much mervaile. 

CCXC. The Earl of Chichestee to Earl of Cork :

This is No. 84 of vol. xiv., and is addressed, '* To the right honorable 
my very good Lord the Earle of Corke at Youghall in Ireland,** and endorsed, 
** x" October 1623 ffrom my lord chichester." — G. 

Noble lord ; Comminge from the Kinge (who is now at 
Cranbourne) in my waye towards london, I mett with this 
bearer capten williams Haweridge my Countrieman, bound for 
Kinsayle : he came lately into the Thames from the East Indies 
in a shipe of london of which he had theCommaunde vnder the 
Companie and societie of that Trade : who for that he touched 
on the Coast of Ireland in his retourne (as men Jelous upon pre- 
sumption) doe deale hardly with him in detayninge of his 
Entartaynements : he sayth he landed marchandize of small 
valeue ther, and left it with m*^ James Salmon of Castle haven : 
his hastninge thether is to make some benefitt of it, and con- 
ceiuinge he maye the better doe it vnder your Lordships ^uoure 
and assistance, he hath prayed me to request your lordship to 
take notice of my knowledge of him, and of my wellwishinge 
towards him, and to pray you to extende your fauouer and 
furtherance towards his good dispatch from thence ; which by 
these I doe as effectually as the small staye I make heer will per- 
mitt me, and I shall acknowledge it amonge your lordships manie 
noble respects of me. 

Seeing I am thus occasioned to writt vnto you, and haue ac- 
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ceedentaly mett with an oppurtunitie of convayance which I 
haue long expected, I can not but lett you knowe that I am 
stayd in this Kingdome by his maiesties speciall commaunds, his 
maiestie hauinge designed me to afresh Employment into Ger- 
manie, from whence I heard with in these three dayes att Salis- 
burie that the Counte of Tilly, Generall to the Emperor, hath 
geuen a greater blowe to the Duke christian of Brunswick, then 
he lately gaue him ; by which it is thought his armie (which 
consisted of neere 30,000 horse and foote,) are so broken and 
scatered that they will hardly gather and come to a head againe 
this Sommer^ which is a great disaster to the protestants in 
generall, and a blowe which hight^ [= hits] heavie on the 
Kinge and Queene of Bohemia after their longe suiFeringes of 
gods afflictions : this will either draue on the Trati for which I 
am designed with in a feue weekes, or putt it ofF vntill the 
Springe. 

Vpon my waye from Salisbury I mett with Sir John Jepson, 
who came post from Madrid : he tolde me that he came to 
hasten the shipps for S* Anderas, for that the Prince with the 
Duke of Buckinghame will trauel towards that port before the 
ende of this moneth, and as it is faythfuUy beleeued on that side, 
the Infanta (now called princes of wayles) with his highnes : 
God send him well, well, vnto vs : for wee suffer much by his 
highnes absence : wee are apt to beleeue what we wish. I scrible 
these in hast, and yet I maye not ende without acknowledginge 
of a noble kindnes done to my deare friend and sonne in lawe 
Sir Adam loftus in an intended match of one of your lordships 
daughters with his sonne, and the large portion you geue with 
her. I can not but chalendge an interest in your bountie and 
free (as well as noble) dealinge with the father and mother so 
nere allyed vnto me, and to whom I wish so much happines and 
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content ; in acknowledgment wherof I assure your lordship I am 
and will euer be willinge and readye to doe you the best service 
I shall be able. I salute your noble lady and her wourthy and 
pious mother with my true respects and best wishes, and am your 
lordships true friend, and in much affection to doe you service, 
Arthur Chichester. 

Att Brainford the 1 1* of Auguste, 1623. 

I writt vnto my noble lord the Earle of Thomond from Salis- 
bury att the request of Sir Frederick Hamelton : I assure my selfe 
these will be with your lordship longe before those come to his 
hands, and for that I vnderstand not the advertisments I now 
send your lordship, when I perclosed those letters, I praye your 
lordship to impart them vnto his lordship, and to praye his lord- 
ship to be fauorable to Capten Haweridge if he haue cause to 
seeke vnto him.

My most honored & good Lord, Though I presume you haue 
it alreadie from some better hande, yet for more assurance, you 
may please to knowe from me more, that the 20**^ of the last 
[month] in the forenoone, and in the presence of both the 
Spanish Embassadors, M*^ Secretarie Caluert reeding the Articles 
and my Lord of Canterbury inncerting the oaths, his majestic 
swore them* And in the afternoone all the Councell then 
attending in Courte did the like, the Embassadors being also 
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present : Instantly after oorder was given to my Lord of Rutland 
to putt to the Seas with his shipping for the bringing away of 
the prince ; But whether the princesse come with him or no, 
wee are not yet advertised, only wee vnderstand for Certaine 
that when my Lord of Andover came from the Courte of 
Spayne^ it was there resolued that vppon S' James day (accord- 
ing [as] theire Compact was) the 2 princes shoulde bee Con- 
tracted : thus much only I can send your Lordship now ; the 
rest you shall haue as wee receaue it. 

Wee are also most assuredlie advertised that the Duke of 
Brunswick hath vtterly defeated the Commander Tillye, slaine 
betweene 6 and 7000 men and taken 200 wagons, some of them 
being rich spoyles. And Bethlem Gabor with a mightie power, 
doth greatlie threaten an alteration in the affaires of the Em- 
peror, in so much as hee hath bene off^ered and hath refused 
verie &ire Conditions to desist. 

And this is all I haue for your Lordship. More than that all 
your fteendes heere and at Mellefont are well j and wee daily 
expect the Erie home, with both Countesses ; vntill whose 
arriuall the Christening of yong Patrick will bee forborne, my 
Lord Chancellor is to bee one of the god&thers ; More I knowe 
not yet. 

thus with my humblest service to your Lordship, your Lady, 
my Lady Fenton, my Lord Barry, S*' Thomas Moore and theire 
Ladies, I kisse your honorable handes and remayne Your 
Lordships to honor and serve you Euer, Dudley Norton. 

13** August, 1623.

Match, etc. : 1623. 

This is No. 110 of vol. xiv., and is endorsed, ** fFor the Earle of Corke 
ncues reccaued lo*** 7****, 1613." — G. 

S^^ True it is that faith comes by hearinge, yet as in a matter 
of relligion the various opinions amonge Christians confirme 
many Infidels and makes many Atheists: Soe the diuers re- 
portf of this Spanish matche, and the Princes retorne soe stag- 
gers ou[r] beliefe, that hardly wee can creditt any thinge wee 
heere. But what is nowe in everie mans mouth, and grounded 
vpon the reporte of M*" Charles Glenman, one of the Princes 
gentlemen [who] now is latelie come over, I will acquaint you 
with. The Prince hath taken his leaue of the Courte of Spaine ; 
and giuen many rich Jewells and guift^, they say to the value of 
fower score thousand pownds, and hath receaued as great 
presentf. the Kinge and Queene of Spaine accompanie him 
to the water side. Eleven of our Marchant Shipps are prest 
there to transporte him least the kings navie come not tyme 
enough, though they are gonn from Plimmoth, but the winds 
haue beene contrarie. there is yet neither Contract nor mar^ 
riadge, but the Prince must leaue his loue behinde him and if 
it proue soe that the match goes not on, his loue (it is thought) 
to that Countrie too : But it is the opinion of some that not- 
withstandinge this reporte the Ladie comes with him, and that 
the contrarie is given out only to prevent the Holanders surpris- 
inge of her j and some yet doubt of the Princes retorne soe 
suddenlie. There is a reporte of pardoons to be graunted to all 
Catholiques and that the Spanish Embassador hath soUicited the 
Kinge to publish by proclamacon the Articles agreed vpon and 
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to dispatch the pardons ; but it is put of by him till the match 
be finish t. Tanta nobis erat Romanam Conclere gentem, soe much 
a doe here is for matter of religion. It is obserued that the 
Spaniard holds fast what he getts^ and therefore it is thought he 
will make the Prince his sonne by marriadge or otherwise. The 
Ladie Elisabeth is lately deleured of a Sonne and the Palsgraue 
hath renounct his title of Bohemia and S'*^ iFraunces NethersoU 
is gone from him to the Prince, and it is here said that the 
Lord Belfast with doctor Reeves the Kings Aduocate is to goe 
ouer to the Emperour about the restitution of the Palatinat ; 
but many doubt of the restoringe of it, it being allreadie setled 
vpon Bavier by the Pope, and there being a Booke written to 
this no we Pope, whoe hath taken vppon him the name of 
Vrbanus the 8 5 which settled the Palatinat vpon Bauier, and 
that it being given by the pope with the consent of the Emperour, 
that it is not nowe in the power of the Emperour or the Kinge 
of Spaine otherwise to dispose of it, and proved by diuers ex- 
amples of the popes prerogatiue in that kinde, soe that the fault 
cannot be laid vpon the Emperour or the Kinge of Spaine, if it 
be not restored : this Booke was verie latilie sent to the Venice 
Embassador : I haue sent you a perticular of Brunswicks over- 
throwe as it was sent to the Spanish Embassador. 

Brunswicke hauinge passed the Riuer Weger and fetchinge a 
Compasse by Rhine to ioyne with the Rebells of Holland, 
Mounsire Tillie pursued him with the Armie of the Catholique 
league, vntill he came nigh vnto Croll, a Towne in the province 
of Sutphen in the duchy of Guelder land ; att which place 
^out 6 of the Clocke in the eveninge the two Armies mett and 
encountred, and Brunswicke was cleane overthrowne and put to 
flight : his armie conteyned 18000 foote and 6000 horse, and of 
those escaped entire only the regiment of the horse of Halben- 
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stade himselfe and a regiment of the foote of the Duke of 
Saxony of Winmar, who fled at the verie beginninge. There 
were taken prisoners 4000^ amongst which was Duke William of 
Saxony of Wimmar, lievtenant generall of the Armic, who is 
verie sore wounded, Count Isenburgh, generall of the Ordinance, 
the Rheingraue Count Lennesten, Coronell freng, Coronell 
Sporeck, Gersterf, lievtenant of the Count du Torre, with 
diuerse others besides: there was taken all there Artillerie, 16 
great Cannons, an hundred colours, 13 standards, 400 waggons 
of munition, with all there baggage and money which they 
carried with them. Likewise M*^ Richard Davies, one of the 
princes gentlemen, is latelie arriued here, who relates the cer- 
taintie of his graces beginninge his Journey towards his Ship- 
ping two daies before his comminge from Madrid, which was 
the 29*^ of August, and that the Shipps were ready at S' Sebas- 
tian so that the longe expectation of his safe retorne is now att 
hand, which god graunt of his infinite mercy. Wee are adver- 
tised also that there is a suspicon of Mansfeeld that he hath 
beene treacherous and it is written hither that the States of 
Holland haue him prisoner at the Hage. 

Capten Ward and Capten Sampson, the two Notoreous and 
famous piratts are latelie dead att Argier soe as nowe wee hope 
the rest [of that] wicked crewe will be dispersed. There is 12 
Sergeants att la we to be made this Tearme att 500'^ per poole ; 
all which money the kinge hath freely giuen to the Duke of 
Buckingham in his absence : there names are as foUoweth, S^' 
George Crooke, M*" Hennage flinch, M*^ Richard Diggs, M*^ 
Egremont Thynn, M^ Hoskins of Hereford, M*" Humphry 
Damport, M"^ Pyme, M' Crawley, M' Downes, M*" Wynn, 
M*^ Hcrringden, and M"^ Noah. 
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[No. 126 of vol. xiv. (September 24, 1623), of Secretary Calvert, I do not 
print in full, but bits of it it seems expedient to give here for the gossip of 
the hour. He reports that Sir William Power had come to Duolin ** in 
pretence to attend the christening,** and has plagued '* my lady with his 
complaints, and was a suitor to my lord to cross into England.*' He tells 
how '' all the house was pestered with his attentions until my lord sent him 
away with letters to my Lord President.** Here is a tid-bit graphically 
told : " He came to my chamber one morning, using all the fine words he 
could invent of noble Mr. Calvert, worthy Mr. Calvert, good Mr. Calvert, 
my old friend Mr. Calvert," &c. Incidentally he sutes that " Sir Oliver 
Charney and Sir Philip Knevill are lately come over to venture ^500 in the 
new included fishery at Broadhaven, in Connaught ; ** and in relation thereto 
adds, " Our merchants and the Dutch have had a solemn hearing, which 
shall bring their herrings to market first. I doubt if they do well to strive about 
the herrings as they will turn away God*s blessing from the harbor, for the 
fish begins to wander from our shores." Next comes a glimpse of larger 
things : ** My Lord President hath lately received letters from my lord to 
the Lords in England, wherein are enclosed his grevances ; but he must 
work by angels, for they are deaf at Court." Finally, " This day one Mr. 
Chambers of the co. of Wicklow, brought in 3 rebels heads, and a stout 

rebel sore wounded It is 3 o'Clock in the morning and my eyes 

almost closing." — G.] 



CCXCIII. Sir George Flower to Earl of Cork : 1623. 

This is No. 132 of vol. xiv., and is addressed, " To the Right honorable 
his most honnord lord the Earell of Corke these hast,** and endorsed, " 2 
octobris 1623 ffrom Sir Georg fl^ower with the Coppie of my Lady 
Raleighes writt of dower." The " wrilt of dower " has not been preserved 
among the *' Lismore Papers.*' Flower's writing is simply detestable and 
illiterate. — G. 

Reight honorable, I haue receued a wryt of dower for the lady 
Raleigh, the Coppey of which I haue here in dossed sent you, 
and feryeinge this might be som prejudice vnto your honour, I 
wold not be aduisscd by any what I shold do thear in but only 
refer my self vnto whoe your lordship shall derect mc \ for all the 
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world shall not make me do any thinge contrary to your lord- 
ships leickinge, thowgh I shold serue a purpetuill prisiner for itt. 

hear did ariue on twsdiye [tuesday] last a barke out of Gloster : 
the m*^ & Compny therof doth Report for serten that our prince 
arrived in England on fridiye last was fortnight^ and that he cam 
verry priuait and with not past 3 in his comp'ny and cam throu 
francf and was not descoured tell he was within ten miles of the 
place wher the Kinge was : ther caus of knowledge is that on 
twsdaye, beinge the 16 of this Instant, they wher in Gloster and 
ther did se boniFyeres and great triumph mad for joy of his saiF 
ariuill ; and that on the next day ther cam a purseuent from 
Court to a Capten that was that daye to traen [train ?] som 
soldres -, and Relatted the newes of his landinge in the hearinge 
of all the soldres [= soldiers]. 

this daye her[e] landed a small barke that cam from depe [= 
Dieppe] ; the m' ther of reports that serten newes cam thither on 
satterdiye, beinge the 20 of this month, that he was saffly landed. 

on mondaye last he did touch at dower [= Dover], wher he 
had the leicke newes, but thees 2 Reportees doth only defFeer in 
the maner of his Cominge : the Gloster man sayth he cam out 
of france, the last man sayth he cam by sea and that he shepid 
him self at Guid deuer in Spayn in thoos 2 shepes of ower 
Kinges that haue lyen thir this 4 monthes ; but both doth agrue 
that he cam but with very fewe compny and that they do not 
hear of the markues cominge with him : how lickly thees newes 
maybe to be trwe I leue it to your Lordships better Judgment, 
and my self for euer Remyen your honors most faithfull & trwe 
seruent George fflower.

This is No. 171 of vol. xiv., and is endorsed, ** 24 octobris 1623 ffrom 
m' Secretary Calvert.** His letters are always niatterfiil and vivacious. I 
limit myself to typical examples on public matters. — G. 

May it please your noble Lordship, I haue receaued your letter 
by M** Badnedge, and haue presented him and your rare presents 
vnto my lady, who takes them as Monuments of your Lordships 
respect to her; wee had a longe discourse of the fame of your 
honor, and I perceave by her that shee did expecte a letter from 
you concerninge the other mayne matter, and of your Lord- 
ships promise to be [with] her this terme, for shee talkes daylie 
of you, and I observe shee is much taken with love and affection 
to you and your howse. I doe wish that if your Lordship pro- 
mised to come vpp, or that you haue engaged your selfe any 
waies in the matter of the mocon of Marriadg, that you will 
handle the buysynes accordinge [to] your most grave wisdome ; 
for my lord beares you a good and harty affection, and you will 
fynde him to performe really what he vndertakes. I haue tould 
your honor enough concerninge the reasons that I doe soe much 
desire that this should goe forward between yow, but I fearr the 
vnexpected mischance in your howse will not give you leave to 
be [with] her this terme 5 yet in my poore opynion, if I may be 
soe bould to saie yt, I thinke yt wur very necessarie that your 
Lordship spent one winter her[e] to grace our state ; which wilbe 
well taken both by his maiesty, and my Lord. I could yeeld 
many reasons for this, which I will not comytt to paper, etc, for 
I here privately of some matters which I shall tell you of hcr- 
after. I will vndertake that Sir William power hath his answer, 
and if he appeer agayne I will tell him his owne roundly, and 
yet in civill termes, for he is a crafty wolfe. 
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My lord and the councell hath lately written to my lord 
President, that his lordship should yeeld possession of some small 
parcell of land to a clamorous fellowe, one Mullowny, and I fearr 
his lordship is not pleased soe to doe. I haue seene the llords 
Justices certificate for the party who have moved my lord to doe 
this execucon ; the land is not past worth v'* per annum, and 
therfore I haue made bould to advise his lordship to let yt goe, 
vntill he may recover yt agayne ; which yt seemes his lordship 
doubts not of. My lord hath lately receaued a letter from the 
lord Esmond that tells vs for certen that the Prince is arrived in 
England, which makes vs merry, but the lady is not come ^ith 
him, soe as our Romaine Catholickes looke blanke vppon the 
matter : this newes is made good by Capten Harper the m' of 
our port Barque her[e], whoe brought a pacquet from hoUyhead 
dated at whytehall the first of this moneth, which could not tell 
vs of his highnes arrivall because the prince was seene at the 
Hands of Silly neer Cornwall the xxx*** of September. I will 
trouble your Lordship a litle with what he reports : ffirst he tells 
vs that one Knee an owner of Chester was with him att holly- 
head whoe came from Silly, and thence brought a letter from 
the Princes fleete that was ther, to the Lady Trevor, from Sir 
Sack vile Trevor, her husband ; he brought alsoe some of the 
Spanish beefe and other provision which he gott a board the 
Princes shippes; he alsoe brought many comenndacons and 
tokens to Capten Harper from one Whytinge m"^ of the shipp 
wherrin the Prince was ; he reportes lykwise that the Prince 
tooke shippinge at S^ Andreas in Spayne ; and two daies before 
he came thether our fleete came to that Port, his highnes gave 
in guiftes at the Spanish court at his departure the vallewe of 
100 and 12 Thowsand pounds : he was attended thether by don 
Olivarious the Kinges favorite, the Cardinall of Tolledo, the 
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duke of Parma, and a fresh extraordinary Ambassaddor whoe 
attends the Prince into England with newer Articles as yt is 
said. Vrbanus octavius the newe Pope, sent an expresse mes- 
senger to his highnes with a Romish complement and a rich 
present, together with his blessinge^ that overtooke the Prince at 
this place. I her that our clergy cannot agree of some articles 
that are propounded^ nor I hope never will. The Prince spent 
two daies in S^ Andraes, and afterwards brought the mynion and 
the Cardinal! with the rest a myle out of two : the next day he 
went to see his fleete, with a longe boate, they beinge some 3 
league of the towne ; and after much greetings with healthes for 
ioye of his cominge, together with the sound of ordinance, 
drumes and Trumpetts, which made the seas to quake, he tooke 
his leave of them^ and he was noe sooner in his boate^ but thur 
arose a most tempestious and cruell storme with thunder and

to his fleete ; and callinge vnto them yt was Sir Sackviles shipp 
that first heard him, soe the Prince lay in his cabin that night, 
and the next day about x of the Clockc he went to the towne, 
and the very next day he tooke his leave of spayne, the newe 
Ambassador waitinge on him ; and by contrary wyndes he was 
driven into the lies of Silly, whur he went a shoarr, and thur 
continewed five daies in a longe frize walsh coate, playinge at 
bowles, and the Coytes, with the marriners, whoe by this acquain- 
tance thinke he is theire ownc : after the Prince had beene ther 
two daies, they saie the Spanish Ambassador whoe lay at Anchor, 
sent to knowe whether he should attend his highnes one shoarr :

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yt is said the Prince sent him worde to keepe whur he was^ if he 
wur wise, for thur was nothinge but malice of men and Rockes 
for him to feede on if he came ; but some thinke that the Prince 
would not haue his Spanish eyes to see the strength of that place, 
yesterday her arrived a barque from Chester, whoe tells vs that 
ther came a pacquet in great hast to my lord, and the wynde 
being not fayer the post m*" sent yt to hoUyhead, wherr yt lyes, 
because the post barque is on this side, and noe doubt but that 
bringes vs the newes of the Princes safe arrivall, besides one of 
Dublin whoe came in the shipp doth swear that he sawe a letter 
to Sir Thomas Smyth the maior of Chester from the llords of 
the Counncell, comaunding him to Ringe the bells and to make 
bonfyres for the Princes safe retorne into England ; soe as with- 
out all doubt by theise circumstances he is come ; yet my lord 
will not solemnize this happy newes vntill he receave letters out 
of England, which were expected hourely, yet privately in his 
howse he hath called vs all vpp and made vs fall on our Many- 
bones to drinke the Princes health. I her the Papists will putt 
vs downe for bonfyers when the tyme comes, to expresse their 
ioye more then ours for his retorne ; in the meane tyme wee 
vnderstand by our last pacquet that his maiesty hath graunted 
them a free and generall pardon for all the papists & recusaunts 
in England without any exceptions in yt ; and thus I haue 
made bould to trouble your Lordship with our relations of all 
sortes concerning the Prince, because I knowe none more desires 
to her of his happynes then your Lordship : I thinke that Sir 
Edward Harris shalbe our newe Judge, and there is one m*^ 
Ambrose Eglyonby that came over with my lord that is nowe 
ayminge for the cheefe Justices place : m*" Walter Archer of 
Kilkenny have putt for either of them, but I thinke he shall 
carry neither, my lord is this day removinge to the Castle, soe 
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as wee shalbe eased of our durty walke. our mynt goes on a 
pace, and I hope your Lordship will send vs good storr of buUion 
to sett yt on worke : I pray your lordship if you knowe any fytt 
person that will haue any kynde of earthly honors, send them to 
me, for I haue warrant for yt out of England, or if your Lord- 
ship heair of any good wardshipp in your parts, that I may her 
of yt : her is one in your parts, that haue done the lord Bishopp 
of Corke noe good offices as you will perceave shortly. And soe 
with my humble service to your Lordship, the most noble 
Countess, my lady iFenton and all yours, whome I pray God to 
blesse, I take leave and am your lordships faythfiill servant.

This is No. 214 of vol. xiv., and is addressed, '' To the right honorable 
my Lord the Earle of Corcjc, one of the llords of his maiesties most honorable 
privy Councell for this Realm, at lismore,** and endorsed, ** 5. decembris 
1623 fFrom Sir Lawrence Parsons about Sir Thomas Moores death and Sir 
James Craig.** — G. 

My lord, The 29*** of November I wrote vnto your lordship, 
by m' wiseman ; And now with a shakinge hand and sorrowfuU 
heart, I signifie vnto you, that Sir Thomas Moore about 2 of 
the clock this afternoon departed this life, where I was present, 
praying with others for him, but he was speechless before I 
came : His mother did teare her self with violence of passion, 
and the Lady Sara tooke on bitterly, with whom I staied all the 
afternoone to comforte her the best I cold, and I left my sister 
with her, who is continually kind to her. And so I betooke 
my self to my brother, to advise what shold become of the lady 
Sara \ where I mett with Sir Adam Loftus, and wee consulted 
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together thereon. And though in our heartes (as also her own 
desire is) wee wish, that she were at Lismore, yet, considering 
her means is to arise from them^ and that we found by Sir 
Adam that their greatest distaste towards the Lady Sah'sbury was^ 
that her mother sent for her thence, asoone as Sir Edward was 
dead, and that Sir Thomas gaue his frends great chardg vpon 
his deathbedd to be lovinge and Carefull of her, protestinge his 
greatest greif was that he cold not requite her good deservings, and 
though Sir Adam desired much to haue her with him at Rafar- 
nam j yet wee concluded that yt was the best waye to leave her 
there for some tyme, and not to take her thence, to any of her 
owne frends, vntill tyme and reasons which might bee hereafter 
giuen, had wrought them to a willingnes therevnto. And wee 
also Icnew, that your lordship wold be more iudicious herein than 
all wee ; wherevnto wee thought best to refer [to you] being most 
sorye to be author of this newes, yet thinking yt fitter to come 
first from my hand then any strangers, though my wante of 
health and greif of mynd, and the vnexpected cross I find in 
my buisines, may (perhappes) lessen that soundnes of advice I 
wold fayne giue your lordship in this weighty and Doleful! 
occacon : I haue lent this bearer Mathew Pine mony to carry 
him home, because he shold hasten to your lordship, and my 
return is vncertayne, partely thorow wante of health, that I 
cannot stirr about my busines as heretofore, and partely thorow 
wante of spirritt, being crushed with crosses that I heretofore 
found not, being putt off from the second barons place by his 
vnconstancj, and his Wives bitternes, and having much adoe to 
putt oiF that vnfortunate and vnvalueable place of cheif iustice 
as these declynninge and hard tymes go^ So as I thinke, a re-^ 
tyred lyfe and your lordships love, must bee the cheif comforte 
of the rest of my dayes, or els they wilbe shorte.

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I cold neuer finde Sir James Craige till late yesternight, and 
(after longe conference) our conclucon was that the preference 
to the 4 cheif judges shold stay [three words eaten away\ till my 
lord Sarsfeild be gon (who is vpon going home, and carrying his 
glory of Sir Tibbot Roche with him), And then, if the rest wold 
Certifie their opinions, that those lands and rents of Tracton 
and Dungarvan may well pass on this booke, then the certificate 
to be Returned, that the vttermost triall may be made of the 
Lord Deputyes fauor, and intent therein, yf they resolve other- 
wise, then to make no return at all, vnless prest againe there- 
vnto by the Lord Deputy : yf so, then to return that thej

saies, he is not yet ready. And I thinck his decay of seeing and 
hearing, make him the less active therein. 

Greif made me forget a maine pointe touching Sir Thomas 
More, he died strong in the true faith, prayed continvally, re- 
pented heartily, assured himself of salvacon constantly ; and de- 
parted meekely and Christianly, and had good memory at his 
end ', & many do thinke your lordship will hasten hither your self. 
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The Bishop of Waterford is to be married to morrow to my 
lady fFaulkelandes chamber Mayde, as I touched in my last: 
My brother remembreth his loue to your lordship^ and wished 
mee to tell you, that he thinkes Tracton & Dungarvan will not 
pass, without a conclucon of the matche, or your lordships 
presence here.

This is No. lit of vol. xiv., and is addressed, " To the right honorable 
the Erie of Corke,** and endorsed "xxix ybris 1613 fFrom Sir fFraunces 
Mitchell.'* The writing is as bad as the Earl's own scroll-hand. — G. 

Right honorable, The trobles I have endured, first being 
Comitted by the lower hous (for as they say exhibiting a iuste- 
fyenge petition, about the Alehous grante) to the Tower, Then 
after for beinge censured in the high hous for that I would not 
reveale the greate ones (at whom there ayme was) ; which had 
bene but a Banistor Tricke in me, to betray those that trusted me, 
and yet perhaps have not eased my self, but be a cause of the 
downfall of others, that may help me in good time. All they 
did vnto me was greate in voice but nothinge made for the en- 
devouer to degrayde me of knighthood ; but thurvnto they were 
neither warranted from parliament, nor Comishon, nor royall 
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assent, nor precedent, nor was it in parliament. So as now the 
Error appeareth, having copyes of all. I euer accompted nothing 
woorth to me a knighthood more then a shadowe without a 
substance : all men are content to give me it, and it is my dew, 
but as it cost nothing and was cast on mee against my will and 
without seekinge, so I would I could be rid of it. To which 
purpose I am now in my Appeale, brought in a demurr, and er 
manie dayes shall try it at a high Constables marshall court, or 
before the King, or by the Judges in argument. And it is be- 
cause I have great freinds I have nothing els to doe, but I value 
a little meanes more then all honors, and would, be content to 
sitt still. The thing I most stick at, it hath hindeed lost me 
and other things above looo" in ready mony and 500** per 
annum in present, besides other hopes, which were lost when 
Lord President left his Threasurership : I have attended the 
Court all this progras past and since for my recompencon it 
semeth I shall have ; but my long delayes mak it of little value. 

Signes medicos non amo . mori citOy quam iardo convalescere 

So much for my vnhappines. I am happy that I have attayned 
the yeres of 58, one foote in grave : Yet I would dye quiet, and 
withdrau my self to serve God free of our distempers, which here 
I shall never doe . for my poore (former well knowne) experience 
and my greate freinds doe withdrawe me into errors, heaping on 
me more and more. And but that I defye the world, having 
past all carriges, that the world can de novo present, I might take 
a plausible and troblesome curs on tne. I have none to provide 
for but my owne carcas and so much as will cary me to my 
fathers* sepulchor. Yet I have a sonn whome I would not 
Neglect who spent much time with your Lordship : yet he hath 
to feede him. 

But the caus of this my writinge vnto your honor is. That 
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now you would geve me that freindly (as formerly it was in 
divers ills) aduise and furtherance, how I might live hereby retired 
and not disgracefully. And rather in that kingdome then other- 
wheare: And more, as vnder you, if it might be; for it is a 
blessd comfort for a man to close his eyes where he is knowne, 
And old men being subiect the nerer the end the more to weak- 
nes and disease, makinge decrepitt, it is half or all the ioje that 
any mortall respect can give, that a man dyes not like a best 
vnprofitable, glad they are ridd of it. Yet howsoeuer your 
antient promis have bene in solemp manner given inter nos^ when 
you were aswell persuaded of my assisting love vnto you, as of 
yours to me : yet it was my good happ & havinge promise in my 
own study e and other, that if once you were m"^ of a groate I 
should have half at my comand. yet god forbid that I should 
think of the C*** penye, or that this my earnestnes should perswad 
your honor to be content to entertyne with one hand more then 
you could put of with both. I desire only my aboat [= abode] 
and self food and rayment at no mans trenchor but at my owne. 
So I desire to live, so to dye; fauorably countenanced yet to 
meddle with nothinge. So by this I have anatomized my self ; 
I wuld live with thanks either in the Erie of Arundeells, or Lord 
Mandevilles horse and man, and with divors Others. But that 
is not my Ayme. Little will boord me any where, I hope I 
shalbe able to support my greatest desires, without any bitter 
sweete, free, yet without wante or necessiteous. The most 
that euer I was in Ireland was to be a servant to a deputy : here 
I know not whither my fortunes had caryed me, livetenant of 
this shire. Justice of peace in 4 shires, doer of all, trusted in all 
comissions by the King, lords, county, here therefore my fall 
appeareth the more, ther the lesse, and therefor theare having 
ther your old acquaintance, and some meritt. Take it not pre- 
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sumption^ noble Lord^ that I txiak you my prestly father. And 
so humbly praying your present answer by a line or two, I take 
leave And rest, humbly at comand fra : michell.

CCCIII. Proclamation against Priests and Jesuits: 

1623. 

This broad-sheet (in black letter) is No. 233 of vol. xiv., and is endorsed, 
" The proclamacon for banishing preests and Jesuits.** This important 
State Paper seems to have escaped historians. It is somewhat damaged and 
worn away by damp. In various after-letters there are references to this 
" Proclamation/* e^,y Secretary Calvert (No. 199 of vol. xiv., March i, 
1623) writes: "The proclamation for banishing of Priests was expired 
yesterday but will not be begun in haste.** In the same letter he informs 
the Earl drastically thus : — " M** Dosterfielde*s lately dead, and desired to 
be buried between those 2 blessed martyrs as he called them, in S' James* 
Kilmainham, viz the Popish archbishop of Dublin that was executed in Lord 
Chichester's gouernment and a holy Fryer that died with him; which was 
done accordingly with 1000 beholders.** Other letters tell of the "suspen- 
sion** of the " Proclamation." — G. 

By the Lord Deputie and Councell A Proclamation for the 
banishment of Jesuites and Priests etc. 

99 Henry Falkland. It is well knowne, by daily experience^ 
what intolerable mischiefes and inconveniences have grown 
vpon this Realme, through the extraordinary resort of such per- 
sons hither as are commonly called titulary popish Archbishops^ 
Bishops, Vicars generall. Abbots, Priors, Deans^ Jesuites, Fryers, 
Seminary priests, and others of that Sect, who seeking to set vp 
and maintaine a foreine power and authoritie within this his 
Maiesties dominion « The said Bishops, by pretence therof, haue 
vsurped and exercised Ecclesiasticall Jurisdiction within this 
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Kingdome in all Spirituall and Ecclesiasticall causes^ to the great 
derogation of his Maiesties imperiall Crowne. And the said 
inferior Secular Priests haue likewise exercised all spirituall and 
Sacerdotall functions, as christening, marrying, and such like, 
and by colour thereof haue taken and exacted sundry spirituall 
duties, from such as are seduced by them^ to the intollerable 
grieuance and impouerishing of this poore nation. And they 
all seeking and daily endeuouring to peruert the hearts of his 
Maiesties subiects, and to draw them from the true religion here 
established, to blindnesse and superstition^ and to alienate their 
affections from their soueraigne liege Lord^ the Kings Maiestie, 
and to subiect them to the said foreine authoritie, to the generall 
disturbance of the common peace and tranquillity of this King- 
dome. For reformation of which abuses, and auoyding of such 
seditious persons, sundry Proclamations haue beene issued and 
published in this Kingdome : some by immediate warrant from 
his Maiestie out of England, and others by authoritie of the 
Lord Deputie and Councell of this Kingdome for the time 
being, thereby strictly charging and commanding them forthwith, 
or within some short time then after (and now long si thence 
expired) to depart out of this Kingdome, and neuer to returne 
hither againe, vnlesse they should con forme themselves to the 
religion here established, and repay re to the Church duely and 
orderly : vpon paine of his Maiesties high indignation, and such 
punishments as might iustly be inflicted vpon the wilfull con- 
temners of his Maiesties royall command. All which notwith- 
standing, his Maiestie is informed that the said popish titulary 
Bishops^ Vicars generally Priests, Jesuites, and other persons 
before mentioned^ haue of late flocked hither in greater numbers 
then at any time heretofore. And that such Jesuites, Seminary 
Priests, & other Priests, Fryars, Vicars generall, Abbots, Priors, 
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and Bishops so ordayned by foraine authoritie, which did before 
time secretly lurke in sundry parts of this Kingdome^ haue of 
late time more boldly and presumptously shewed and declared 
themselues in the vse and exercise of their functions in open 
Assemblies, whereby his Maiesties subiects haue beene generally 
more seduced and confirmed in their disobedience and obstinacie 
against his Highnesse lawes and royall commandments (in con- 
tempt of his Maiestie and the said former Proclamations) and are 
like to breed more and [greater] mischiefes, if they be suffered to 
abide and continue here any longer: Of which increase & 
insolence of the said popish Bishops, Priests, and others as afore- 
said, his Maiestie, hauing taken special notice, hath signified his 
high displeasure thereat, and hath therevpon commanded vs to 
put all Lawes in execution (that are in force in this Kingdome) 
that inflict any punishment vpon such as exercise any thing to 
extoU or maintayne the power or iurisdiction SpiritualL or Eccle- 
siastical! of any foreine Prince or Prelate, within this Kingdome, 
and to reuiue the Proclamation to remoue and exclude all popish 
Bishops, Priests, Vicars generall, and others as aforesaid, out of 
the same, as the principal! supporters and maintayners of the said 
vsurped authoritie. 

Knowe yee therefore that Wee (in obedience vnto His 
Maiesties royall command, and for absolute warning to be 
giuen in this kinde, do denounce, and in his Maiesties name 
strictly [engage] and command. That there shall all of them, 
that is to say, all titulary popish Archbishops, Bishops, Vicars 
generall [Abbots, Priors], Deanes, Jesuites, Fryers, Seminary 
priests, and other Priests whatsoeuer, regular or secular, (being 
made [appointed] by any authoritie, deriued, or pretended to be 
deriued from the Sea of Rome, or by any other foreine authoritie 
what[soeuer, shall] depart out of this Kingdome of Ireland 
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forthwith^ or within fortie dayes next ensuing at the ferthest, 
after the date here [of and] that no such titulary Bishops, 
Vicars generally Abbots, Priors, Deans, Jesuites, Seminary 
Priests, or other Priests, or Fryers, ordayned by foreine autho- 
ritie as aforesaid, shall from and after the said fortie dayes, re- 
payre, come, or returne [into this] Kingdome, vpon paine of 
his Maiesties high displeasure and indignation, and vpon such 
further paine and penalty [as wilbe] iustly inflicted vpon them by 
the Lawes and Statutes of this Kingdome. And vpon the like 
paine. Wee doe in his Maiesties name expressly forbid all and 
all manner of persons whatsoeuer within this Kingdome to re- 
ceiue, releiue, or conuerse with, be ordered by, or receiue in- 
struction from any such Popish titulary Archbishop, Bishop, 
Vicar generally Abbot, Prior, Deane, Fryer, Seminary Priest, or 
other Priest, which after the said fortie dayes shall remaine or 
abide in this Kingdome, or come into the same, or any part 
thereof, contrary to the intent of this Proclamation. And Wee 
doe further in his Maiesties name declare, publish, and command 
that if any such Popish titulary Archbishop, Bishop, Vicar 
generall. Abbot, Pryor, Deane, Fryer, Jesuite, Seminary Priest, 
or other priest, shall wilfully abide and continue in this King- 
dome after the said fortie dayes, or shall voluntarily repayre or 
returne into this Kingdome, or any part thereof; or if any 
person or persons shallreceiue,relieue,conuerse with, be ordered by, 
or receiue instruction from any such popish titulary Archbishop, 
Bishop, Vicar generall. Abbot, Pryor, Deane, Jesuite, Fryer, Se- 
minary Priest, or other Priest, That then all and euery Prouinciall 
Gouernors, Sheriflrs, Justices of peace. Mayors, Sbueraignes, 
Portriefis, Constables, and all others his Maiesties officers, and 
loyall subiects in this Kingdome, shall vse their best diligence and 
endeuours, to apprehend all and euery such popish titulary Arch- 
ill. N 
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bbhop. Bishop, Vicar generall. Abbot, Pryor, Deane, Jesuite, 
Fryer, Seminary priest, and other priest, ordayned by foreine 
Authoritie as aforesaid, and all and euery of their receiuers, re- 
lieuers, & followers, and them, and euery of them to commit to 
some safe and strict prison, to the end that such further order 
may be taken for their punishment as to Us the Lord Deputy 
and Councell shall be thought fit. And Wee require them and 
euery of them to be seuere to put this his Maiesdes conmiande- 
ment in full execution, as they and euery of them will answer 
to the contrary to his Maiestie, who will call them, and euery 
of them, to a strict account touching the performance of their 
duties in this behalfe. 

Prouided alwayes. That if any of the said titulary Archbishops, 
Bishops, Vicars generall. Abbots, Pryors, Deanes, Jesuites, 
Fryers, Seminary priests, or other priests whatsoeuer, shall before 
the said fortie dayes, or within tenn dayes next after his or their 
repayre or returne into this kingdome, submit themselues before 
Us the now Lord Deputy, or to the Lord Deputy or other 
chiefe Gouernour of this kingdome for the time being, or other 
the Gouernors of any Prouince, or before any of his Maiesties 
priuy Councell in this kingdome, and shall thereupon conforme 
themselues, and repayre to the Church duly and orderly, accor- 
ding to the intent of his Maiesties Lawes, That then it shall and 
may be lawfiill for all and euery such popish titulary Archbishop, 
Bishop, Vicar generall. Abbot, Pryor, Deane, Jesuite, Fryer, 
Seminary priest, or other Priest that shall so submit and con- 
forme themselues, to abide and continue in this kingdome, and 
to repayre, and returne into the same, and to haue and enioy 
the benefite of his Maiesties Lawes and royall protection, in as 
free and ample maner as any other loyall subiect, so long as they 
or any of them shall continue in such conformity. Giuen at

This is No. 267 of ?ol. xiv., and is addressed, "To the right Honorabell 
and my deare brother the earle of Korke giue thes,** and endorsed, ** xviij® 
fFebniary 1623 fFroro my Lady Moore by my daughter Sara, when she came 
home from Melifont." — G. 

My most nobell lord and deare brother, your soden sendinge 
one for my doughter, hathe bred in me nue sorow : whilste I did 
jnioy her company my though te [= methought] I had aparte of 
him that loueid hir Most dearely. I durst not offer to stay hir 
this bad wether leste it mighte be despleasinge to your lordship 
and the rest of your worthie iamyly. I must confes it is much 
agaynest my minde that she gois in this bad time. With loue 
and Good will of all that know hir is she gone from hence. 

My sorow is so greate as I am not abell to expres. I haue 
lost My deare and comfortabell sonn on [w]hom my hart was 
fixed and now his lady is Gon from me so as I haue no memory 
of him that was dearer to me than my life but his Vartues and 
my Knolege of him, which neuer will [go] out of my minde 
vntill I be with him in the place of rest : before which rim, I 
would be glad to see your lordship and my doughter if it may 
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be : I am abell to seay no more to you att this tim, I am so foil 
of teares : but promes faithefully that my parpatuall loue to your 
nobell famyly shall euer Hue in me: although god hath depriued 
me of the chef bond that was betune vs, I beseche your lordship 
to comend my loue to your vartues lady and the rest of your 
worthie famyly for [w]hose hapenes I will euer pray. And will 
be to them in hart as if my sonn and doughtter had continued 
with me stilL I was not borne to be so hapy, and so I commet 
you to the almyghty from melifunt this 12 of february, your 
lordships afFectinate and true louyng sister Mary Moore. 

[This pathetic, tremblingly written letter, whilst intrinsically fine, is also 
of exquisite penmanship, albeit the spelling reads oddly to-day. — G. 

CCCV. Sir Dudley Norton to Earl or Cork : 1623. 

This is No. 170, and is endorsed, *' 11 february, 1623, ffrom Sir Dudley 
Norton/'— G.] 

My most honourred good Lord, you haue not of Late so frequent- 
lie as at some other times bene troubled with my Letters, the truth 
is I haue not fayled of my part, but they haue done of theirs, who 
I expected wolde haue Called vppon mee and did not at generall 
times, so as I haue twice burned what I had written, because I 
knewe their contents woulde seeme stale when they had come 
vnto your Lordship, your last Lettres I did not aunswere when 
my Lady Sarah went, because as the weather was, I thought to 
haue seene her at Mellefont, where I shoulde not easelie haue 
Consented to hir so hard an aduenture till the sesson had bet- 
tered : But I perceaue shee is gone, and I shall not bee as quiet 
vntill I here of hir salfetie, for I knowe shee had a most bitter 
and daungerous Journey : good my Lord, Lett mee knowe with 
the first how shee is arriued there : M** Caluert came not in 
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post hether from you, and had sent to Mellefont before I had 
your Lordships Lett res. But I presentlie and purposelie sent 
one to Mellefont^ and wrote to the effect you desired. 

And because nothing coulde better represent or expresse your 
self, and your affection to Mellefont then your owne Lettres, I 
made choice to sende them within mine that my Lord and Lady 
Moore might see and knowe you in them, and the answers I 
receaued I now enclose heerewith, and as is therein desired I in- 
tende to-morrow to goe thether my self. My Lady your 
Daughter hath left behind her both there and herre, soch a 
memorie of her modestey, goodnes and vertue, as could not bee 
expected in one of hir tender Age, and hath bene rarelie seene 
in one of riper yerres. But Nature and breeding haue well 
Concurred, and your Lordship hath reason to call hir (as you do) 
your dearest daughter, for my part, I admire hir, and will Euer 
honor hir, and so will I hope all the famellie of Mellefont do, for 
shee hath wourthelie deserved the same, of the sadd subiect 
which so afflicted vs all I will say nothing, because I will nether 
renue your Lordships greife. Nor yet increase mine owne. Let 
vs bee obedient and humble, and Euer say blessed bee god in all 
his workes ; And I beseech him to Contynue his blessinges to 
you and yours. 

of occurrences I knowe not well what to write, they are so 
various and so uncertaine : our Laste proclamation for banish- 
ment of preistes, and the directions wee haue receaued from 
England to proceede in execution of the statute of 2°^ of the 
Late queenes, may make you think that the Spanish match will 
breake and fayle, and greate and wise persons do thinke so to. 
And the greatest and wisest do also differ in opinion aswell as in 
desirs Concerning that particuler : But I herre the king our M*^ 
is still where hee was, and the King of Spayne neuer so eager as 
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now. true it is our Master hath of Late seemed the more back- 
ward, that hee may the better gaine what he aimeth at for the 
palatinate, which hath bene and is the sole and only obstacle. 

the Judges in theire seuerall Circuits haue power by Comission 
to minister the oath of supremacy to all Magistrates, etc, and 
refusing, to binde them ouer to the Councell table. I Cannot 
promisse a Constant proceeding, but thus it is for the present. 
the Duke of Guise is ether Coming or Come into England, and 
my Lord of Carlile to goe into france. Men say, there will bee 
a treaty for a french match. I think no soch matter : there is 
Arte in all, and our Eyes are not sharpe inoughe to peirce the 
depth of princes misteries : some think and others wish, that the 
Duke of Guises seeming Errant will bee to intercede for the 
subiect Catholiques of England, the French being Envious that 
the King of Spayne shoulde goe away with the only glory of 
medeating for them. 

Since the 26*** of January, wee have had no Lettres from the 
Courte, though the winds haue (but not without stormes, and 
Snowe) bene Longe at the East. Nor can wee haue Certanty 
of our New Comissioners for the time to Expect them. The 
parliament which was summoned against the 12^ was adiourned 
vntill the 18^ of this moneth ; and may be againe to a further 
day for ought wee knowe. god send all to Conclude to his 
glory, the Kinges honour and service and the good of his 
dominions. And thus I will forbeare your Lordship further 
trouble and Remayne Euer your Lordships faithfull and humble 
servant Dudly Norton.

It is now the 17*^ the wind hath still Continued at the East, 
yet nothing come to vs from England. 
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CCCVI. King and Buckingham's Speeches : 1623. 

This is No. 183 of vol. xiv., and is endorsed, ''The kings second 
speach in parliament, And the duke of Buckinghams speach towching the 
prince & the lord Digby/'— G. 

ThefFect of the relacon of bothe howses of parliament at white- 
hall, by the Duke of Buckingham fFebruary the xxiiij^ 1623. 

That the first discovery of theentencon of Spayne not to deale 
fayerly with the King [in] the restitucon of the Palatinate, was 
at the treaty of Brussels ; where the Archdutchess first answered 
the Comissioners^ that shee had power to raise forces and put 
them down : And thervppon the King caused Mansfeild to re- 
turn out of the Palatinat, and then shee answered shee had no 
power to command the fForces down, for shee must expect 
aucthorety from Spayn, 

Vppon that, the King sent Porter into Spayn to have a reso- 
lute answer touching the Match and the Palatinat, and assigned 
him but X daies. 

Digbey fed Porter with hopes, but delayed him, whervppon 
Porter went boldly to Count Oliueres, who told him playnly 
that the King of Spayn ment neither the Match nor restoring 
the Palatinat. 

Digby seeing Porter would return with that answer, persuaded 
him to speak with Oliveres once more \ then Oliveres was wroth 
with Porter, for relating his answer to Digby, and denyed to give 
him any answer at all. 

Digby still perswaded the King with hopes, but the Prince 
desired he might goe himself into Spayn : his coming was vn- 
expected : the Match was first vtterly denyed, vnles he would be 
converted : It was tould the prince playnly, that Spayn gave no 
comission for the treaty of the Match vntill within few Monethes; 
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then the Prince offering to return^ fayer offers were made of 
hopes, and of a dispensacon for the Match^ from the Pope; which 
the devines neither cowld nor would permitt, vnles the Prince 
would be converted : 

Digbj perswaded the Prince to be converted at least in out- 
ward shew : the prince vtterly denyed yt, but would return ; 
Then dispensacon came, but so clogged that the prince refused 
and would be gone : 

Then they had another device, that the Comissioners should 
treat of concerning the Kings dispensacon with the Recusants, 
which being sent into England, they expressed their fayer hopes 
it would cause Rebellyon in England ; but promised the prince 
an Army to suppress the same : being disapointed of this, they 
pretended a new dispensacon, from the Pope. 

The prince would not tarry till yt came, but left a proxie 
with Digby to conclude the Marriadge yf the dispensacon were 
according to their agreement, and soe returned. 

Being at the Seaside, the prince wrott to Digby not to pro- 
ceed vnles he might be suer to have his wife, when they were 
contracted, for he vnderstood that they ment to put her into a 
Monastery after the contract ; and have a good Caution for the 
Palatinat. 

The King wrott to Digby to the same purpose, and to doe 
nothing yf the dispensacon were clogged. 

Digby proceeded nevertheless. And yf that Greesly had not 
brought from the devine a Revocation of the proxie that night 
digby had delivered yt the next daie. 

Yett all this while the prince cowld never speake with the 
Infanta but once, and vppon this condicon, that he should 
speake with those salutacons with his heart, and the words sett 
down in writing and no more. 
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Synce the Prince returned, and a resolute answer demanded 
vnder the King of Spaynes own hand, the answer was brought, 
wherby I remember no more but this, That Spayn would treat 
with the Emperor for the restitucon of the Palatinat, but will 
not otherwise meddle therin. 

Vppon this the advice is required of the Lords : and Comons. 

CCCVII. Archbishop Ussher to Earl of Cork : 1623. 

This is No. 288 of vol. xiv., and is addressed, ** To the Right honorable 
and my espetiall good Lord Richard Earle of Cork,** and. endorsed, '<X^ 
Martij 1623, fFrom my lord prymate who vppon my Comendacon dyspatcht 
my Chaplen m^ worth his desiere.*' I print this small letter because of its 
illustrious writer, the venerable Ussher. — G. 

Right honorable and my verie good Lord, I receaved your 
letter by m^ worth, berer hereof, whose dispatch I leave to his 
owne relation : sory I am that I could not enioy the comfort 
and neighbourhood of your Lordships daughter trayned vpp in 
soe virtuouse a schoole, and if it had pleased God to haue con- 
tinued her in those partes, she would haue refreshed me much 
in my age, and I would haue lett her knowe how I esteeme 
your Lordship : I desire to be remembered in your prayers, and 
to haue occation to shewe that I am Your Lordships afFectionat 
freind to serve and honor you Armagh.

CCCVin. Reasons of House of Commons against 

Treaties: 1623. 

This is No. 306, and is endorsed, ** Reasons conceaved by the howse of 
Comons to enforce their resolucons, to advize his Maiesty to proceede no 
Eirther in the 1 treaties : March 6® 1613." — G. 

III. O 
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Reasons conceiued by the House of Commons to fortefie 
theire resolution to advise his Maiestie to proceade no further in 
ye 2 Treaties. 

1 . It is observed that the state of Spaine, not content with 
those ordinarie provisions of the Exercise of the Romaine rel- 
ligion, by the In&nta and her familie^ which other Princes in the 
like case woold haue demaunded, and which his Maiestie with 
greate reason might at the beginning of the Treatye haue con- 
ceiuid they woold haue been content with, have with greate 
vehemencye and advantage of having the Princes person in theire 
possession pressed a gennerall connivencie for all his Maiestys 
Subjectts of the Romishe relligion ; to the greate dishonnor of 
allmightie god in the sinceritie of his service in this Realme, 
and to the apparant diminution of his Maiesties soveraigntie, by 
establishing a necessarie dependence for proteccon vppon a 
forraine King & state, to the greate derogation of the lawes of 
this Icingdome, and lastlie to the greefe and discontentment of 
all his Maiesties well affected Subjectts from whose gennerall 
discontentment they expected (as well it appeareth) a conse- 
quence of noe smale mischeefe. 

2. It is observed that during the contynuance of the Treatie 
and by reason of the same, the popishe faccon haue exceedinglie 
increased in this Realme both in multitude and bouldnesse; 
And whereas heere to fore they haue been devided amonge 
themselves into the partie of Jesuites depending vppon Spaine, 
and the seculer preestes otherwise ; They are nowe strongly 
vnited to geather^ depending noe lesse vppon Spaine for tem- 
porall respectts, then vppon Rome for Spirituall ; Considering 
the House of Austria^ Spaine, etc, hath been allwayes a capitall 
Enemie to our Relligion, to encrease theire owne greatnesse by 
extirpacon of the Protestant partie in all places where they can 
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prevailc, which cannot bee but of most dangerous consequence 
to the safetie of the King & his Realmes, vnlesse remedie bee pro- 
vided with speede, for the abating of that partie heere at home ; 
which cannot bee during the tyme these treaties are on foote. 

3. Thirdlie, it is observed that by advantage of these Treaties, 
thereby keeping his Maiestie in hope of gennerall peace, they 
haue contrarilie, vnder pretence of assisting the Emperor, op- 
pressed the protestant partie in most partes of Christendome 
being the Antient Allies & confederates of this crowne, to the 
endangering, not only of the whole state of the reformed 
relligion, but the common safetie also of all the professors of ye 
same. 

4. During the tyme of these Treaties of love with his Maiestie, 
they haue with all hostillitie, sett vppon his Maiesties Sonne in 
lawe, the Husband of his only & most royall daughter, invaded 
his Townes & Territories in all places, and in fine disinherited 
him with all the royall ofepring, of all his antient patrimoniall 
honors & possessions, to the greate dishonor of his Maiestie and 
extreame greefe of all his well affected Subject ts. 

And nowe also at the last when they shoold haue come to 
make good the hope of restitution ^ they haue layed newe 
growndes for endlesse delayes, and turned pretended difficulties 
in to apparant impossibillities : not for bearing also nowe to 
annexe as a Condition to ye weake hope of theire vncerteine and 
vnperfectt restitution, That the Eldest Sonne of the Counte 
Pallatin should bee brought vpp in ye Emperors Court ; soe 
restlesse are theire desiers, to overthrowe our Relligion by all 
possible deveses. 

5. Lastly, it is to apparant, howe manifoldlie from tyme to 
tyme they deluded & abused his Maiestie with theire Treaties ; 
Howe smale respectt they haue shewed to the Princes greate- 
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nesse & woorthe j What indignitie they offered againe & againe 
to his highnes by importuning him vppon all advantage to for- 
sake his relligion, contrarie to the Customes of all Princes^ and 
contrarie to all antient lawes honorable^ and hospitallitie ; who 
ought to haue been vsed there, with all Princely freedome^ and 
pressed vnto nothing to which he was indisposed, considering 
with what confidence (being so greate a Prince) hec had putt 
himself into theire power : Allthough it pleased god soe to guide 
& fortefie his princielie harte that he constantlie withstood all 
theire attempts. And to his owne immortall honnor, and vn- 
speakeable com forte of all the good people of his fFathers king- 
dome. Wherevnto may bee added the infinite advantagiousnes 
and endlesse delay es in theire Treaties, inviting still to newe 
Treaties, and turning all to the advantage of theire owne parti- 
culer endes, being true to nothing but theire owne grownded 
Maximes, with which. Neither the Matche, nor restitution of 
the Pallatinate can possiblie Consiste vppon such tearmes as 
threaten to our State an incurable mischeefe. 

These reasons following were added by the Lords. 

they having approued of ours as wee of theirs. 
And for a further Justeficacon of the charge of Insinceritie in 
all theire proceadings, these ensuing particulers amongst manie 
others may bee produced. 

1. ffirst in the treatie concearning Prince Henry, after manie 
specious motions on theire parte, it was followed with disavow- 
ing theire owne Ambassadors, and a scornefull proposition to 
the King of that Princes altering his relligion. 

2. In the Treatie of Bruxelles, wherein Sir Richard weston 
was imployed, he founde nothing but delayes and deceipts, and 
after manie peremptorie commaundes from Spaine for his 
Majesties satisfaccon, they wrought noe other efFectt, then the 
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Scege & taking of Heidelberg^ soe that he was forced to re-^ 
tourne with a protestation. 

3. When the Baron Boscot came hether to continue the 
former Treatie, the first newes wee heard was the translation of 
ye Electorate to the Duke of Bauaria, of which both the Baron 
& Don Carlos (leiger Ambassador heere for Spaine) pretended 
Ignorance, and the King of Spaine woold make the worlde see 
howe much he resented such an affront \ yeK it plainely 
appeareth by the letter of the Counte oliueres, that the State ot 
Spaine had both intelligence of it before, and expected it to bee 
effected that diett. 

4. When his highnes was in Spaine, that Count of Olivares 
shewed him letters by which it plainely appeared, that till his 
comnling thither, there was nothing reallie intentcd \ which 
they were not ashamed directly to averre to the Prince himself. 

CCCIX. Secretary Calvert to Earl of Cork: 1623. 

This is No. 322 of vol. xiv., and is addressed, <' To the Right honorable 
Lord my lord the Earle of Corke at Youghall," and endorsed, "17 martij 
1 623 fFrom m^ Secretary Calvert with a song : and a gazatta/* I give this other 
selection from the numerous letters of Calvert. The " gazatta " (= gazette) 
has not been preserved ; but the " Song " is, and follows the letter. I have 
not met with it in print, nor has that supreme authority in such literature, my 
good friend, Rev. J. W. Ebsworth, M.A., of Molash. It is a preserve- 
worthy specimen of the street literature of this exciting period. — G. 

May it please your Lordship : I haue written soe many letters 
vnto your honor of late as that I thinke yt wilbe good manners 
to trouble your Lordship with noe more ; yet haveinge receaued 
late newes out of England, I will make bould to present yt vnto 
your viewe : by my last I sent his majestif speech : since the 
prince hath made his, which hath given the oratory great con- 
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tent, for he related vnto both howeses the whole affaires of 
christendome, and did yt soe well and princely ke, as that ther 
was clappinge of hands for joye : after this was done^ my Lord 
Duke of Buckinghame made a longe oration, which hath given 
the world a testimony of his faythfullnes to his majestie, and his 
zeale to his Country, and in this he touched the passage of the 
Spanish buysynes to the quicke, and tould the Lordes and Com- 
mons their base vsage in spayne : this came shortly to the Spanish 
Ambassador's ears, whoe was gauled with yt, and within a few 
daies after he and the Spanish faction made a mocon to have had 
the duks head, which was laughed att ; for as by this your lord- 
ship may vnderstand that the match is lemisha, and by a songe 
I send inclosed (which the roaringe boyes at London singe dayly 
in the taverns) you may perceave the Duke is famous for his good 
service : I send your lordship a booke of strange newes, and 
thinke the late part of it is true. The Pope hath caused the 
Nobility of spayne to lend theire kinge 60 : myllions, to be payd 
in 12 yeeres, to mayntaynehis warres, and our parliament offers 
almost as largely to our kinge for the recoveringe of the palati- 
nate, our Priests heer begin to quake, and cannot yet be satisfied 
about the Spanish affaires. This very instant I have gotten a 
warrant from my Lord to fetch vpp the marchants of drogheda 
if they make not due payment to your lordship. M' Porter 
came to me for yt : in this or any thingels which I have power 
to doe I am your Lordships servaunt, and for which my humble 
service to your lordship and all the Right noble ladyes ^ I humbly 
take leaue, and am Your Lordships old faythfuU Servaunt Ro :

My Lord, my last was by Poynes, who departed hence on 
Easter Eve; wherein I did not omitt any thinge which I 
thought needefull to relate. This very day, I receaved this en- 
closed letter from my Lady Ralegh^ which vnadvisedly I brake 
open, as is acknowledged in a postscript of my owne hand vnder 
the sayd letter. I pray your Lordship to pardon my rash errour. 
Her stile is rounde and quicke^ which in women may be ex- 
cused ; but hereof I thought good to advertise your Lordship, 
that her Counsell j(as she tellf me) doth assure her that they 
will finde meanes sufficient for the recouery of her thirdf ^ not- 
withstanding your surrender to his Majestie. I vnderstande 
they meane not to recouer it by the ordinary course of lawe^ 
but by some other meanes, which will be much more to your 
preiudice. What this jurgon [=s jargon ?] meanes, I know not, 
protesting vnto you I am ignorant thereof. Her I finde very

4<* due to me for his Easter 
Rents 1624/* This is so full and ultimate a letter by the << Great Earl ** 
himself, on the many Grenville and Cranficld land purchase correspondence, 
that it was impossible to omit it. It is of vital biographic interest, and is 
also public and historical. — G. 

Honorable S**", Your several! letters of the x* of fFebruary, and 
the xxvii^ of March, I have receaved, and am most thankful! vnto 
you for your noble &vors and effectual! endevors in them and 
this negotiacon of mine expressed : And with the first of those 
your letters, Captain Smith receaved the warrant for possession, 
which is accordingly delivered in the ill favoredest naked manner 
that could be. And for writings, Brabans saith he hath none, 
but such petty papers as his inclosed note shewes. I gladly 
vnderstand by those your letters, that thearle and his Countess 
with S**^ Barnard and his son Roger, have acknowledged the 
fiynes, and that his son Bevill is in London reddy to doe the 
like^ as alsoe now suing out of the new pattents, and that the 
Lord Threasurer hath alsoe sealed the deeds vnto you ; But yt 
seemeth strange vnto me, that the moneys due after Michaelmas 
for tiethes, should not aswell be paid to your vse according [to] 
covenant, as the rents of the Lands that fell due after that iFeast 
which ar not denyed. It is but a trick of Brabbans, and ther- 
fbre I praie incist vppon the benefitt of your Contract : iFor 
vppon my credditt, yt is the deerest bargayn that ever was made 
in Ireland, neither would I have ever bought yt as I have don, 
but for conveniency, with strength, and making my estate entier. 
And wheras you write you ar oflered for the purchase, two 
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thowsand pounds deer profitt^ I doe heerby give you my full 
consent^ (soe the payment maie be currant and well assured) to 
accept therof, and to deteign fEve hundreth pounds therof, as a 
gratuity to your self, and vppon the repayment of my own 
moneys, and the offerers fEfteen hundreth pounds, the possession 
shalbe thankfully delivered up to him at an howers warning : 
iFor I protest (by the &ith of an honest man) 3500'' is the full 
vallue of yt, and thother 1000'* I give for conveniency and 
strength ; And yf Cottles revercons be not gotten in presently, I 
shall repent that ever I dealt in yt ; and therof in neither of 
your last letters, you give any touch, which makes me fear you 
have forgotten y t : fFor yf I should be defeated of yt by the prac- 
tize of Cottle and his ffather in Law Brabban, then am I deprived 
of the sweetnes of the bargayn. But I hope you will soe caution 
as either you will have that graunt and Surrender, as M*^ Noye 
wrott to S**" Barnard, or the 400'* abated out of your last pay- 
ment, as I should have had, and not be without bothe, when my 
moneys ar paid, and soe I left to a chardgeable fruitles sute vppon 
S'^ Barnards land, wherof I make as little accompt, as he did of 
his reputacon in flying from the first bargaine concluded with 
me : And therfore I beseech you S'*^ be extraordenarily carefull 
in these two thinges for they deeply concearne me : I doe send 
you heerwith a bill of exchandge from your servants, Robert 
Hole, & John fFreak ; to whom according [to] your letters I de- 
livered two hundreth pounds sterling : And heerwith also you 
shall receav another bill of exchandge for the receipt of one hun- 
dreth fower score seaven pounds, six shillings eight pence ster- 
ling; and on the flFower and twentyeth of June next, M'^fFortry 
will paie you Eleven hundreth and fHftie pounds more, which 
two last somes, when they are paid you, then yt will appeer by 
the true accompt that I now send you, that you have rcceavcd 
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in all fower thowsand six hundreth pounds sterlings out of which 
hundreth pounds exceeding the payment for the purchaze, all 
fees and chardges that you have or shalbe at, ar to be born. But 
yf they come to more (as I hope there wilbe an overplus in your 
hands) yet I will thankfully cleer thaccompt : S^*^ I have pervsed 
the draught of the new pattent, which is soe farr short of my 
desiers and instructions, as yt giveth me little comfort^ but I am 
most assured, you have and will do your vttermost ; for which, 
I fear I shall never be sufficiently thankful! ; but to your people 
in your absence, and to your self vppon all occasions, I will bend 
my best witts and strength, to deserve the tytle of a thanckfuU 
frend ; which I assuer you I am veary ambitious of. yn my 
opinion^ M*^ Beer might in the words of graunt before the 
habendum, procuer the Kings councell to incert full and generall 
words (viz) All other townes, villadges, Hamlets, Rectories, Vic- 
caredges, Tiethes, Advowzons, presentacons, passadges^ fFerreys, 
(for of that word in my graunt, I shall have great need to be 
Lardgely exprest, with the profEtts therof, for that as you know 
there is a fFerry belonging to thabbey at fFermoye,) fFellons & 
fFugetives goods, wayfes, strayes, deodands, priviledges, fFree- 
domes, imunities. Lands, tenements, and hereditaments, which 
ever did belong vnto the said severall Abbeys or religious howses. 
Etc. And withall Sir, you know that the reasons inducing me 
to make my payments soe long before the daies agreed vppon, 
was to have the revercon of the Spiritualties past in generall and 
full words, and the Seignory of Kinalmeaky by particular names, 
all in one Pattent; which were a smale thing for the Lord 
Treasurer to doe, in respect of his reddy payments there, seeing 
I neither desire rents to be abated, or tenure altered. And the 
having of the Seignory past in this Pattent in England would be 
a good hcipe to mc^ to free Hugh worthes widdoe from her 
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dower, which els will lie heavy vppon Sir Barnards covenant. 
And therfore seeing yt is but a word of my lord Threasurers 
mouth and wilbe all past at one chardge, to give me satisfaccon, 
& to fFree the land from the dower, I praie doe your vttermost 
to have yt incerted in sort, as in my former lettres I desired^ 
though yt cost you some thing extraordenarily : The lawyers 
of this countrie that I vse in my councell, have not been in these 
partes synce the draught of your Pattent was sent me^ and your 
Last lettres, which signifie Sir Barnards son is suing yt out, 
makes me return yt without vieu of my Councell^ for fear yt 
should be vnder seale before my instructions come to you. But 
I have scribled some notes vppon yt, that M*^ Beer will conceav 
my meaning by, for I desier after the Revercon is graunted, 
that then yt maie be followed with some fiill Lardge & generall 
words as the abbots or priors held them, or as they came to the 
crown before the Habendum, which I estsoones comend to your 
and his especiall care. And heerafter vppon your comendacons 
I wilbe glad to vse M*^ Beers councell in other my occations in 
England, for which I will not be barren or vnthanckfull vnto 
him. But Sir let me tell you^ and him^ that speciall care must 
be had in penning of this Pattent, least for want of knowledge 
of the trueth make yt be voyd. ffor when the former pattents 
of Gillabbey were past, the cittie of Corke, was within the 
County of Corke, and synce the Cittie by his Majesties late 
Charter is made a County by yt self, and the Lower Abbey of 
Gill ats de ante Sancti fEmbri^ and the Lands and Tiethes 
belonging thervnto, bye some of them in the new County of 
the Cittie of Corke^ and other partes of theta Lye in the 
Countie of Corke at Lardge^ soe as that Abbey, with the 
possessions spirituall and temporall, must of necessity be past 
in this Pattent^ as Lying and being in the County of Corke ; 
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and in the Countye of the Cittie of Corke, or in bothe, or 
any & every of the said Counties ; for they cannot be dis- 
tinguishedy Lying promiscuously, part in one county, part 
in the other: ffurthermore Sir, I am now vppon a Jorney 
to dublin, where, before my return, I would gladly with 
thadvise of good learned Councell, settle my estate, which I have 
purposely deferred till this busines with my lord threasurer were 
fynished. And yf god should call me before yt be don, I should 
Leav my thre Yonger sons trusting to the curtesie of their 
elder brother, which I am veary vnwilling to doe ; fFor in the 
Convejrance of my whole estate which I am now about, I 
mean to assuer to every of my Yonger sons, what Lands I 
intend to entayle vppon him. And therefore doe much desier 
(yf possibly jt may be) that as soon as this new pattent is 
vnder seale, you would against yt be vnder scale, cause M*^ Beer 
to draw vpp from your self a deed of all this purchaze effectually 
vnto me & my heres, appointing Captain Smith and his son 
Pearcy, ioynctly and severally to be your Attorneys for delivering 
possession and seizen, and to send some trustie servant of yours 
to meet me at Dublin with them by the begining [of] Trynity 
tearm ; wherby I maie be enhabled whilst I am there and maie 
have good Councell, to settle estates vppon my Yonger sons, 
and porcons for such of my daughters as ar vnbestowed, as 
before without further delay j which except they overtake me 
there, I cannot soe substancially doe as I desier. And whome 
soever you shall send over to dublin with all the writings, and 
your Conveyance to me, I will gratefie him, bothe for his 
chardges and travayle. Lastly S***, I heartely thanck you, for 
the passadges of Parlyament that you were pleased to send me, 
which were most welcome vnto me. And for conclusion doe 
most earnestly entreat you, as you have been pleased to put your 
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hand to the plough for me, soe not to look back, nor be weary, 
till you have perfected your own worke, assuring you, you 
never tooke paynes for any man that wilbe more thankfuU then 
your affectionate frend.

fFor that I am disapointed of the bill of exchandge to the 
vallue I wrote of in these my bills, I haue towards the macking vp 
of the same, supplied the bill of exchandg (sent to M*^ Ball for 
your ease) with M*^ william fFrekes acquittances for his Easter 
rents, which I knowe he will pay befor you shall haue vse 
therof for my lord Threasurers payment, so as there wilbe 
sufficient to pay on Mydsomer day, and yf your disbursements 
come to more then this Lordships due of 4500**, I pray lay 
out the rest, and I will thankfully repaie you, what your dis> 
bursment amount vnto, besides the money now made over vnto 
you. But I praie conclude Cottles accon, & haue the pattent 
vnder seale at your safe payne, and any fFrends bonds send me, 
as you did the first bond.

CCCXV. The King's Answer to Parliament: 1624. 

This is No. 1 7 of vol. xiv., and is endorsed, ** The kings answer to the 
Parliament Howses M^ Mawles lettres at long diche in Westmynster : his 
name is leonard welsteed."" See Introduction in this vol. iii. — G. 
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My lords and gent, of both howses. Although I cannot but 
commend your zeale in offering this peticon vnto me^ yet on 
thother side I must hould my self to be vnfortunate, that I 
should be thought to need a spurr, to doe that which my 
conscience and duety should bynde me vnto, 

What my Religion is, I and my bookes doe declare, my 
proflFession and behavior doe show ; and I hope in god I shall 
never live to be thought otherwise : suer I am I shall never 
deserve yt. And for my part, I wish that yt might be written 
in marble, and remayn to posteritie as a marke uppon me, when 
I shall swerve from my Religion, for he that doeth dissemble 
with god is not to be trusted of men. 

My Lords, I protest before god my heart hath bledd when I 
have heard of thencrease of Poperie, and god is my iudge, yt 
hath been soe great a greef vnto me, that yt hath been like 
thomes in my eies, and pricks in my sides, so hit have I been 
and ever shalbe from turning any other way : 

And my Lords and gent, ye shall all be my confessors, that 
yf I knew any other waie better then other, to hynder the 
growth of Popery, I would take yt. And he cannot be an 
honest man who knowing as I doe, and being purswaded as I 
am, would doe otherwise : And this I may say further, that yf 
I be not a marter, I am suer I am a Confessor, and in some 
sence to be called a Marter, as in the Scripture Isack was per- 
secuted by Ismaell in mocking words ; for never king suffered 
more by ill tongues then I have don, and I am suer for no 
cause, yet I have been farr from persecution, for I ever thought 
that no waie which ever more encreased any Religion : Then 
persecution you may perceav is according to the saying 
sanguis Martiru est semen Ecclesia. 

Now my Lords and gent, for your peticon, I will not only

graunt the substance of what you crave^ but add something more 
of my own : fFor the two treaties being alreddy annulled (as I 
have declared to be) that necessarily foUowes of yt self which 
you desire : It needs no more but that I doe declare by pro- 
clamacon (which I am reddy to doe) that the Jesuites & 
Preists doe depart by a daie, but yt cannot be as you desire by one 
proclamacon to be out of all my domynions \ iFor a proclamacon 
beer, extends but to this kingdome. This I will doe and more. 
I will Comaund all my Judges when they goe their Circuites to 
keep the same cowrse for putting all the Lawes against Recu- 
sants in execution, which they were wont to doe before these 
treaties ; for the Lawes are still in force, and never were dis- 
pensed with by me \ and god is my iudge, never were intended 
soe to be : But as I tould you in the begyning, you must give 
me Leave to doe as a good Horseman, sometymes to vse the 
Raynes, and not alwayes the spurr, soe that now there needs 
onely my declaracon : 

fFor the disarming, that is alreddy provided for by the Lawes, 
and yt shalbe don as ye desire. And more, I will take order to 
prevent that shamefiiU disorder of resorting of my own Subiects 
to the bowses of all iForraign Embassadors. And of this I will 
advise by my Councell, how yt may best be reformed : It is true 
the bowses of Embassadors ar priviledged places, and though 
they cannot be taken out of their bowses, yet the Lord Mayor 
and Recorder of London maie take them, as they come from 
thence, and make some of them examples : Another pointe I 
will add concerning the education of their Children, of which I 
had a principall care, as my Lord of Canterbury, and the Bishop 
of Winchester, and other Lords of my Councell can bear me 
witnes, with whome I have advized concerning this matter : 
And in good faith, yt is a shame that their Children should be 
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soe bredd heer, as yf they were brought vpp either in Madrid, 
or in Rome : Soe as I graunt all that you desier and more, 
onely I am sorry I was not the first mover. And yf you had 
not moved me in these things^ I would have don them my 
self. 

Now for the last part of your peticon, you have given me 
therin the best advise in the world, for yt is against the rule of 
wisedome, that a king should suiFer any of his subiects, to be be« 
houlding for any favors, or fearfuU of any punishments, but [from] 
himself; and what hath any to doe with the subiects and Lawes of 
another Kingdome ; And therfore assure your selves that by the 
grace of god I wilbe carefull that no such condicon be heerafter 
foisted in, vppon any other treaty what soever which may be for 
the marriadge of my son, or my grandchildren, for yt is fit, my 
subiects should stand or fall by their own Lord. 

[In relation to the < Petition ' replied to in the preceding Speech, in No. 
336 of vol xiv. are preserved copies of His Majesty's Letters to the Lords 
and Commons touching matters in Parliament. As a loving and kindly 
King to his loving and faithful subjects, he thanks them for their offers, 
and accepts of their advice. He is willing accordingly to break off the 
Treaties for the match, and for the recovery of the Palatinate. He begs 
them to have a charitable opinion of a King who has so long ruled them in 
justice and peace, and all whose mind has been to be sparing of an effusion 
of Christian blood, and to use the gentlest way for the recovery of the 
Palatinate for his grandchildren. He has been fooled with generals, and, 
therefore, has ordered Buckingham to give a pardcular account of all. He 
promises for himself and his son, that no means shall be left unused for the 
recovery of the Palatinate. He bids them go on cheerfully to prepare the 
means. He reminds them that whatever becomes of the Customs in case of 
war, he must go through with it ; and next session he would have them 
consider how the money has been hazarded. But the conduct of the war 
must be left to the King and his secret Council, and not to the Parliament. 
Then, in No. 337 of vol, xiv. (March 23, 1623), is preserved the Commons 
Address to the King. In pursuance of their Advice for the dissolution of 
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the Two Treaties and the War, likely to arise, more particularly for the 
4 points propounded by his Majesty, viz. the defence of the Realm ; the 
securing of Ireland ; the assisting of the United Provinces j and the settling 
of the Royal Family, they will grant the greatest aid that was ever granted 
in Parliament, i^. 3 entire subsidies and 3 fifteenths, to be all paid within 
one year ; the money to be paid into the hands of such Committees as shall 
be agreed upon in this present Session of Parliament. They beg the King to 
accept of this first-fruits of their hearty oblation, and assure him that they 
will never fail to assist him in a Parliamentary way. — G.]

The (red 
wax) seal is two angel wings, and a coronet above the shield. The hand- 
writing is particularly neat, but probably only the fine bold signature is 
autograph.

My Lord, A little fugitive iFrenchman or mountebanke, 
teachinge privately in M*" Corbie's house in Stradbelly and 
beinge earnestly sent hither to this Towne (as by nature and 
Comon practise soone weary of all places, and not vsinge hym- 
self well in any place) Though forewarned of his ficklenes and 
peevishnes, yet in regard he professed a more speedy method of 
teachinge, even without rule, then others doe with rules, I was 
the rather enduced to harken after my neighbours and Tcnantf 
harboringc of hym in this Towne if soe be I could (as in good 
manners and respective neighbourhood I ought) procure the ftee 
Consent of the place and parties where he was before (for with- 
out that I would in no case admitt of hym).

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CCCXVIII. Sir John Leeke to Cork: 1624. 

This is No. 58 of vol. xv.» and is endorsed, « 15. August 1624 fFrom Sir 
John Leek & Nf Justice gosnell/' This is a capital example of the long 
gossip-letters of the period, in vivid contrast with the meagre letters and 
post-cards of to-day. I select it as a type of many others that blend public 
and private news. No. 65 is a similar one from Leeke, 26th August, 1624, 
so that the knight had not got over to Ireland, as in the present letter he 
expected to do. But he adds plaintively, *' I never was happy,** i>. fortu- 
nate. — G. 

Right Honorable. I haue written diuers letters latly con- 
cernige your Lordships affayres here commended to me. I 
hope they are eare this come to your hands. I haue sent all such 
thinges as your Honour sent for, I hope to your contentment. 
I sent vnder the care of M*^ BlacknoUs servant stuflF for the 
ladys gownes^ dressings & other accowtrements for them^ a 
sword for my Lord dungarvan, 4 couple of Linge, sturgion, 
Anchoves and vj dennir glasses, 2 with covers, and a box of 
Arrowes and necessaries for the keepers \ since which time I 
haue receaued letters from your Honour the 12 of July for the 
receveinge of 46^* 15* of M"" Ball and to bestowe itt in plate, 
accordinge to your appoyntment. I haue receued the mony 
and haue the plate redy to be sent. I haue provided 4 stronge 
wyer candelstickes 16 onz in a candelstick, & for the 30^* if it 
were receued you commanded to haue bestowed in a playne 
silver standerd sault. Itt is more mony then any of the greatest 
haue in ther playne saults, but ther is of late a Spanish ^shioned 
sault come vpp and vsed of all, which many doe putt 40 onz 
into itt, but because I doe ymagine you would haue yours ex- 
traordinary fayer, I haue put into your sault 60 and odd onz. 
and tooke the example by the Lady of Carliles : and I dought 
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not but you will very well like itt, for yndeed itt is a brave one. 
I had some troble to gett armes^ M*^ Evisham beinge out of the 
towne ; but I found ould armes of yours ther which were when 
you were Barron but I carried them to an acquaintansce of 
mine harrould paynter who hath added your Earles Cronett 
with the apurtenanses : he is married to my Lady Hulls sister 
and knew how to doe itt. I haue now by Sir Robert Cary the 
30^ of July receued one other Letter with a note Inclosed for 
divers percells of plate. Vppon which receyt I gott my wife 
and her mother presently into the towne and [haue] bespoken 
the plate to be all ready against the 5^ day of August, wherin 
they will not hy\e me: the candelstickes and saultseller will 
cost me 5* 7** per onz, but your vessell but 5* 6*** your Lord- 
ship wrightes in this that I should bye 3 smale sauts and a great 
saut [= salt], weighinge in all but 40 onz ; your former letter 
commands 30'* to be bestowed, this last but 40 onz for the 3 
smale ones and the great one, but I hope this which 1 haue pro- 
vided will please you ; for it is fitt to be sett on any Princis 
table in the world for the beautie and vsefuU feshion. I know 
not when I shall here from Robine Taylor, for Sir Robert 
Carry tells me he cannot come to London the[se] 8 or 9 
dayes ; but when he doth come I hope he shall stay for nothinge. 
I haue redy in my keepinge a neat saddell for the littell mounsier 
of Crimson velvett. I bought all thinges to itt my selfe and I 
thinke haue saued 20' in doinge so : itt stands me with the 
appurtenanses 3^' 12'. 

I will provide a stronge Trunke of a fitt size for your plate 
and doe yntend to procure 3 or 4 of the cowncells hands for 
the passadge of itt without search : Sir George Chaworth is out 
of towne, which hath wrote me an other letter which I think 
will binde an honest man to pay and keep his touch : he wrote

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to me to send him a bonde drawen, downe into the Cuntry, 
and he would seale itt and returne itt againe^ but I doe not like 
to receue a bonde and no body for yt how to see itt signed & 
delivered ; but wilbe satisfied with his letters vntill Michaellmas : 
then I intende to desyer Sir Edward Verney to receaue his bond 
and to deliver itt to M"* Ball and take his receyt of the same. 
For M*^ Ross, I cann gett no more from him then I haue 
formerly wrote to you, but he desyers me to deale with his 
brother Sir Crooke as I thinge [= think], and what he doth 
ther he will here most willingly Rati fie : so as yf itt would 
please you to vse one in my name to him, because M*^ Ross 
hath written to him to that purpose : I expect this day to haue 
from a Cowncelor a kinsman of Sir George Horseys, a relation 
in wrightings, of your Lordships busines and the state therof, 
as itt now standeth : he hath by Sir George Horseys appoynt- 
ment come twise to me to lett me know how he proceedth, that 
accordingly I might send to you, & being with me yesterday I 
desyred he would giue me his relation in wrightings that you 
might be satisfied in euery poynt, which I expect euery hower. 
This younge Cowncelor tould me yesterday that repayringe to 
one M*^ Haddor a Lawyer, (that was one of the Commissioners) 
abought thes conveyanses to Sir George and advisinge with 
M** Haddor to putt in other parcells that were not in the former 
Pattent, Haddor was angry and tould him he would doe as the 
Earle of Corke did vse to putt more parcells and names of Lands 
into his Pattent than had bine formerly graunted, or was by 
the king Intended to be graunted, and that your Lordshipp 
was at this Instant brought in question by him for the same 
and should shortly here of itt : what the meannige is your 
Honour better knowes then I doe, and dought not but you will 
well prevent the danger. I haue desyred the younge gentillman 
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to gett from him the particulars who denyht itt not & I haue 
assured him your Lordshipp wilbe thanckfull. Haddor should 
say you bought owt all the English plantators owt of Munster 
which did wekcn the cuntry of the best sort of people, for my 
owne afiayres I cannot tell your Lordshipp they prosper well : 
for as yett thers noe certaintie what the kinge will doe. Suters 
ther are so many that yf the kinge would send 50 companies 
as he was once minded^ ther were 100 suters for the command. 
It is certaynly concluded that ther shall come but 9 companies 
of foote & some 3 or 4 troops of horse ; and for thes stand lords 
and cowncelors of Ireland, only wee here that Sir Thomas 
dutton and Captayn Williams that hath some relation to my 
lord Wilmot are in licklihood to prevayle and my hopes are as 
greate as the best of them, my promises as fayre. Yett my 
Lorde the thinge that doth most troble me and Indainger me is 
that by the reason of his wifes sicknesse Sir Edward Zouch is 
not in the progress but he hath writt both to the Kinge and 
Duke : wee shalbe in the progresse abought the xiiij*** of 
August. But if on the fifte of August the Kinge dispach, as 
most say he will, if I am one, I will god willinge, be in Ireland 
before the 20"* day of August. If I fayle of itt I must then 
Into the progresse In hope to speed for John ogg. I wrote to 
your Honour that If I had a command you would be pleased to 
nominate a Luftennant that might be an honest director. I 
hope your Honour wilbe pleased to remember itt if need bee. 
I am fearfull, & cast the worst, for if your Lordshipp were att 
Court you would sure be confident in many thinge. I send 
over an exelent keeper and as good a woodman as any is in this 
kingdom, an honest and a quiett mann. I will direct him to 
your Honour that you your selfe may putt him into the parke, 
otherwise the dogged fellow Thomas will doe him some ill 
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turne or other if I bee not ther to order him ; but I knowe he 
doth feare yoxi, and therfore what you command him he dare 
not violate. I beceech your Honor lett them kill some Buckes 
with the Bow that my hownds be not marred. I heare my 
Lord Barry hath grey hownds & that you haue killed a Brace 
of Bucks with them^ so as if his Lordshipp may haue sport with 
his dogges he will not care for mine, which when need shalbe 
must doe more good then his : I haue provided some suit[able] 
hownds to come over with him and for Driefoote(?) I here 
that Thomas doth tow [too] often hant Thomas Huntsmans 
Allehouse & that he doth frequent the ould drabb who dwelleth 
with M*^ Lancasters bayly att Piltowne and doth carry hir now 
and then a cowple of rabbatts and ther be night walkes: he 
cannot stirr in thes if itt would but pleas you but to sett an eie 
vppon him. But you must knowe, I haue this relation from 
North that hattes him, yett this may sauor well of liklihood and 
truth. My Lord the worst newes heare is that the good Lady 
Jepson is deade on munday the 26^^ of July and Sir John a sadd 
man. North tells vs here you haue bought Mallo and taken 
possession of itt : god prosper itt with you : if itt be soe : 

The Duke of Lenox now is fallen disperctly sicke in the pro- 
gresse and the phisisions haue given him over, & without god be 
his healp he cannot liue tow dayes. The Lord Haddington 
Earle of Holderness, is this weeke past married to Alderman 
Cockins daughter : my Lord of Kensington created Earle of 
Holland a fenny part of lincolnshire^ and the Kinge hath given 
him 400^* land by yeare of good & ould assiz in that place : wee 
expect euery hower to see his returne for france. I wrote for- 
merly how Brett did by the spurrings on of the Cowntesse of 
Middlesex his sister, attempt the speakinge with the Kinge in 
the forrcsty but was commanded away to London and that he 
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should here firom the Kinge. On thursday was sennight^ he was 
committed to the fleet wher he doth yett remayne. the Cown- 
tesse and six trwe attendants & frend John fFearme posted downe 
to Ashbie in Layd coaches but came vpp againe with noe com- 
fort nor Cowntenants, when she was ther. The great duke is 
as gratious as euer and most like to continue, havinge anchored 
deeply in the Prince his loue. Purbecke was wise vntill some 
8 or 9 dayes since but is now as madd as euer : the lowcuntrie 
soldiers are most gone but the lords not yett gone but euery day 
goinge : the cowntesse of oxenford doth goe with hir Lord. The 
Earle of Middlesex close at chelsey and a man forgotten cleane : 
I thinke this bearer M** GosnoU wilbe soner with you then Robin 
Taylor, which made me wright the more att Large for I doe 
Imagine that he will come in hast that I shall not haue much 
time : I humbly take my leaue, wishing I may haue the happines 
to see you the xx^ of August, which if I cann by dispach, no- 
thing shall hinder me. The good god bless and prosper you & 
all yours ; my dutie and service to all the good Ladys as to 
your Honor att whos disposs and service shall euer be the poore 
John Leeke.

This is No. 79 of vol. zv., and it addresied, ** To the right honorable my 
veaiy good Lord the Earle of Corke one of the Llords of hit Majestyet 
Priuy Councell of Ireland, and S*' Laurence Parsons Knight one of the 
Barrons of his Majestyes Exchecquer these, theise Att Youghall/* and en- 
dorsed, " 5 Septemens 1614 flfrom my lord deputy by my footman I ask, 
about the pirates now ryding at Caple Hands And his Lordships noble 
acknowledgment that my sons receaving knighthood from him, was an 
honnor to bis Lordship.** — G.

My Lord, I thanke your Lordship and S^*" Laurence Parsons 
for your soe speedy adidtisements of the arrivall of Lerriotts 
Prise within that Porte : though you will perceyue by my Ser- 
uant Challenor that I had notice of yt before and as you in 
yours seelce directions from me, soe doe I in myne, desire aduise 
from you : and in my conclusion remitt my self to your Judge- 
ments, which in that of yours I perceaue to enclyne to a peace- 
able Treaty by the Consent of the Proprietors ; which is the 
safest Course boath for eschiewing of present effusion of bludd 
and future questioneins. To take them by force, is more 
glorious and more justifyable, yf it weare possible to be donn ; 
but the other is more secure from the daunger of warr : yf S"^ 
Laurence Parsons who is learned in the Admirall Lawe, 
cann conclude that that course of composicon which knowen 
and auoued Piratts wilbe soe safe from the Admiralty Course 
speatially yf the Match beinge broken with ffrance, yt could be 
gott on foote agayne with Spayne as some voices runn. 

I confess my Ignorance in the Admiralltye Lawes, and there- 
fore as before, remitt the handling of the busines to your better 
Judgements and Experience, which I shall approue and subscribe, 
well knoweing you wilbe boath Circumspect to doe that which 
shalbe safe and honorable as well as proffiuictable ; and as I 
yett conceiue of yt, your owen Resolucon cannot be amended. 

The Comodityes are veary vallewable ones, espetially the 
spanishe wools, which you knowe wilbe veary vsefuU in the 
Mani&cture of this Cuntry, to be mext with the Irishe Wool 
in eyther the cloatheing or hatt makeing erected att Dublyn. 

If you fynd cause to alter your Opinions, and cann discerne 
any possible meanes to master them, yf you should thincke good 
to attempt them by force. You shall not wante a Commission 
to enhablc you : drawe but vpp the thinge you desire and send 
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yt me, and I wil nscuroe vt iaits> yem signed jBDd sesiUciL Of 
this matter I hane turn irtot nuare to snr. Bos I must not for- 
gett to render joar L4Ba&i£^ mij aoanp tkinks for mr greate 
entertaygneme n t att Yoa^jkiiil, xnr to fatSLut mr seruke to all 
the Ladjes, with mj r^rijtijll love to S^ Ridiard Dungaruan, 
whom I wQbe eoer ready to seme, for the bonnor he did me in 
benige content to receyue that bonnor att my hands. Soe must 
I remember my thancks to M' Banon Parsons for his parte of 
my entertaygnement then. 

My Lord President mends not, rather the contrary : God 
send him eyther a quicke recouvery, or els a tymely sence of 
his owen daunger, that when he shalbe noe longer allowed to 
Hue in this world he may yett be the fitter and better prepared 
for the Kingedome of heauen, wheare I beseech God to send ui 
all in hisdiew tyme. In the meane space I will remayen Your 
Lordships veary truly affectionate freind ffalkland.

your freendes to whome your Lordihip wrote I presume 
haue answered your letters, so as nothing is Left vnto my rela- 
tion, but the renewinge of my Continued most hartye sorrowe 
and greife for the Late decease of our auncient Noble freende the 
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Erie of Thotnond, who (as often I haue saide to your Lordship) 
was not without some frailties, but his vertues did so much sur- 
mount his Errors, as I Consider, and Lament him as a most 
brave gent, and such a servant to the State, as your Lordship 
knoweth he neuer refused to charge his purse, or to Employ his 
labour, or hazard his person, when he was Called vppon to do 
his duity to the same.

This is No. 109 of vol. xv., and is addressed, ** To the Right honorable 
ray very good Lord Richard Earle of Corke One of his Majesties Comis- 
soners for the Gouerment of mounster and one of the llords of his majestys 
Priuy Counsell of Ireland giue these/* and endorsed, '^24 octobris 1624 
ffrom Sir Richard Aldworthe touching those of Drishane and the Rogues in 
Connoloe." I select this as one of many of the same tenor reflecting the 
troubled state of Ireland then as now through agrarian rights and wrongs. 
— G. 

Right Honorable, That I attend you not at Youghall accord- 
inge [to] my Promise, I pray pardon mec, and Ictt these Resons 
pleade my Excuse : at niy Returne from Clonmell to New- 
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markett I found the Cuntry in those parts full of the Rumor of 
the Roberry Comitted in Recale (= Rathkeal), and the 
Robberry of M*" Harris man vpon Slenlogher which I per- 
ceiue strooke great Impression of feare into the English and 
well affected Natiues in them Parts, and the more, in Respet 
noe Prosecucion was made after the Male [ fa] c tors ; for this 
Discoverry of them, I haue vsed my Best Indeuors : what I 
haue Lerned in that Busines will a pere to your lordship by a 
paper herinclosed, which I ment to haue Deliuered with my 
owne hands, but since my Comeinge as &r as Ballyhooley, I 
haue bin Enformed of the great Riott Comitted by the Carties 
of Drishane which will apere by Sir Randell Claitons Letter, 
and thexaminacon of two of their Company, who are hurt and 
taken, together with 3 horses, by M*^ Robinson and his Com- 
pany. The Carties haue also hurt two or three of M' Robin- 
sons men very sore, and as it is thought one of them cannot 
liue ; if he Die it may Esily bee Conceaued what the Event 
wilbee : the Culler [colour ?] for the Takinge of Ix cowes in 
this Riotus manner was, Donogh m^ owen m*^ Carty, Sonne in 
Lawe to M^ Robinson Did By vertue of some Direcons out of 
the Court of wards Dist[r]aine and Carry away about 50 : 
Cowes from his vnckles and their Tennants, when my Lord 
Deputy was at Corke, whervpon they Complained to my Lord 
at Cloyne ; his lordship Referd it to my Lord President, who, 
as it is aleaged, findinge the Distress to be taken by the Autho- 
rity aforsaid would not meddle therin. After this, it seemes, 
they procured a Replevins from the County Clarke, made two 
of themselues speciall BaylifB, Returned the goods, were

After our right hartie Cpmendacons to your Lordships and 
the rest. It is yearelie Complained vnCo vs by the berrer hereof 
— Walter Browne ; That where there was an order against him 
by M*^ Justice Gosnoll and others by reference from vs the lord 
Deputie, conceringe the breakinge of a certaine wale or damme 
made by the said Walter Browne on the Ryuer of Cauor in the 
Countie of Limericke, suposed by S'^ Thomas Standishe knight 
to be a N usance ; the said Walter Browne was allowed by the 
said rcferment ten daies spase wherein either to breake the said 
Dame, or enter securitie to apeere before vs to shewe cause to 
the Contrarie, but he refusinge to breake the said Damme, the 
said S'^ Thomas Standish with the assistance of maney of his 
seruants and tennants, the firste day of the said order, apprhendcd 
the said Walter Browne, and disgracefuUie Comited him to

Right honorable, your lordships Letter of the i%^ of this 
moneth of December the 18^ of the same, and not before, for 
till then I returned not from my Extreame foule Jorney out of 
Kerry; where I haue begon the Reformacon of the Irish 
Habbitt, and Executed by mertiall Lawe Teige o DuUany the 
Leinster Rebbell, out of whom I was in hope to haue made some 
Discouery worth my Jorney ; but his Constancy to his Com- 
panions and Releeuers was such that Nothinge Could be Drawne 
from him, either in Priuate, or Publique, but that which might 
giue his fFrends full assurance of his Resolucion in poynt of 
Secresy, and so Died, After which I searched Diuers howses, 
and other Places in hope to haue found some of the goods taken 
at Rekeaile but Could find noe goods, nor man that would 
charge any for Releeuinge those Kearne, though Doutles many 
of the Birth of that County Could charge the Leix, and Leinster 
people Inhabitinge there, if they would ; for it is not more 
aparant that they Lodged and were Releeued (almost openly, 
Diuers tymes nere Suspected places and persons) then thire 
escape out of that County was strange, and both Mirraculus to 
mee, as I will Relate to your lordship vpon the first opertunity. 
I giue your lordship humble thancks for the news Concerning 
m' Roche : I will not &yell god willinge to Attend your lord- 
ship at Corke at the Quartersesions, which tyme and plase I 
like very well for m*^ Roches performance of the Lord Deputy

By m' O Swilliuant Beere I sent your Lordship the Coppy 
of the kings lettre vnto my lord Chichester and all Deputys for 
the Tyme being in the behaulfe of m*^ Swynny. The man 
seemes to be intelligent, and to haue a wakefull spirritt and a 
capable : I hope he hath not any yll affections. He professeth 
the contrary, and that he hath noe occasions for discontent- 
ments : he promised me to be ready on all occasions to doe 
seruice ; Notwithstanding I truste more to your Lordships 
watchfuUnes ouer his wayes. 

You know best what watch to keepe vppon O Swilliuant 
More : Sir Vallentine Browne will borrowe his Castle in the 
Riuer of Kyllmacc, to putt such goods into yt, as shalbe taken 
out of the shipp lately taken there from the Pyratts, and hath 
vndertaken to be answerable to me, for boath Castle, shipp and 
goods. 

Owt of England I am informed from the State That Counte 
Maunsfeyld was dispatched there ; and the Army was Att 
Douer on the 24^ of this Monthe on the day of Randeuouse. 
Since which Tyme the Wynde hath beene veary good for their 
transportacon : I pray God speed them well with good success. 

Troopes and Companyes are longing to be sent speedely ouer 
into this kingedome, boath for Reenforcement and encrease of 
the Army. 

Directions for Repayreing and Newe buyldeing of iFortes 
heare, are come ouer longe since, but yett not any monny : 
Though there is a good proportion pute into my lord Docwrayes 
Agents hands to that purpose. 
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There are 13 of the kings shipps with seuerall other boats of 
Merchaunts and others, hoUanders, instantly getting one to sea. 
In Spaygne greate preparacons. All christendome is Armeing 
ageynst this Springe. The vniuersallytye of yt, will eyther 
establishe a settled peace or stricke a greate stroake^ to the 
effusun of much bludd : but I am confident the God of hosts 
and Peace will not be wanteing to prosper his owen party, 
which certeynely he hath and is tender of amongest vs who 
profess his name. 

Sir Edward Villars shall certeynly and shortely come ouer 
President of Munster ; which for His sake your sake and my 
owen, I am gladd of. Yf the Tymes proue as stirringe as they 
are likely to be. His imployment will proue boath honorable, 
proiFuicteble and pleasant vnto him. 

Heare is noe news that good is. The poore honest lord of 
Inchiquyn dyed heare the laste day, of an Irishe Ague. The 
Phisitian, who sought to starve the Ague, starued him : as we 
all suppose. 

I my self haue beene yll att ease theise 7 or 8 weekes. Now 
I thanck God I am hable to ride abroade ageyne, and am well 
recouered : yf it hould you shalbe sure to fynd me at your 
seruice. your lordships affectionate & respectiue freind ffalk-

Thomas Standish about Walter Brown who is to appeer at Corke the 25 of 
this moneth." As before a public Letter was given, this more private one is 
given here as one out of a sheaf.

Right honnorable, Walter Browne, and two of his Brothers 
came Yesterday (Being armed with their swordes by their sides 
theire hatts on their heades) Rusheing Into my Chamber with- 
out Inviteing (when I was Lying sicke of the goute, and hath 
beene soe euer since cxmas Eue ;) Comauhding of me without 
Any Reuerence, the sight of my Lord Deputie and counsells 
order : I teUinge him that he might haue the copie of it, out of 
the counsell booke at S**" William Vshers office : Where vpon 
he vsed some Vndecent speeches, that he would haue me to 
Dublin ; for which speeches, M*^ Edy oge Lacye, donnell oge o 
hickie, and others that were then with me. Checked them for 
their ill demeanour towards me, and when they sawe that I 
would not demitt them the sight of the order Walter Browne^ 
drew out of his Bosome A Letter and did bid me Answer that 
Before your Lordshipp ; the which When I had opened and 
Read ; I perciued that your Honnor had receiued from the 
Right honorable the Lord deputie and counsell. Letters, to 
Examin me of Certaine misbehauior Complained of by Walter 
Browne against me : The particulars or heads thereof, I Am 
altogether vnacquainted with, yet I am sure I haue done no 
thing. But what I will Both Confesse and Auoyd ; yet because 
I will bring my Arrowes with me, least I should shoote short, I 
humbly Intreat your honnor that you will send to me in write- 
ing, the particulars of all those things I am Accused of, that I 
may not bee vnfurnished of my Witnesses j the Chiefe of which 
IS Justice Gosnold, S*"" Thomas Browne, and M"" Lawerance 
Clayton j And in the meane tyme I humbly Intreate your 
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honnor that you will giue me A further tyme to wait on your 
Lordshipp at youghall or in some other Convient place, where 
your honnor shall thinke fitt. After the thirteenth of this monelh 
at what tyme is our quarter sessions, where I ame to take my 
oath and Enter into securitie to his majestie to performe the 
office which my Lord Deputie hath Lately laid vpon me ; By 
which tyme I hope to Recouer strength of my feete ; vpon 
which I am not able to goe or Ride 5 Yet haue I many Em- 
ployments to doe, as in this great Enquirye vpon my Lord of 
Thomonds Lands at Lindish houlden the fourth of this moneth, 
which I must performe by a deputie, for I feare I cannot be 
there : Besides my sonne Lyeth sick of A Consumption which 
houlds him very daungerously, from whome I am Loath to de- 
parte vntill I see his mending or Ending j Now for the second 
parte of the Right honorable, the Lord Deputie his Letters in 
your honnorable Letter mentioned : I haue not stirred one stone 
of it, Neither would I, before such tyme as I had sent to Dublin 
to see whether he had Entered ,Into bond According vnto the 
postscript order. To pull it downe within x dayes, whereby I 
might haue taken Advantage of the bond, or otherwise to haue 
had further order from his honnor and the Counsell to RefFere 
it to Another ; for that I am Loath to doe it in myne Cause, 
Thus praying for your honnorable health I humbly take Leaue 
and Reste At your honnors service Thomas Standishe.

This is No. 162 of toI. xy., and is addressed, ''To the Right Honorable 
the Earle of Corke be these bumblye dcliuered," and endorsed '* 1624, 
ffrom Nf green who is married to M'* Rosier about the manufacter of 
white cloathes to be sent beyond seas vndrest.** See Introduction in this 
▼oL iii. — G. 

Right Honorable^ Althoughe I haue receaved suche Losse by 
takinge Lande of an Irishe Landlord, tenanted^ and neighboured 
with Irishe, as may Cause your Lrordship and the worlde^ to 
Condemne my discrecon, and suspect my Judgement in all I 
shall vndertake ; Yet havinge for 2 yeares paste, heedfuUy ob- 
served the store of Englishe wooU growne in these partes, fitt 
to make sertinge broad white clothe comonly called willshere 
whites, and Comparinge the prises of those woolls here, with 
the prises of the clothe it will make, I fynd that the makinge of 
this kynde of clothe, will prove so gaynefuU a trade to the 
setters vp therof and so comodious for the countrye, that I haue 
thought fitt to offer the same first of all to your lordships Con- 
sideracon, and my self in it, and in all I may to your lordships 
service, as I am in all dutye bounde, by your Lordships most 
honorable vsadge of me, while I lived vnder your Lordship, and 
by your Lordships good respect of my children, that haue since 
served in your Lordships howse. But cheifely for that your 
Lordshipe is most worthye, and most fitt, to be the founder and 
firste beginner of so profitable a trade, for the Comonwealthe in 
generall, and in especiall for your new plantacons by multeply- 
inge them with people and meanes of mayntenance. not onely 
for the peculyer workemen of this trade, but all other artificers, 
may receave help from this, for their wives, children and ser— 
vants, may be sat on workes and releived by this, a more 
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comendable meanes then their now to[o] comon trade of tip- 
linge. And doubtelesse this trade (once well begunn) will in 
fewe yeares, set on worke more people, then anye Iron worlces 
or other meanes yet vsed in this kingdome. And that with a 
general! good to all, especially to landed men, for it will in tyme 
TZjse the prises of all land comodities here, equall with their like 
in England, to the great benefit bothe of Lorde and tennant. It 
will also drawe hither, more plentye of Coyne, for this clothe 
will allwayes sell (beyonde the seas) for ready mony : for which 
respect it is in England accounted the Kings Indyes . moreouer 
it will muche strengthen the towne where it shall be made, 
for to make the number of 20 clothes weekely (which nomber 
euery ordinary clothier in weltshere of any accounte makes) 
will set aboue 300 people on worke, and one C of those will be 
able men, which being on some spare tymes trayned, may be 
made as serviceable, for defence of the place, as so many soul- 
diers ther ingarisoned at the Kings cost. And this most necesary 
trade, may be set vp withoute any extraordinary chardge in be- 
ginninge, other then a convenient stocke. for which ther will 
presentlye insue a competent gayne. at least a C. for a C, as I 
will showe your lordship, yf it shall please your lordship to con- 
fer with me theraboutes. now the onely difficulty in this 
busynes will be the procuringe of a merchante, to take awaye 
those clothes weekely forready mony as they shall be made, 
and for as muche, as this clothe is muche desyred in middle- 
borow, stoade, Emden, hamborow, and other townes in those 
partes, and their merchants are not permitted to buye them in 
England, but they take them from our Englishe merchants at 
the second hand, I nothinge doubte, but they will be easely 
drawne (to get our Englishe merchants gayne) to buye them 
here at first hand so they may haue any quantity made here, 
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worthe their imployment of a factor^ and much the rather, yf 
they be ther vnto invited by your Lordship. But it may be 
obiected that Sir Thomas Roper, and others, have alreadye made 
clothe here, with no suche successe as I speake of. I answere^ 
that their coullerd clothe and this differ as muche in manner of 
makinge, and place of market, as they do in CouUer. for to 
make Coullerd clothe, requires much more tyme, more arte & 
curious workemanship in dyinge and dressinge to proofie. things 
hard & chardgeable to be done here, so well as in London or 
flaunders, where meanes and workemen are more easye & ex- 
cellent. And when all is done that may be, they are tyed here 
to a bad market, where monye is scant, & handall clothe plenty 
cheape, and so muche worne^ as doth and will allwayes muche 
abridge the sale & prises of better cloth here. But white clothe 
depends not on this country sale, and is made with such expe- 
dicon in comparison of coullerd clothe, that the white maker 
may vse & drape more wooU in a yeare with looo*^ stocke, then 
a coullerd maker can with 5000'*, for white clothe requires no 
curious workemanship, but an orderly sortinge of the woolls, 
with good spinninge, weaving and fiiUinge, and so goes away 
roughe, to the townes before mencioned. where they euer hauc 
bene and euer will be a principall desyred comoditye, for that in 
those partes are the best dyers and dressers of clothe in christen- 
dome. So humbly leavinge all other perticulers to conference 
(yf your lordship shall thinke it worthe the speakinge of) I most 
humbly pray your lordship to take in good parte my good desyre 
to doe your lordship service, the country good, and myself some 
benefitt. I hartely pray god to preserve your lordship in long 
life, health and all happynes. your most humbly to be comanded 
John Greene. 
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CCCXXVII. Sir Richard Aldworth to Cork: 1625. 

This is No. 10 of vol. xvi., and is addressed, " To the right honorable my 
very good Lord Ri : Earle of Corlce one of the Lords of the Privy Counsel!

^son to have delivered you att London long ere this. But an 
employment was layd vppon me which continued me att Dublyn 
fourteen weekes, wherein myselfe and others were in a Com- 
mittee to plott doune a Cowrse in pformance of his Matie's 
Comandint how Ireland might bear the chardg of itself and ease 
England from any further supplying vs with money heer. And 
w^ the help of the King's Revenue heer and Casualtyes of this 
Realm to maintain a standing Army heer of 5000 iFoot and 
500 Horse for the defense of the same. W^ in obedience vnto 
his Ma*^** Commands we have plotted out and returned vnta his 
Highnes; whose resolution we expect, that Comissions may 
issue and be expedited to putt forward and setle that great 
worke ; wherein my psence and travell as I am Comaunded will 
be so necessarie as I fear it will be March before I can sett 
forward towards England, and then I hope to have the happiness 
to see you there. But S*^ I shalbe very vnwilling to come over

My verie honorable Lorde, When I was intending to putt 
the parcels in Connaght to a dew tryell in law^ the lo Lambert 
had some notice thereof and came to mee in great anger, en- 
quiring if I had passed vpon my graunt, such prcells belonging 
vnto him : I acknowledged that they were past. Wherevpon 
he sayd that his £iither in consideration of many great and 
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faithful! services done vnto the crown had received a graunt 
from his ma^^ And vpon that he had past some parcels and if 
the patent doe perchance want a worde or tuo that his M*** will 
not be pleased that any advantage should be taken against him ; 
that he would spend his whole estate before he should be shuffled 
out of his landes. I answered that I did not any wayes derogate 
vnto his father's deserving whoe was wel Iknowen to be a braue 
and valiant commander, that the parcells past vpon his Itre were 
not certain vnto me to whose vse they were passed, for of all 
my graunt I had reserved either few or none for myself. If his 
lops graunt be good being prior it will voyde all subsequent 
graunts : if it be not good these parcells might haue been passed 
vpon other graunts as well as myne.

Right hon**'* my very good Lo^, Though I be sometymes 
compelled through multitude of affairs to deferre my answere to 
your Lp'* letters, yet nothing I assure you comes from your 
hands, whereof I make not the best vse for advancement of his 
Ma**** seruice and improvem* of your Meritt in His good opinion.

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And whereas you haue now the prayse of an able and industrious 
servant^ soe I doubt not but hereafter your Lo^ will reape the 
seasonable fruits from the hand of our great and gracious master. 
For the severall poyntsof your letters of the [blank] of January 
and 3d of February in the matter of religion and publick iustice 
against ofFend*^, your zeale and care of both is here rightly vn- 
derstood and by his ma*^ well approved ; w** I tell your LoP to 
[thank] you for the tyme past and to incourage you hereafter,

kingdom : Whereron my Lo : Trer hath vsed all his best 
endeau*^*. Your Lo will conceaue what rests now on yo"" part 
to expresse yo** thanks vnto him. Since there hath been occa- 
tion to mooue the Lid' to write a letter to yo*" selfe and my Lo : 
Chancellor these concerning the tenne thousand of Corne, the 
delay whereof accompanied w^ certaine other circumstances that 
hap°^ heere was very like to haue bred a great comotion : for the 
Inhabitants of Cheshunt in Hertfordshire 3 miles from Theo- 
balds Parke assembled together to the number of 300 & in 
violent manner tooke away the Corne that was to pass through 
that shre for the reliefe of the Citty of London.

My most honored Lord Father, — The longing desier which 
my Lord Goring and my Sister had to see mee . did draw mee 
from my Studies to spend a forthnight heere with them, especially 
hauing the full consent of D** Pierce who came op also. All 
your lordship's friends heer God be praysed are in good health. 
I see my lord of Kildare often, who remembreth his humble 
seruice to your lordship and hath a great desier to come to 
Oxford. Theier died of the sicknesse here 1 1 this weeke ; it 
is much feared it will increase : it is not onely heer but at Cam- 
bridge Greenewitch and many other. Good my Lord grant 
mee this request that I may waite on you in Ireland, this 
summer a moneth or two, I hauing a longing desier to see you. 
I was constrained to stay for my last [allowance ?] 6 weekes after 
it was due and had not had it then if my cozen Stocdale had 
not furnished mee.

My L^ here are many alarums taken of ill intentions in Ire- 
land fomented fro forraine partes and grounded vppon the eldest 
Sonne of the late Earle of Tirone his being now at Madrid at a 
time when his charge in the low countreyes would rather require 
his presence there^ and speak of great quantities of arms trans- 
ported secretly out of those parts into Ireland and there kept 
close attending oportunitie of rebellion. Concerning the first, 
owr Amb*" S** Fr. Cottington hauing vsed some expostulation 
w*** the chiefe in that court receaues for answer that Tirone is 
onely there to solicite augmentaon of his entertainments. The 
later hath bin much and often spoken of but w^out ground for 
ought I could euer perceaue ; yet I am informed by a gentle- 
man of credit that one Philip Deuoreux of the Countie of 
Waterford being gon into Monohan there to veaue certaine lands^ 
the Earle of Essex hath giuen him, did before his departure 
pretend to affirme this vppon knowledge. I beseech y** Ld^^ to 
enquire both of man and the matter and lett me vnderstand 
what you find who am as before and euer Y' h^ most humble 
seruant Dorchester.

My very goode L^, In pursuite of what I promised y' Lp by my 
last, I send y*^ Lp here^^ an abstract of my forraine aduertise- 
ments not dowbting but it will be agreable to y*^ Lp to know how 
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the world goeth abroad, as well for y^ priuat Satisfaction as the 
aduancement of his Ma**** Seruice, Whereunto those who are in 
gouernmentvnder Princes must needes be the better enabled by the 
knowledge of publique Affaires though in parts neuer so remote : 
but as being all nearer home I am exceeding glad to obserue, 
whilst the Occupations of the rest of the world giue vs leysure, 
his Ma*^ in all his three kingdoms doth aduantage himselfe of 
the oportunities in setling all in that goode order that his well 
affected subjects and seruants haue reason to receaue singuK 
contentment. Here all goeth on without noyse or clamor in 
the accustomed manner of a well ordred gouernment vnder a 
prudent just and religious Prince. In Scotland there hath bin 
newly a conuention of the estates of that kingdom in w^ at the 
very first meeting they did yeald to all that was demaunded by 
his Ma*^ either for his owne supplie or the publique goode : 
without Capitulation or distrust of his Ma*'** gratious intention 
towards them^ w*^** afterwards being made knowne vnto [them], 
hence they parted w*** singular satisfaction. Owt of y' countrey 
though it be long since I heard from y*" L^, yet I vnderstand 
all proceedeth exceeding well by those wayes you haue found 
out for the contentment of the Armie and the discretion you 
have vsed in Casheering the Irish regiment, and his Ma*' is very 
well pleased w*** y' Lp and my L** Chancelor's continuing (not- 
withstanding y^ precedent priuat differences) to concurre in 
carrying forward after so goode manner the publique seruice. It 
were well, some sharp animosities betwixt others who haue had 
and still haue part in that gouernment were lykewise layde aside, 
but that must be left to time, and theyre owne experience that 
quietnes is best : When it will Appeare that passion cannot be 
exercised to any Man's prejudice but his oune who is Mastered 
by it. This I write owt of respect to some persons y Lp loues 
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well, and [from] a regard to others that example in the same vine- 
yard there with you : though not in so neere a degree of frend- 
ship. And [who] yf they fayle of theyre duties in his Ma"** seruice 
must be sooner or later called to an account for it : meanwhile 
the reputation of the gournement is to be supported by hauing 
euery man countenanced in his charge; w^** will make the 
seruice goe on w^ chearefulness and alacritie.

fitt & conuenient opportunity to make his M^ acquainted 
therewith. 

And now I am hereby to lett y** Lo : vnderstand that though 
his M*^ hath already imployed some for the pursueing of that 
businesse yet it was alwayes w*^ this intent & pur|)ose^ to make 
the best vse of it for his owne seruice and profitt. And there- 
fore his pleasure is vpon the sight of yo' Lo : letter, that you 
should direct and guide those that his M*^ hath only imployed 
for the search & finding of his Ma*^' title, & hold correspondence 
w^ mee, for the better managing & regulating the same accord- 
ing to hisMa**** purpose & the contents of yo' owne letter.

CCCXL. The Earl of Cork to the Lord Treasurer: 

1630. 

This is No. 36 of vol. xvii., and is endorsed, ** The Coppie of my Irg 
to the Lo Threr touching the plantacons of Ormond." See Introduction in 
this vol. iii, — G, 

Right HonW*, Synce the receipt of y®' Lo^ Itres in October 
last touching his Ma^^ intentions for a Plantation in Ormond, 
I haue w^ all affectionate zeale traveled my thoughts and stirred 
vp my best observacons to correspond and advance his 
Ma** glorious and royall designe that way. I haue hitherto 
forborne to give y^ L^ an account of what I haue done and 
seen, because I desired to tendre you a view of the State of that 
business in some plainenes and vppon pticulars, to the end you 
may the better enter into a iudgment what may be the future 
workes in that great affaire. 

Because in yo*" Letre I fynd mencon of some employed by 
his Ma*y to search and fynd out his tytle (though none therein 
named) I gaue eare for a tyme to occurrents and was readie to 
heare what any man would propound. But hearing of none 
such, I demanded of M' Willm Hayes (who brought his Ma**" 
Letres) what he vnderstood of the business. Hee answered me 
he knew nothinge of it, But that the Lo : Dorchester delivered 
him the Letters onely and required from him a noate vnder his 
hand acknowledging his receipt thereof and comanded him 
to deliver it to the Lo. ChancelK and myself. Afterwards I 
desired the Lo : Chancello' to lett me know whether he hath 
vndertaken any thing in it and what overtures of Tytle and 
otherwayes had been made to him, [that] to these I might add 
my poor endeavou''' : His LoP answered me, that he had not 
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heard of it till he receaved the King's Letres, neither had any 
man hitherto made any part of the tytle knowen to him, 
neither knew he any : He said he conceaued the King's Lre 
proceded from some moton made in England by the M** of the 
Wards here, otherwise he knows not how such a business should 
be stirred. Then I. demanded of the Master of the Wards 
what he had acted or moveth therein. He answered me that of 
late he had don nothinge saving that he had by way of provision 
vsed the authority of the Court of Wards forcertaine yeares past 
to draue and inclyne those inhabitants to harken to faire 
mocons that way by pressing vppon them tenures in capite ; 
w*^^ tenure they much feared : and w^** in strictness of lawe they 
would be subiect vnto. And observing as I have don by some 
secretts amongst them that they had so cast their eyes vpon the 
pperity of some late Plantacons in their neighbouring Coun- 
treyes as they would more willingly embrace y^ than be subiect 
to the King's tenures and to seruice and payments to the Earle 
of Ormond : He said further that he being Survejr®*" general! of 
his Ma^** Lands in this Kingdome, thorough whose hands all 
pticulars of lands for grants must pass, did in the late Deputies 
tyme w^stand the passing away of those lands, either vpon his 
Ma**** Lres for those Countreyes in speciall or vpon general 
Lres for all mannor of Lands; wherein he so p^ailed with 
those 3 Governo*^ by layinge before them what advantage 
would in tyme come to his Ma^ as well in the encrease of his 
revenues as for the generall peace of the Realme by the dis- 
covery of Titles w*^"* he foresaw did hang over those lands, as 
that very few of those lands did pass. Otherwise, there had 
been now no ground or hope of meanes for his Ma*^ or his 
officers to worke vpon. And this is all he would say to me of 
that businesse. 
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I often entred into conference w*** the Lo : Chancello'' how 
we might best putt life into our discourse and we stirred vp one 
another to bring something to effect at our being together. 
Sometymes M*" William Hayes, servant to the Chancellor of 
Scotland and David Lewes, servant to my very good Lord the 
Earle of Carlisle, did soUicite vs to make some proceeding in the 
business. But neither they nor any other tendred vnto us any 
evidence or matter of tytle for the Kinge. Neither did the Lo : 
Chancello'^ himselfe know anything (or at least he would not 
acknowledge anything to me) but still affirmed vnto me that y* 
I^ent possessors would submitt. I often moved his Lo^ that 
this great cause so much concerning his Ma^^ and multi- 
tudes of people as well for the well handling of yt as for the 
cause itselfe might be propounded and debated at the Table by 
the Judges and Counsell, but his Lo^ would not for a tyme assent 
there vnto. At last it was ppounded in Counsell whether the 
Comission of enquiry should goe downe into the Countrey but 
no Tytle there either opened or discussed. To this some of the 
Judges answered, that vntill tytle were made cleer & manifest 
heer, it would not be safe to attempt an enquiry in the Countrey, 
least y* generall cause might thereby receaue such a foyle as 
could not be cured by any industry or other manner of 
prceeding. When I had long tyme thus expected to meet with 
the proceed** touched in yo*" Lp*' Itre ; And I could not obserue 
any, which I did rather as a patient than otherwise ; being very 
fearefull to do much of myselfe, least I might fall cross upon any 
of their [interests] j Att length I entred into conference with 
severall of the Judges, officers and others of largest experience 
here, what might be the certaine grounds of the tytle, to thend 
we might put o'^selves into a way to make vse of it. I found 
them all generally distasted with the rumors and reports now 
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currant here touching that business and in substance not willing 
to bestow their skill and travells in any such worke as the state 
of this Government now stands. I gather also by them that yf 
the grants and Charters which onely lye in the hands of the 
Earle of Ormond may by faire meanes be obtained^ w** other- 
waies by no Legall way can be forced from him, Yt wilbe 
no great difficulty by due enquiry to intitle his Ma*^ so as 
thereon to ground a plantacon. Otherwaies though the truth 
be for the Kinge yett that can never bee found of record in this 
age without Evidences and Legall proofes. 

Towards thende of the last tearme I found that the Lord 
Chancello^ hath required the King's Atturney to draw the tytle 
into a Case, w** he did^ and it contayned a reasonable apyaunce 
of an antient tytle, but the Charters & Evidences mentioned 
therein are not extant, neither in o** power. And besides, it 
clasheth vpon that great and Princely grace granted by his 
Ma^y to the late Agents in England : w*^** was that no tytle 
aboue 60 yeares should be enquired of; which grace the lords 
and gentry did by a popular petion openly vrge vpon vs the last 
tearme : the coppie of which petion I psently transmitted to 
my Lo : of Dorchester. In the tearme tyme also a Comission 
of enquiry for all those lands was drawen owt and ppared for the 
Seale and that diulged as I [learn] to move the inhabitants to 
hearken to the treaties of submission. To which purpose the 
Lo : Chancello*^ as I vnderstood had employed some in the 
Countrey to sollicite & inclyne the people. Accordingly some 
of the better sort of those inhabitants repaired vnto this Citty, 
who hauinge advised w^ their Counsell [and] seen his Ma*^^ 
Letre and fyndinge there no power to treate or give them con- 
d icons, they seemed litle to esteeme the motion. I conferred 
with some of them yett cautiously, least I might be misinter- 
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preted, and perceaving that some who had vndertaken in this 
cause failyng of what perhaps was expected, would not omitt 
occasion to retort the blame on others who haue more zealeand 
abilities to performe the service. The Earle of Ormond being 
also heere and taking knowledge of the intended Comission ad- 
dressed himself vnto the Lo : Chancell^^ and me, declaring his 
grievance thereat, and saying he hoped his Ma^^ would be so 
gratious, as not to make him the first against whome such a 
strict and [severe] course should be taken. Wee patiently 
endeavoured to give him satisfaction that no prceding should be 
held against him or the rest^ but such as should be both legall 
and tymely. And therevpon fell to enlardge ourselves vnto 
him, how much it might import him to faire mocons of sub- 
mission and not to stand averse to his Ma*^^ royall purposes ; 
w^** could not but end in his Hono^ and encrease of his favo** and 
psent lively hood. His answer was that he was an English 
Earle \ that he and his ancestors had ever been loyall to the 
Crowne ; that he held nothing as Irish Lords or other degene- 
rate English Lords did ; that he held his lands aswell by antient 
grant from the Conquer**' as by late grant from the Croune to 
his prMesso*^ ; that his ancestors caused the heires generall of 
the Earle of Ormond to bee putt in the Statute of absentees in 
the raigne of K. H : 8, as a ground for his further assurance 
against those in England ; and that he had therevpon a new 
grant from the King, and that he renounced all Irish titles and 
dependancies. Wee still pursued our motion vnto him with 
the best arguments we could. Att last his answer was "My 
lords, what authority haue you to demaund any such submission 
from me ? " Wee said wee had receaued instructions for it. He 
said '* I haue gotten out of England a coppie of those letres of 
the Kinge's and you haue no power by them to make any Con- 
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dicons w^ me and the rest : When I see that you haue such 
power and Instructions I shall bethinke myselfe by the aduice of 
my learned Counsell of such answer as shall become me, Sor I 
did one thing w^out Counsell w^ I haue ever since repented 
and I will neuer do the lyke againe ; but I will consider of it 
till the next tearme and then you shall knowe more of my 
mynde, so as in the meane tyme you send forth no Comission 
to make any enquiry ; w*^ if you do I wilbe at Libtie to do my 
best in defence of my Patrimony and Countrey, and will not 
come w^ my answer except you send for me ; and so we de- 
parted. Itt is true that in all the last Plantacons the State here 
required submission from the ptended freeholder, but that was 
after the offices of the King's tytle were found and of record 
and so as the submissions were not desired to make a title but 
only for the more peaceable setling of the plantation. Neither 
will they so submitt but vpon condicons w*^^ will abridge his 
Mat*** proiitt and not allowe the freedome w^ such a worke of 
granting and dividing of lands would require ; Neither will it 
be any way safe for his Ma^ or for the Pattentees to ground a 
distribucon of the lands vpon their only surrenders and grants to 
his Ma*^ ; there being no title pamount of record to pvent and 
checke theire secrett feoiFm** & conveyances ; w^ in this peace- 
able tyme all of them do make w^out regard of conscience or 
creditt. 

I haue heer laid before yo'^ Lop such passages in this great 
cause as I haue observed or could take notice of. Now I may 
not forbeare to adventure to yo'^ Lop such advises as I think 
materiall to a conclusion, w** may be honorable and profitable 
for his Ma*y, which yo*" Lo»* writeth is his Highnes* intent and 
purpose, ffirst yf his Mat^ shall yett thinke it tyme to dispose 
of this goverm* into the hands of an hono^'* and knowing De- 
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putie, such a one as the Judges and officers of trust will freely 
and in love travell for and assist, in whom also the people will 
take affiance and yield themselues vnto in assurance to be ten- 
derly and iudiciously dealt withall (for they putt all they haue 
into the highest hazard) : such a Governour amply authorized 
from theme to psecute the worke all manner of waies, shall 
within the compass of two yeares (at soonest), with the best assis- 
tance of this state, be hable to bring that worke to a good point. 
The essence whereof is of another kynde of quallitie for laborious 
action & curious circumspection, then I perceaue is considared 
by such as nowe seeme to haue handling of it. 

Secondly, his Ma^ may be pleased to cause a gratious Lre to 
be written from himselfe to the Earle of Ormond wishing him 
to remember from whome his hon^" and livelyhood haue chiefly 
derived and w^ what great and high favo^' his Ma^^ hath re- 
cently re-established his howse. And therevpon to take vpsuch 
submiss and yeildinge resolucons to ppocisons on this behalfe to 
be made unto him by authoritie from his Ma^^, as shall declare 
him a dutifuU welwisher to his Ma^^ services and the generall 
setlement of peace in this yett vnsetled Comonwealth. Letting 
him know w^all, that as his Ma*^ is not willing to straine anie 
advantage in Lawe against him or his Estate, so on thother side 
where his Highnes' tytle is iust and hono*^** and that some 
evidences requisit to declare & iustifie the same to the world do 
lye in his hands, the showing whereof will no way pludice his 
present Estate but rather by his Maties bountie and clemencie 
tend to encrease the same and to Establish the generall peace & 
welfare of all those partes, his Highness expects that gratitude 
and dutifuU observance from him to produce the same as shalbe 
required by the officers. This Irg being delivered vnto him by 
such a Governo** as he will confide, and these and other im- 

III. z 
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portant inducetn*' pressed vpon him by some of the State here 
in whom he trusteth, I do assuredly contemplate such an event 
in that cause as shall give his Ma^ and the worlds meet satis- 
faction. 

The Earle being thus drawen in, y* will yeild three benefitts, 
ffirst the rest of the inhabitants w^** are very many and some of 
good qualitie, will either psently yeild to a title and so give helpe 
to a thorow passage in the worke, or otherwaies a title will be 
found w^out them by the strength of those evidences, and then 
they will submitt to a plantacon : Secondly, the scandall of 
trenching vpon the aboue mensoned grace granted to the agents 
wilbe avoided, when all is don by a consent & for the Comon 
^ood. Thirdly, the same evidences w** Will evince for the 
Ormonds, will inevitably reach vpon three or four lardge terri- 
tories lying contiguous to the same, w^ will much encrease his 
Ma^*^ revenues and enlardge the Plantacon. And how farr the 
Hono^^^ and considerate manage of this may lead into Connaght, 
the good disposing whereof is yett of absolute necessity for many 
reasons of State, I at this tyme assume not to foresee. I humbly 
beseech yo*" Lop*' pardon for this tediousnes, being not willing to 
be short or ambiguous to yo*^ LoP in these important affaires of 
my royall master who hath been and daily is so good vnto me : 
[And yf yo^ LoP thinke it meet, I would also humbly advise 
that his Ma^ might be moved to address his pticular Ires to the 
Lo : President of Munster, the Lo : Esmond, the M*" of the 
Court of Wards and S** Charles Coote Knt and Baronett of his 
Ma^^ Priuy Councell here and the Lo : Chiefe Baron mouving 
their labo*^ and best endeavo" for the better quitance and 
manadging this great affaire yf his Highnes intend the gracious 
and happie way of plantacon according [to the] course vsed 
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therein ; they being all men of integrity and knowledge and 
power to give good assistance therein.] ^

Right ho**** and my very good Lord, You will perceave by the 
inclosed, being the Copy of the Letter I this day received from 
my Lord Treasurer, whatis expected for mee to do ; vnto w*^"* 
I shall be obedient w^ the more willingness in regard the busy- 
ness is to pass thorough yo** Lp's hands, but if my directions had 
been to haue ioyned w^ any other man, I should not haue been 
so free of my knowledge in setting forth the title as now I in- 
tend to be. For although this letter speakes his Ma^' intent 
and purpose is to make the best advantage of it for his owne 
vse and service ; yet if yo*" Lp please well to Consider the in- 
closed Minuite of another letter (received from a knowing hand) 
the busynes will appeare to be carryed the first way, according 
to that Ire, whereof yo' LoP was pleased to send me a Copy ; 
w^ if it be so, besydes the little share the publique shall haue in 
the benefitt thereof.

Right honorable my very good L**, In the joint dispatch w*^* 
by his Ma**** Comaundem* I haue addressed to yo*^ Lp & my L** 
Chancellor, you will find the considerac&ns of providence o' 
gratious master hath imparted to you by my hands concerning 
the dangers and defence of Ireland. I must add apart vnto yo*^- 
self, his Ma**** Speciall trust reposed in yo*" Lp for the care & 
guidance of this businesse. I need not invyte yo' diligence nor 
represent to yo** a larger sense of danger than there is cause, 
whereof yo' Lop can best iudge vpon the place. Yo*" former 
letters all aduertise the present disposition of that people to 
peace, whose indeavour or inclynations another way I knowe 
would not escape your vigilancy. Besides, methinkes I might 
dispute against such apprehensions from a generall considerac6n 
of those maxims by w^** popular mynds and motons are for the 
most parte gouerned. Easy I knowe it would be where a re- 
bellion is formed & in that distemper embraceth any meanes 
w*^** may support it, to lett in straungers who looke for entrance, 
but to persuade a people in their full peace to quit that happines 
& entertayne a warre at home w^ may drawe on pretensions on 
their purses, is a work of much difficulty & not likely in my 
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opinion to come to passe w**'out the concurrence of some domes- 
tique injustice & oppression to inforce it ; to w^** pretence and 
motive God be thanked for his blessing to vs and them his 
Ma**** vicarious gouernment is in no vjray subject. But it is not 
safe to trust a kingdome vpon speculative reasons. I am there- 
fore glad you haue tyme to supply from hence of ammunition 
what is besydes requisite for the defense of that kingdome. I 
know yo- wisdome will provide for these or aduertise hither. 
Then I assure yo' Lo*^ yo' private sence and iudgment of this 
busines wilbe very welcome for the settling of his Ma**** 
thoughts.

Right hon**'* my very good Lord, Though I haue ben dili- 
gent to give answers to all your Ires in their order and have 
particularly answered the receipt of that of the 8**" of i o***'' last, 
yet to one important point thereof concerning the petitions 
wh^ had been psented to your Lo*^ and my Lo : Chancello'' at 
the Councell board there, by divers Lids and Gentlemen of that 
Kingdom (whereof you sent me coppies) I haue till now held 
my penn in expectation of the farther aduice your Lo>^ gaue me 
hope of uppon the consultation to be taken w*** the Bishopps. 
But my L^ of London having in the meane time receaved notice 
of the whole matter from the Primate of Armagh, I could noe 
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longer conceale from the Lids of the Comittee^ who vpon view 
of the peticons much distasted the stile vsed by the presento*^ 
vnder the title of a representative body, as of ill example and 
savour in a tyme of peace and orderly gouernment. Neverthe- 
less there is yet noe resolution taken in the businesse nor wilbe 
vntill you ripen yt for farther deliberation by propounding from 
thence such particulars as your Llpps who are vpon the place 
shall iudge to be considerable therein ; w*^ in that regard I wish 
may be hastned, and I desire w^all the continuance of your 
wonted favour to giue me your owne opinion of the way your 
Lo** thinks fittest to hould for preserving the honour of the 
gouvernem^ and yet ease the petioiiers of such grievances as re- 
quire redresse. Your other Ire of the I2th of Febr : hath ben 
likewise read at the Comittee resenting w^ some discontent- 
ment the opposition you haue found in the course of your 
gouvernem^ : wherein because the person vnderstood to be the 
Author of y* is now in question here and left to answer for 
himselfe, I see noe reason why your Lopp should be discouraged, 
especially since your indeavours in his Ma^*" service (particularly 
in setling the revenue and paym^ of the Army) haue thriven soe 
well as yf you did meete w^ any impediments in the worke, 
they haue lost their name and onely served to sett the greater 
valuation on your labour. 

I had here concluded this point, but your Lo^^ letre by my 
Cosen Poulet occasioned this addic6n, in regard you therein 
mensoii w*** earnestnes a desire to retire yourselfe. My Lo** I 
haue allready sayd what I thought fittest to allay and smoothe 
the difficulties of your plase : The same considerations will goe 
farther and serve to silence all thought in you of such with- 
drawing ; whether you regard the good you haue done to that 
Country, or the satisfaction you have given here. In either of

those respects yo*^ Lo'* cannot looke about you but w^ comfort, 
and yf you find therein enough for honour and your private 
contentm*, yet soe much more remayneth to be done for the 
good and improvem^ of that kingdome as calls you to new worke 
and obligeth you to thinke w^ those who haue charge here of 
his Ma^^** affaires how the disorders there may be redressed. 
Amongst w^ the sloath of the natives and their idle way of 
living appeares a great one and the cause of many others, as I 
haue observed from yo*" Lo^* Ires (to w*'** I owe great parte of 
my knowledge of Ireland) and the information of some other 
friends. We were going heere into a part of that mischeife by 
the increase of vagabonds w*^** hath been happily repressed by re- 
viving the lawes and statutes in that case provided, w^ such 
direction and order for their execution as hath made them 
operative. As this example gave vs the first subiect to thinke 
whether the like forme and proceeding might not be applyed 
w^ successe to that State, soe the same occasion hath put it into 
Consultation w^ the Lids of the Counsill, Who according to 
their accustomed wisdome and circumspection stayed in limine 
to waigh aswell the disparity of character and inclination in the 
nations as the want of such lawes in that kingdome w^^ were 
here the groundworke of the late Orders. Neverthelesse con- 
sidering the gouvernm^ there to be conformable to ours in the 
generall and that it hath beene vsuall to supply the defect of 
particular lawes not formally established by Acts of State and 
the Prerogative royall, it wilbe (I thinke) a labour not vnworthy 
your spirit and affection to the publick good, to consider whether 
such a course and establishment may not be practicable and 
profitable amongst you. And to that end I have sent you^ Lo^^ 
a printed coppy of the sayd orders for a begiiiing to your farther 
inquiry and thought, w^ what difference and appropriation to 
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the place and gouvernem* a like frame of Ordinances might be 
raysed to necessitate the Irish in a more industrious course of 
life. Yt remaineth for conclusion of a long letre, I excuse the 
trouble of yt to your Lo** and assure you yt comes from Y' 
L**** most humble seruant Dorchester.

And I finde him very gratiously inclined to give 
eare to yo' sute soe as if I may vnderstand from you what for- 
malityes are to be vsed in the passing of it, I will renew the 
motion together w*^ my endeaour to scure you an absolute 
graunt of the same, being alwayes ready here to doe you the 
offices .of a freind when I meet w^ any fitt occasion. But I 
pray yo' LoP giue me leave to repeate what in effect I haue 
formerly writt in a ioint letter to yo' self and yo*" Colleague,

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I haue therein. I am alsoe credibly informed that Corne is 
conveyed out of Ireland into iFraunce^ w^^ as it is a high affronte 
in those who dare presume to transgresse in that kinde ; soe it 
is extreame negligence in such as should take care for prevention 
thereof. To conclude^ His Ma*^ takeing into his princely care 
and consideraton the welfare of this kingdom w^ at the present 
is in eminent danger of a dearth, hath giuen me imediat order 
from himselfe (w*^** is likewise seconded by authority) to graunt 
licences to such of his subiects as shall desire them to export 
Corne fi-om thence into this Kingdome, giuing good security 
for bringeing it hither. And the said pvision soe be made, yo"^ 
LoJ* are to permitt w^'^out further dispute or Contradiction.

Right honorable, This bearer will deliver you two letters from 
his Ma^^® and other two from the Comittie for Irish causes. 
Both concern important matters & need no further recomenda- 
tion to your Lordship. How the Londoners haue behaved 
themselves in their plantation in Ulster is best known & hath 
been most complained of by the Deputies and State there. And 
what indevors haue been vsed in this kingdom by the Lords and 
by the King himself to conforme them to the rules of planta- 
tion & how from time to time they found meanes to frustrate 
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those endes for w*^** so large territories were bestowed uppon 
them, wil appeare toyo*^ Lordship by that Declaration w*^** I haue 
drawne & sent by S*" Thomas Phillips, both to inform you 
particularly and to bee reformed by you if in anie thing it comes 
short. The Cause being now brought into the star-chamber 
here, it will much concern his Ma^^* both in honor & interest 
that hee puaile against them : wherein the due execution of 
that Comission w^^ is now sent for the examination of witnesses 
wil bee of great importance. And the care thereof is so ernestly 
recomended to your Lordship that I psume not to add anie 
thing saue only on the behalf of S** Thomas Phelips, who hath 
w^ such constancie and charge pursued this cawse that he de- 
serveth incouragement & rewarde. And your Lordship shal 
do wel to giue him countenance & healp^ as the Lord Chichester 
euer did. The Comisioners for the King are also such as need 
yo** Lordship's direction and assistance and to be pressed by you 
to take the seruice to harte. The Londoners haue appointed S** 
John Vaughan for one of their Comissioners, who in the former 
Comision was obserued to proceed with partialitie on their 
side & being of the Councel must bee admonished to carie an 
equal hand for his M**** seruice. By your Lordship's effectual 
proceeding in this business so as the Londoners may neither 
frustrate nor peruert a good return, you shal giue to his Ma*** 
verie much contentment & shal also make a precedent to regu- 
late plantations for publique ends. How his Ma^* accepteth 
your Lordship's faithful seruice wil shortly appeare unto you 
by more than verbal thancks. And what opposition soever hath 
been made by those that haue no way to iustifie the obliquity of 
their proceeding but by laying aspersions vppon others that 
follow direct courses ; yet they preuaile not either to preudice 
yo' Lordship or to make good their own credit w^ nothing but 
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true & plain dealing can upholde. Your Lordship's noble & 
iust waies haue obliged mee vnto you. And if I may bee of anie 
vse I will indever to approue myself your Lordship's faithful 
scruan t Joh n Cok e .

Right Hono**% Wee haue receaued by the hands of this 
bearer Capten John Butler, yo*" LoP* Ires of the 24*** of July last, 
and therewth a Peticon presented by him to his Ma*'% as also a 
Proposicon made by him for the manner of collecting the Re- 
cusant's fynes in this Kingdome. This, you were pleased to 
transmitt hither for o^ opinions & aduise, to the end to prepare 
yo*" Ip & M^ Secretarie Gooke (to whom his Ma*'* referred the 
same) to giue his Highnes account of his royall commandant. 
Vpon consideracon whereof we the Justices apphended it to bee 
a matter of so high consequence as wee thought fitt to commu- 
nicate it to the Counsell, as wee doe in all cases of importance 
that concern his Ma*' service. And haue ioyntly with them 
pervsed & diligently weighed the said Peticons & Proposicofts in 
all the pts thereof, not omitting such other consideracons as wee 
apprehended to bee necessarily depending therevpon and do now 
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ioyne in sending yo' Ip an accompt thereof. Touching the 
matter in itselfe though we conceaue it may in fitt tyme bee 
put into such a course as (being well ordered & moderatly 
carried) may conduce to the service and advantage of his Ma*'** 
service heere, yet considering the psent Constitution of theis 
tymes and the state of his Ma*'** affaires heer, as also the Con- 
dicon of this people who are now charged w*** the payment of 
about 20,000*' English per ann. towards payment of the Army, 
which is to continue payable by them vntill the three English 
subsidies promised by the Agents shalbe paid, w*^** are now well 
neer run out , wee cannott hold this a seasonable tyme to put 
that matter on foot. But are of opinion itwilbe fitt to defer it, 
while the subsidies are paying, least that might beget interrup- 
tion to those paym** beyond ordinary redress & consequently 
disappointment to his Ma*'** affaires depending therevpon j wee 
being hopefuU by the meanes and industrie wee vse (w^"* wee 
will not fail to apply vpon all occasions) to continue those pay- 
ments to the end of the tyme, if some great and vnexpected im- 
pediment interpose not. As to the said Proposicon for y* 
manner of Collecting the said Monies, wee conceive that as 
those Proposicons are now made, this service which requires 
such tendernes & caution in handling thereof cannot in that 
forme bee pf ormed with such success in the execucon & aduan- 
tage therein to his Ma*'** seruice as may bee expected from that 
worke ; w^ being put into another course many obstacles (w**** 
we forget wilbe mett w'^'all to encounter this designe) may bee 
removed, and the matter soe ordered as it may not begett op- 
pression in the execucSn but may pass w*" contentment to the 
Recusants^ or at least soe as they may not take offense thereat. 
And therefore if his Ma*'* in his wisdom shall adiudge this 
matter fitt to bee proceeded in when the paym* of the subsidies 
shall haue an end (for sooner we dare not aduise to take begin- 
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ning) and that his Ma^^^ shall thinke fitt to require 0*" aduises 
therein, wee will endeavo"" soe to order it, and w*^ that caution 
and moderacon as may tend to his Ma^'^ advantage, tp the ease 
of the persons lyable to the penal tie and as neer as wee may to 
the reduccon of many of these people to the reformacon desired. 
And soe end xix^ Decembris. Signed by the Us Justices.

all kynds Cast vp by a Medium of the last 7 yeare's Accompts, 
with such increase as have growen to bee especially mensoned ; 
whereby we may vnderstand the totall thereof, and what for the 
future may be reazonably expected : And whereas the Agents 
emploied hither (by the generall consent of o^ subiects of that 
kingdome) did accord to giue vs, 120,000^* ster : towards the 
supply of o^ Army, wee require you in lyke manner to make 
Certificates vnto vs, how much thereof hath been leavied and 
how the same hath been proporcioned vpon euery several!

As wee haue w*** much 
contentment obserued yo** care of o^ Service in the faithfuU per- 
formance of y* trust wee haue reposed in yo" touching o** affaires 
in that Kingdome & shalbe mindful! on any good occasion to 
make appeare o** gracyous Acceptance thereof. This yo** in- 
tegrity in o** service hath made vs look farther into y* many 
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great blessings w*^** God hath giuen yo", and vnderstandinge that 
yo*^ Sonne y* Lord of Dunguarvan is now growne a man & that 
it is seasonable of yo° to thinke of a fitt marriage for him, wee 
haue (of ourself) thought good to recomend vnto yo^ as an 
bono**'* match for him y* Lady Anne ffilding seruant to our 
dearest Consort y* Queene. She is daughter to y* Lady Den- 
bighe and neece to oMate deere seruant y* Duke of Buckingham

CCCL. DUNGARVAN TO CoRK : 1 632.

Dungarvan by Davy Gibbon.** This matterful letter is selec ted from a full 
sheaf of his always interesting letters. The King appears very pleasingly 
herein. — G. 

My most honored lord and Father, What our proceedings 
were at Yorke in my letters by Turlogh I fully related vnto 
you, who the same day wee left Yorke went for Ireland. Now I 
will giue your lop an accompt of my Actions since my comming 
hither : the 8 of this moneth wee arrived heer late, the nineth" 
wee rested ourselues all day, and the tenth wee went to Greene- 
wich to waite vpon the King, but hee being come to St James 
my lord Rannalagh and I followed him thether : as soone as I 
came to Court I made my addresses to my lord of Holland, and 
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desired him to do mee the fauor as to bring mee to kisse the 
King's hand : hee immediately went down vnto chappell where 
the King then sate to haue his picture drawne^ and brought him 
vp where wee were : as soone as I saw him comming I fell on 
my knee, and the King [reached] his hand and gave it mee to 
kisse. After I was risen, hee cald my lord Rannalagh into the 
galery and there discoursed with him a quarter of an hower. 
What it was I leaue to his owne relation, who I am sure will 
giue you a perfect accompt of it, but the King hauing ended 
with him cald for mee, and when I came to him told mee that 
hee had written a letter to your lop wherein hee propounded a 
marriage between my Lady of Denbiegh's daughter and mee, 
and desired that your lop wold vnderstand him the right way as 
hee meant, and beleeve that the letter was neither procured by 
importunitie of friends nor as a Common lettre, but his owne 
well wishes to both your lops and my lady Denbeighs family 
made him first make the proposition ; whereof he neuer received 
from your lop an answer. I answered his Ma'^ that your lop 
thought you cold giue him noe greater testimonie of your 
obedience to his commands than in sending mee ouer to attend 
his will and pleasure. The King seemed with that very well 
satisfied, and then told mee hee heard that there was some 
engagement betweene M" Clifford and mee, and therefore d^ 
sired to hear from mee the truth of my proceedings there. I 
then informed his Ma^^ that you receiued from the lord Deputy 
a proposition touching M*^ Clifford which you declared vnto 
mee, and aduised mee if it lay in my way to goe and view her 
but comanded mee strictly not to engage my selfe till I had 
waited upon your Ma*^and receiued your commands; that when 
I came into Yorkshire my lord Clifford inuited mee to his house, 
when I saw his daughter and presented my humble seruice to

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her ; but from all engagements I assured his Ma^^ I was free and 
wold bee vntill I had satisfied him : then the King told mee for 
to vrge my affection was against his disposition, and a way 
which he neuer meant to vse with any of his subiects much less 
with any of your children, hee hauing found your lop so faith- 
full and honnest a seruant vnto him^ but hee desired that I wold 
rather match into that family than any, it being the &mily 
which aboue all others hee did esteeme and loue. I answered 
his Ma*^ that noe body was more a seruant to that &mily than 
was your lop and for my part I had the greatest desire to match 
there of any place till my misfortune made mee vow the con- 
trarie ; then I told his Ma^^ that about seuen yeares since there 
was a proposition of a marriage betweene M*^' Anne Villiers and 
mee ; that I had seene her and likt her as well as it was possible 
for one of my age to like a woman ; that after this the match 
was between our parents broken of and when I saw shee was 
disposed of another way I made a vow vnto my selfe that since 
my misfortune was so greate as to misse her I wold neuer marry 
any of that family. This answer I thinke satisfied the King 
more than any^ as my lord of Holland afterwards told mee^ and 
then the King sayd *'My Lord conclude vpon nothing suddainly, 
lay your hand vpon your heart and giue mee an answer as your 
affection moues yeu ; this much I will assure you that whether 
you like or dislike the lady I will neuer thinke the worse of 
you j" and therevpon the King departed. My lord I vow vnto 
you I neuer saw a man expresse himselfe more sweetly and nobly 
than the King did in this businesse. On Wednesday I will 
attend the King at Oatlands and there giue him my answer and 
desire leave of him to travell. I hope to set forward on this day 
sennight. What answer the King shall make I will write vnto 
your lop^ and then aduertize you of many passages heere. I 
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pray my lord if I feile in any part of my relation to you, let mee 
knowe of it and I will mend it ifi my next lettre. And so with 
my daily prayers to God for your health and happinesse I rest 
your lops most obedient sonn Dungaruan.

My noble Lorde, Since I cannot expecte to see you before 
your travell & houlde it fitt (and soe doth my L^ of Salisburye) 
& most necessarye to acquaint you re L^ w^** some ill language 
w*^** hath lately been repeated to my Id of Salisburye and myselfe 
by a person of no ordinarye qualletye or repute : and your 
brother in law M** Goringe was the man who should say those 
wordes to a gentleman who was an acquaintance of the partye 
that related them thus vnto us. 

Discoursinge about your intention nowe to travell beinge 
nowe a sutor to my daughter and the gentleman not houldinge 
that course at this time to sute w^ the condition of a wooer, 
M' Goringe should replye " That there was no such intention 
as to marrye w*^ my daughter ; it was trewe there was such a 
treaty w^ should be kept on foote till your returne (w*^** was not 
like to be a goode while) and in the meane while my Lo of 
Corke woulde worke his endes vpon my L** Deputye and for 
yourselfe (my L** Dungaruan) that vpon the sight of my 
Daughter you shoulde saye you neuer liked woman worse in 
all youre life." My L** I am confident of your Nobleness that 
you neuer sayde this, but my L^ of Salisburye (who is not soe 
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well acquainted w^ you) and his Neece as neere to him in 
affection as in blood and knowinge the party e that tould vs this 
to be soe worthy as he is very confident thease wordes will be 
[proved] to M' Goringe, that he spake them to that other 
gentleman. Oute of that beleefe his Lp xlesires me to craue 
your answere to this letter w*^** may stop the wide mouthes of 
any such that be open in the time of your absence, by the 
asseuhmce of youres readely vnder your own hande ; but I have 
engaged myselfe very deeplye to my L** howe I think nothinge 
can be further from youre owne noble harte than such vnworthy 
thoughtes or wordes ; for I hould you to be a more Braue 
Cavalier than soe. It seems my L^ of Salisburye gaue a touche 
of this to S*" William Beecher the laste weeke when he was 
heere w*** him. But discourseinge the laste night very seriously 
w^ him he toulde me this language still stucke in his stomack 
and helde it most requisite you weare freed of it before you 
went 5 Whereupon I toulde him I would write vnto youre Lp 
aboute it, giuinge him most humble thankes for the care he had of 
his Neece and your honor, and that I made noe question but he 
should speedily be satisfyed heerein before I left this place ; w^** 
I intende to leauc on Wedenesdaye next. I pray your IoP 
present my seruice to Lord Rannelagh and beleeve (naye rest 
assured) that noe man liuinge hath a higher esteeme of your 
Nobleness than My L** youre LoP* most affectionate frende and 
seruant F. Clifforde.

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My noble Lord, I receaued this morning your letter w*^*" you 
sent on to mee by M*^ Roberson your seruant, wherein I con- 
ceaue there are some excerpsions w^^ I am both in honor and 
honestie tied to satisiie. The first is that I shold speake slightly 
of M" ClifFord your daughter and say that I neuer likt woman 
worse in all my life : this my Lord I protest to God is the 
falsest report that euer was raised of any man, for as I profest 
myselfe a seruant vnto her since I first had the honor to see her 
so I doe continue constant in the same resolution ; and in my 
opinion my behaviour at Court is a sufficient confirmation 
of it. 

The second is that wee meant to keepe this proposition afoote 
till my Father cold worke his ends vpon my Lord Deputy. My 
Lord as of the one side I am confident my Lord Deputy will 
noe way oppresse my Father, soe of the other I am certayne 
my lord will noe way trouble his Ip with any uniust suits or 
demaunds, and therefore I shall beseech your Ip to say vnto my 
lord of Salusbury that my lord did neither at first enterteigne 
nor doth now continue this proposition out of an vn worthy 
respect. What may haue [passed] from my Brother Goring 
I conceaue I am not answerable for ; this much I may perhaps 
haue sayd vnto him as I haue done to the King and others, that 
as I am a fi'eeman from anything that may bee called a contract 
soe my resolution is not to marry till my returne from my 
trauells ; and that your lop knowes allwayes to haue been my 
resolution. Now my lord that I haue thus freely and ingenuously 
exprest myselfe to giue satisfaction, let me intreate you to 
answer for my Father and myselfe that wee arc free from any 
meane and vnworthy thoughts and for myselfe let mee assure 
your loP you shall allwayes find mee your humble seruant

My most honred Lord and Dearest father, I haue fbrboren 
to present your Lordship with my lines till now, that I might at 
once fully aquant you with all prosedings, which I fere will not, 
at all ancar your expectance, I am sure not your Dessart from 
them that are Most obleged to you : my Lady Goring is still 
hear self, and hear yousage of me in hear houce ancred my 
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exspection, for it was as Bad as Bytter words could make it^ of 
which my Dearest Brother is wittnes : for my Lord Goring, I 
will say nothing of him^ becaues I cane never know him truly, 
for by his words I shold Judge him verey good, but his actions 
are quite contrarey : of such men I will [not] ventur to Judge 
but this I may truly say hee is to mee the Cruelyst Man Liuing : 
your Lordship Commanded mee to Let you know if his Lord- 
ship and Sir Thomas staford did as they promised, bring mee to 
the quene of bohema: for Sir Thomas staford, I haue not so 
much as sene him sence I came to tone ; my Lord Goring is 
so fare from caring mee ouer, that nether hee nor his Lady nor 
aney of his Daughters did so much as bring mee one fote of the 
Way, which all the tone and Corte wondred at ; and what I

hath relacon to the church ; which amonge other your good ser- 
vices. Wee doe obserue & graciously accepted, have questioned 
the said Earle for erecting that muniment in that place. And 
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whereas the most reverend (lather in god the lord Primate of 
Ardmagh and Archbishop of Dublin have by theyr lettres made 
some certificate concerning the said muniment ; with which not- 
withstanding wee are not soe satisfied as presently to determyne 
the bussines^ but have rather thought good to be further certified 
from you and others of the true state therof ; wee doe therefore 
heireby will and require you to cause a comission to be forth 
with passed vnder the greate seale of that our kingdome & 
directed to your selfe & the said Lord Primate of Ardmagh and 
Archbisshopp of dublin, together with 4 other bishopps, such as 
you shall make choise of; and alsoe to the deane and chapter of 
St Patricks neere Dublin^ and to the deane and chapter of Christ 
Church in Dublin, giveing you & them and any six of you, 
whereof your selfe to be one, full power and authorytie to en« 
quire of the fittness of the placeing of that muniment there, and 
whether it stand not in the place where the high Alter did 
anciently stand ; together with such other circumstances as you, 
or any six of you^ whereof your selfe to be one, shall thincke fitt 
to informe your selues of Concerning the same^ and then to 
certifie us vnder your hands your opinions of the whole m[a]tter, 
that soe wee may take such further order therein as wee shall 
thinke fitt. And these our lettres shalbe your sufficient Warrant 
and dischardg in this behalfe. Given Vnder our Signett at our 
Pallace of Westminster the sixteenth day of April in the tenth 
yeare of our raigne ffranc Windebancke. 

To our right trustie & right Welbeloved Cosen and coun- 
sellor Thomas viscount wentworth our Deputy of our Realme of 
Ireland & President of our Counsell established in the north 
parts.

Received by M' Jones 13 Junii 1634.*' — G. 

My most honored Lord Father, My last of the 14*** of this 
moneth which I sent you by S**^ George Wentworth, I hope 
your lordship has by this time receaued : it did assure your 
lordship both of my safe arriuall out of Yorkeshire^ and of the 
receipt of the pacquet sent by Ambrose, wherein I found foure 
seuerall letters to my selfe, one of the 28*** of Feb., another of 
the 7* of March, the third of the 20*, and the last of the 30*** 
of the same moneth, in all which your lordship doth taxe mee 
of not writing oftener, and at large, allthogh to my knowledge, 
I neuer omitted any opportunitie to giue your lordship that 
satisfaction by letters which in duty I ought, and your lordships 
earnest desire doth require. And because in one of your letters, 
your lordship doth nominate my cosen Peacock, as if hee did 
stay three dayes purposely for my letters, and afterwards went 
without them, I must assure you my lord, hee does mee very 
much wrong ; for after hee had promist mee to fetch before his 
goeing out of the towne, my letters for Ireland, hee without 
either sending, or comming for them, went away vnknowne to 
mee, and made mee keepe my letters, which were readie written, 
a good while by mee, before I knew of his departure : howso- 
euer if in your lordships opinions I haue not been so diligent in 
writing, as you did expect, I beseech you my lord pardon what 
is past, and I will not fiiile hereafter to write vpon all occasions. 
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and at large, whilst I am heere. How to answer the Commands 
of all your lordships letters in this one, it hath been my onely 
care cuer since my returne out of the cuntry, to satisfie your 
lordship in all those particulars which concerne your selfe. But 
aboue all in preseruing the tombe, to obteine the lord Arch- 
bushops letters, whereof at the first I conceaued some hopes. 
S^ William Beecher, and my selfe, did labour as farre as wee 
cold, but were forced at last vpon a peremptory resolution to 
giue ouer, the thing hauing been debated before his Majesty, 
and concluded to haue it downe. Some thought that the lord 
Treasurers stirring in it, did preiudice better effects, but I am 
allmost confident that both the first and last resolution, is come 
out of Ireland. The best is their malice does touch nothing 
but stones, that want feeling, and so wold I my lord (if I durst 
advise) make noe shew of any sense in it, but commit all things 
to God, and beare it with moderation of courage and patience, 
as I beleeue S'*^ William Beecher will advise your lordship, to 
whom your lordship is infinetely obliged. My lord Goring did 
take order for my sister, and sent her ouer into the low 
Cuntreyes, before I returned out of the North ; and since my 
being heere, I haue receaued letters from her, of her safe arriuall 
at the Hague, wher shee hath been very graciously receaued of 
the Queene, and heartily wellcomed by her husband, as shee 
doth expresse to mee in her letters. Before I left the towne I 
furnisht her with 50 pounds, which shee desired of mee, and 
afterwards had a long conference with my lord Goring for to 
settle all things in a tk\xt correspondence betwixt them, which I 
hope hath been done ; and now shee is in a place where there is 
the greatest likelihood of her happinesse. Concerning the 
accounts which in part your lordship hath committed to my 
trust for to cleer all reckonings with my lord Goring, nothing 
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hath been done in it ; S'*^ Thomas StafTord hauing been very 
sick^ and like to dye, and my lord Goring out of his ciuilitie (as 
hee pretends) refusing to enter in to any disputes with mee^ and 
excepting S^ John Leake for being to much, your lordships ser- 
uant. I cannot imagine a better course to end and conclude all 
speedily then^ (as your lordship hath allready done in part) to 
referre it wholly and alltogether to my lord Gorings iudgement, 
since your lordship is willing to let those 600 and od poqnds 
fall, rather than bee longer at variance with my lord Goring, 
and my lord Goring in honnor cannot but meete your lordship 
some part of the way. S*^ Thomas Stafford in this is of 
my opinion. With the ironmongers I did treat according to 
your lordships instructions, first in a meeting at my lodging, S" 
John Leake, and M' Frey being present, where wee did omit 
nothing that meight haue concluded a bargaine, if they had 
been willing, but I find a great difference both in the price of 
the iron^ and the time of payment betweene your lordship and 
them ; your lordship asking 12*^ a tonne, and your money all at 
one entire payment^ at Michelmas comes tweluemonth^ and 
they offring but 11** a tonne, and to fetch but halfe of the iron 
this yeare, to be payed at your lordships time ; the rest when 
they shall haue occasion (which may be the next yeare) and to 
bee payed proportion ably from the time of loading. And beyond 
this they are resolued (as they say) not to goe, and told mee then 
that they wold acquaint your lordship with their resolution, in a 
letter, which they wold send to mee. Since^ I haue dealt with 
them vnder hand, and thought to perswade them to come some- 
thing neerer that way, but all will not doe : in their resolution 
they continue stedfast, notwithstanding your lordships declara- 
tion that they shold resolue and acquaint your lordship of it, 
within two moneths, and haue not yet sent their letter. M*^ 
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Thomas Bourk (whom your lordship mentiones in your letter to 
mee) is not yet come to towne, so that I cold not conferre with 
him about the Haylerod iron, which (God willing) I will doe^ 
assoone as hee comes hether ; and in the meane time neglect noe 
study at all whereby this masse of jron maybee turned into gold. 
The cause which keepes them at this distance, with your lord- 
shipy is, (as I conceaue) they see to much vnwillingnesse in your 
lordship to deale with others^ themselues being the most sub- 
stantiall men heer, and allmost onely able to fetch the iron out 
of Ireland at their owne hazard^ which keepes them from con- 
cluding a bargaine, vnlesse it maye bee ouer much beneficiall to 
them ; wheras if your lordship wold venture the sending of your 
iron hither, you wold find many more chapmen heere^ and sell 
it (in my opinion) with more advantage, and to their losse. But 
your lordship knowes best, how to dispose of it, and to rayse this 
dead stocky when you please. I now come to my owne afiaires^ 
to giue your lordship an accompt how happily all things sue- 
ceede in my marriage bussnesse since my returne firom Launs- 
burron, your lordships councel being now satisfied, both in the 
rentall and euidences of the lands^ which my lord Clifford doth 
settle vpon my M"^ and M** Atturney giuen order for the draw- 
ing vp of the conveighances ; soe that I hope all things shallbe 
ready within these 3 weekes^ or a moneth at furthest^ for my 
goeinge downe to Skipton, and the celebration of my marriage, 
whereof your lordship shall haue more ample notice giuen you 
by the next. I doe most humbly thanke your lordship for your 
fatherly care in supplying mee with moneyes to pay my debts, 
and for giuing mee credit for as much as my occasions shall re- 
quire^ wherein I will promise you (my lord) to bee very sparinge 
and take vp noe more then I must need, as it shall by my ac- 
counts appeare \ for M' Frey is resolued not to meddle any more 
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with my expences^ since in your lordships last letter vnto him, 
you found f&ult with the managing of them, wherein hee 
allwayes shewed a great deale of care, to shune either of the ex- 
tremes, and when my occasions required it, did furnish mee out 
of his owne, to doe mee seruice. I am very sorry your lordship 
did denye him thanks for it, whereby hee might haue been 
gayned, to refuse those offers the Vniuersitie of Basell [= Basle] 
hath made him to bee Professor there ; whereas now I feare hee 
hath accepted of it, and is resolued onely to accompany mee into 
Ireland, and when hee hath giuen your lordship an accompt of 
my expences abroad, take his leaue. 

Of Alderman Parkhurst I haue as yet receaued but 200** : 
hee doth promise mee the rest, when moneyes come in. M*^ 
Hayes and Pennington haue delayed the payment of the 100" 
your lordship charged them with, vpon their letter vntill now, 
and yesterday M** Pennington did for certaine breake, whereby I 
feare the money is in great danger of being lost ; and whereas your 
lordship did heretofore complaine, that you could get noe oppor- 
tunitie of turning monie hither out of Ireland, I haue vpon your 
lordships warrant embraced an offer of Captain Gerrard Fowkes, 
who was desirous to goe ouer vnto Ireland and pay some moneyes 
heer, which hee wold receaue there againe : wherevpon I re- 
ceaued of him 600^^ sterling, which the maske expences did very 
neer consume, and charged it vpon your lordship, by bills of ex- 
change to bee payed the 25 of May next, if hee shall call for it. 
The pacquet which your lordship sent mee by S^*^ Henry 
Hongate, I did receaue, and deliuered vnto my lady May both 
your letter and the bill of Exchange, all the letters which you 
sent in the last pacquet I haue deliuered with my owne hands, 
and haue (according to your lordships commands) waited vpon 
my lord of Kilmallock who is a very sickly man, and much 
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troubled with his restraint, but takes your lordships kind remem- 
brance of him and jour profer extreme kindly. I doe accord- 
ding to your lordships directions visit all those noble men which 
in your last letter you mendond and I hope am not vnwellcome 
to any of them. This towne affords very little newes, onely 
the installation of the Earles of Danby and Morton, which was 
performed with much magnificence ; most of the Earles and 
lords of Scotland and England riding with them through the 
towne in very great state^ and richly appareld. the feast was 
kept at Whitehall, where all the knights in England of the 
order were present, except my lord Treasurer, who pretended 
sicknesse for his excuse, but whether the mind, or the body bee 
the sickest, many doubt : the report of the towne is, that my 
lord Archbushop and hee are vpon very ill termes, and that my 
lord Archbushop has the Kings eare more then hee. The cer- 
tainty of these things I beleeue willbe quickly discouered. 

The Sweden Embassador expects daily his answer, which I 
beleeue will not bee much to his content ; the King as they say 
being not resolued to graunt him any thing hee demaunds. 
From Bruxelles wee hear that the Duke of Arstot is deteind 
prisoner in Spaine and that the Princesof Brabanson and Espino 
and many other persons of qualitie in Flanders are seizd vpon, 
and committed to the citadell of Antwerp : the Deane of Cam- 
bray had his head cut of, who was taken at the same time, how 
they will proceede with the rest or what is there offence is not 
heer yet knowne. 

The Swisers haue broken of their long continued alleance, 
and are now as farre engaged in the German warre as any other 
part of Germanie, the Protestants for the Swedes and the 
Catholique Cantons for the house of Austria. The hast of this 
gentleman permits mee not to write to my lord Deputie and the

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rest of my Aiends there, but by the next I will not faile to do it ; 
in the meane time with daily prayers to God for your lordships 
health and happinesse, I rest Your lordships Most obedient and 
dutifull Sonne, Dungaruan.

My deare Lord^ My frendes whoe brought me the welcom 
newes of youre safe landinge^ thinke they neuer made a more 
pleasinge iorney then in watinge vpon you and are soe satisfyed 
by my lord youre fathers noble waye of [receiving] them, as they 
speake all the honor in the worlde of him and you (as indeede 
they haue iuste cause). I was much troubled to reade the latter 
ende of your priuate letter^ till I perused my Lord Deputye's, 
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which reported the same cause of greefe vnto me^ onely thus 
quallefyed with this assurance ; he woulde be responsible to me 
for his cariage in the busines, the grounde wherof he concealeth 
alike from me as firom my Lord youre &ther and your selfe ; 
neither haue I reason to expecte the participation therof^ con- 
sidering the trust imposed vpon him by his Master and the tryal 
of it to be made before him as a judge : but this j can assure you, 
that j neuer red a more perplexed letter then his was in all my 
life, and I woulde to god you had red it with me ; for then you 
woulde thinke he falls vpon this worke with noe little anxiety of 
minde howe to discharge the dutye of a publick minister and the 
debt of a noble and faithe full frende soe far as honor or con- 
science will warrant him.

linglye and vpon constrainte. What he shall be commanded by 
the Higher powers j feare me he will not be able to auoyde, but 
j hope your Lordships innocencie and his Justice will free you 
in these. I haue writ nowe vnto him with a greate deale of 
freedom (as we allwais vse to doe) j but with more at this time 
to meete with him in his owne stile, which was full of affection 
and freedom. He gaue me notice of your Lordships summons 
to the Castle Chamber, but concealed the cause from me; 
neither can j expecte it, consideringe how he is entrusted in his 
Majesty's secret counsailes and resolues : onely j doe promis my 
selfe a greate mesure of equallety from his handes, if your Lord- 
ship will haue patience to expecte the leaue, wherein j wish you 
a happy success.

& my selfe : fFor her Ladyship, shee looks & likes Ireland very 
well & every day more than other her vertues & goodnes attract 
vnto her the afFeccons & respects of the best sort of people. 
And from her husband & mee her poor father in law, most of 
all. Now the Parliament is adiorned wee intend, god willing, 
to morrow morning, to begin our iourney towards my Country 
house of Lismore, from whence I haue been absent almost seaven 
yeares, and there god willing wee intend to keep a merry Christ- 
mas amongst our Neighbors, & to eate to the noble family of 
Skipton in fatt does & Carps, & to drinke your healthe in the best 
wyne wee can gett, hoping at the Spring to wellcome your 
Ladyship & your noble lord both here & there ; & the sooner 
yee both come the more shall you endeere vs vnto you. In the 
meane tyme I can only, not without some recentments, but let 
your Ladyship know that for a pretended busines of thirty yeares 
old, I am sharply persued in his Majestys Court of the Star- 
chamber ; wherein neither mediacon nor lettres of any subiect 
can worke mee any pacificacon. Gods providence which never 
fayled mee & my owne inocency only must deliuer mee, in which 
I hope I shall not be fayling to my selfe, who in all my accons 
haue ever desired to appeare a iust & honest man, and soe I 
doubt not to prove my selfe, although for many reasons I wish 
this attempt had been made vpon mee more seasonably then at 
your daughter & her fFreinds first arivall. I beseech your Lady- 
ship comend the service to your noble lord, to whome & your 
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selfe I desire ever to be acompted a faithfull & humble servant, 
intreating his Lordship to excuse my not wryting vnto him, for 
I will follow his councell, and as he hath advised both mee & 
my Son, make my applicacon only as he directs ; having vowed 
to my selfe not to wryte to any man in England concerning this 
vnexpected attempt put vpon mee, till I haue deliuered my owne 
iustificacon, & tryed the vttermost to ease & free my selfe here.

The present two Papers must 
represent the whole. The ' Petition * is No. 81 of vol. xviii., and is en- 
dorsed : " A Copy of William Howards peticon against the Earle of 
Corke And of the Earles An*iwer there vnto.** — G. 

The peticon of William Howard : That whereas about 6 
yeares since, the right honorable Richard Earle of Corke became 
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indebted vnto your Supplicant in the some of 204'* ster :, odde 
money, it being for severall parcells of wares, delivered to his 
Lordships vse by the late Countesse direccon, for the wedding 
Cloathes of the Lady Lettice his Lordships daughter, as may 
appeare vnder his Lordships hand ready to be shewen \ since 
which tyme your peticoner hath onely receaved of the said Earle 
but 100^^ of the said debt, and notwithstanding often sollicitacon 
hath been made for the remainder, yet your supplicant can re- 
ceaue no satisfFacon thereof, to your peticoners extraordinary 
preiudice. Therefore, and for that your supplicant hath engaged 
his creditt for the said wares, and ever since hath, and still is in 
danger, to be troubled for the same ; And for that without pay- 
ment he feareth to goe from hence, haveing those 5 yeares con- 
tynued heere to receave the said moneyes remaining due, being 
100** ster : to his great expence, besydes the losses of his tyme 
and ymployment : Prayes satisfacon Etc. 

The Answer of Richard Earle of Corke to the Bill of Complaint 

of William Howard. 

The Defendant for answer saith, That yf he were indebted 
to this peticoner he would not be peticoned against for it, it not 
being his Custome to be sued or complayned vpon for due debts. 
And he further saith. That he never became one peny indebted 
to this peticoner, neither had any traffique or dealing with him, 
in his \yk tyme. Neither ever had he so much knowledge of 
this peticoner to speake or deale with him for any wares or 
comodities vpon trust, or otherwise, being a meere stranger vnto 
him. And as for the severall parcells of lace, and such like, by 
him pretented to be delivered to this defendants vse, by his late 
wives direccons, vpon the 7 of ffebruary 1628, as by his 
faigned Bill of parcells which he hath brought, and delivered 
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to this defendant with his pcticon, alleadging it was for 
the wedding cloathes of the Lady Lettice, The Defendant is 
vtterly ignorant of any such thing ; fFor he saith. That at that 
tyme, nor long after there had not been, nor was any treaty 
between the Lord Goring and the defendant concerning that 
marriage ; which sheweth the improbabilitie of his demaund, 
and that this defendant is not any waies chargeable therewith ; 
Neither did this defendant ever make the plaintiff any promise 
to pay him any such some of money, as in the peticon is men- 
tioned ; Neither was he at his last being in London soe destitute 
of ready money, as to entreat creditt from soe poore a man, as 
this peticoner seemes to be, fFor this Defendantes custome, 
allwaies is, to pay ready money for what he buyes. This De- 
fendant &rther saith. That since the preferring of this peticon 
to your Lordship he hath caused such papers and wrytings, as 
his deceased wyfe left behynde her, to be searched vpp, in which 
he fyndcs, that there was paid vnto the plaintiff the 24*^ of de- 
cember 1628 the some of 36^^ ster :, for wares and comodities, 
that it was very likely she bought of him. As also in other notes 
of hers, that a servant of this Defendants did by her Ladyships 
direccons, and in her presence, deliver vnto this peticoner 100" 
sterling, the 15 of August 1629, which this defendant con- 
ceaveth w^ in full satisfacon of all debts, and demands between 
them. fFor he never had any dealings with the man, nor any 
other of the like kynde, nor ever promised nor engaged himselfe, 
for the payment of any peny to him, or any other man of his 
qualitie, nor those 30 yeares last ever knew what it was to runne 
into a Merchants booke for wares. But this defendant vpon 
conference with some of his servants calleth to mynde. That 
before his Lady gaue direccons for the payment of this last 100'^ 
to this peticoner She found her selfe much disquieted with some 
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misreckenings^ and deceipts, offered to be putt vpon her, bj this 
peticoner and her London Taylor, whom she vehemently sus- 
pected had combyned together to abuse her; and therevpon 
caused certain garments of her daughters to be ripped, and had 
the lace taken of, and both weighed and measured, wherein 
notwithstanding the abuse appeared to be most grosse and 
evident, in that there was neither weight nor measure of those 
thinges he demaunded payment for, yet because her Ladyship 
would leave noe cause of discontent behynde her, vpon her 
coming out of England, she called vnto one William Chettle, 
this peticoners servant for 200'', and gaue icx)" vnto the Taylor, 
and the other 100*^ to this peticoner, which she conceaved was 
more then any way they could iustly demaund. And although 
this defendants wyfe did live allmost a yeare after, yet neither 
this Defendant, nor his wyfe, were ever to this defendants know- 
ledge challendged of this vniust demand till long after her death ; 
neither as this defendant conceaveth, had she lyved neer soe long, 
would he be soe impudent as to demaund it. Lastly this De- 
fendant saith, That the same day his Lady dyed, she requested 
this defendant to pay her debts, and gave him a Note of all the 
money she owed in the world, which she gathered vp soe neerely, 
as she descended to putt in debts not exceeding xx'. All which 
this Defendant hath long since paid, and is confident that yf she 
had owed any such some of money to this peticoner she would 
not have left out soe considerable a some, and inserted others of 
soe small a value, and moment. And therefore seeing this peti- 
coner did never moove nor entreat the Complainant to give any 
Creditt to his wyfe, or any of his children, nor did ever engage 
himselfe to pay any such some of money, nor is any waies by 
law lyable therevnto. He prayeth to be dismissed from this vniust 
suite with his Costs.

Whereas I am herevnto induced by the im- 
portunateness of my Masters, I doe not onely implore your 
honorable acceptance, but begg a pardon for soe high a presum- 
tion : It hath been my greatest ambition to demonstrat vnto 
your honor the present estate of my masters, whom the almighty 
hath blessed with a good health after a long and tedious naviga- 
tion and great trauels by land. He doth and shall continue his 
blessings vnto them in all their purposes and proceedings, and 
make all their courses succesfull & they are very well beloucd 
for their ciuill and transparent carriage towards all sorts, and 
specially my sweet M*^ Robert, who gained the loue of all. S*' 
Hary Wutton was much taken with .him for his discours of

January 1635, from S^ Henry Wotton in commendations of M^ Marcomcs 
to be tutor to my young Sonns.** Fine seal in red wax. — G. 

Right honorable and my verie good Lord^ I write this vnto 
your Lordship on Munday Morning the 24" of November from 
London : whense I am returning to Morowe, after three weekes 
absense, to my poore Cell agayne at Eton ; where I hope to find 
your sweete Children as well as I left them. 

I haue for my part been in this fumie Citie with little con- 
tentment : having except verie few dayes, been for the rest con- 
fined to my Chamber with an extreme defluxion from my Head^ 
which is a Familiar that euer haunteth me heere, especially in 
Winter. Yet I have had your Lordships commandes in my 
meditation, touching youre two designed Trauelers ; wherein I 
will deliver my opinion with Kentish Freedome (for that your 
Lordship knowes is oure proper Attribute) that I thinke is verily 
youre good fortune to haue missed Mons' Batier (who I heare 
besides his present engagement abfoade is more engaged if he 
were neerer in a Wyfe) : In whose roomc I shall humbly present 
vnto your Lordship one (as I conceive after a carefull and strict 
examination of all Circumstances), borne for your purpose : 
Namely^ This bearer Mons' Marcombes. He had been if not 
Himself with youre Lordship before now yet at least my letters 
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had been with you on his behalf, but that we have stoode I 
knowe not how in a kinde of hovering conceypt that your Lord- 
ship would be shortly heere in person. And diverse in vulgar 
voice have entyteled you (though I belecve agaynst youre owne 
Minde) to the vacant Threasurership of this Kingdome: of 
which Though I sawe no perfect grownde, yet I was content to 
be caried with the Current of that noise : till of late M*^ Perkins 
having kindely visited me, and conferring together of youre 
Lordship (as became your deuoted servants) I founde him in 
discourse not forwarde to beleeve that you would be heere be- 
fore the Spring, or at least not before Christmas : which the 
foresaid Monsieur Marcombes hearing (For he was present at 
oure conference, being well knowne to vs bothe) I fell to aske 
him (and in a manner to wish him) whether he would not be 
content to transport himself immediately to your Lordship in 
Irelande : which he verie willingly entertayned, according to 
some speeche that I had before had with him : which though I 
liked well as an Argument of his zeale and good Aflfection to- 
wards your service : yet if I thought him not euerie waye vn- 
exceptionable, I would rather first haue treated with your Lord- 
ship by letter aboute him, that youre acception or refusal might 
haue been the freer : though God forbidd youre Lordship should 
be bounde either waye by my Judgment. For I hold it bothe 
good maners and good caution in such a case as this of trust, to 
make choice of such a person as I dare recommende to youre 
wisedome and reason as well as to youre fevour. 

He is by birthe Frenche : native in the Province of Auvergne, 
bredd seaven yeares in Geneve, verie sounde in Religion, and 
well conversant with Religious Men. Furnished with good lit- 
terature and languages, espetially with Italian : which he speaketh 
as promptly as his owne. And wilbe a good Guide for your 
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Sonns in that delicat Piece of the Worlde. He seemeth in him- 
self neither of a lumpish nor of a light composition ; but of a 
well fixed meane. He hath given good proofe bothe of his dis- 
cretion and fidelitie in my Lord of Middlesex his Howse^ and is 
well reported. And I doe not meerely take him vppon credit : 
For I haue had sundrie meetinges with him, and finde him in his 
discourse verie apposite and sweete ; and indubitably of good 
observation in Civill nurture. Lastly I beleeve my Lord of 
Dungarvan will aflforde him his good worde, or his good opinion 
with your Lordship : For he hath had the honour to be knowne 
vnto him, as both He himself and Mr Perkins tell me. I can 
not conclude without acquaynting youre Lordship with one cir- 
cumstance for mine owne discharge in this greate obligation of 
Confidence which you have layed vppon me. That before I 
would yielde to be the recom mender of him for the disposing 
and moulding (as it were) of youre two Sonnes abroade (In whom 
I heare there are such hopefuU seedes alreadie of virtue and 
noblenesse) I tooke from him (though truely without any imagi- 
nable distrust of his integritie) a solemne vowe and oathe, that 
he would be faythfull and dih'gent in this imployment.

Richard Earle of Corke Lord high Treasurer of Ireland my very good 
Lord and Master humbly present." — G. 

Right honorable. The 29* of November was I felicitated 
with your Lordships letter not onely for those honorable fauours 
therein vouthsafed vnto poore imtneritinge me, but also that I 
sincibly conceiue thereby that your honor is in good health, con- 
trary to the relaton of those malicious misin formers whose vene- 
mous lyes turned my sinces into such a confused load of greife, 
that vntill the receipt of your honors most gratfull commands, 
I could not tell how to dispose of myselfe ; And may it please 
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your honor to understand the originall of it. I craue your 
Lordships patience. Two Irish vagabonds accidentaly coming 
thorow Eton, and haueing some intelhgence of my masters 
being there, inq[ui]red for their Chamber ; where being directed, 
tould me privately that your Lordship was dangerously sicke 
and past the judgment of the profundest doctors there. I con- 
cealed it from my Masters, but at last they had some intelligence 
of it, which made them much to lament, if I had not incouraged 
them, for my hopes was in thalmighty, whose fauour I perpetu- 
ally wish vnto your honour in soule and body. Your directions 
(my most honored Lord) I haue with much obseruation and at- 
tention pervsed againe and againe, and indeed they are cordialls 
vnto me, and I dare bouldly to affirme vnto your Lordship, that 
there were noe exceptions to be taken of my care and fedilitie 
in all those by your honor subscribed. As for my Masters priuat 
and publicke devotion, theire ciuU and courteous carriage to- 
wards all men accordingly, theire neatnes in aparelling, kembing 
and washing, and my tender care of theire health and prosperitie 
in Learning, and all other noble education, I leaue to the appro- 
bation of their noble freinds Sir Hary wootton and M*^ Harison, 
whose vigilant care ouer them requires noe lesse then your 
honorable fauour, and my Masters doe in all matters obey and 
obseruantly performe their mandats, soe that they giue me more 
occasion of ioy and felicitie by their actions than cause to com- 
plaine : they will neither chopp nor change abooke nor any other 
thing that is theirs without my consent, who will not see any 
disaduantage or deceipt vsed against them : they are very studious 
and diligent to fulfill Gods comandements and your Lordships 
will and mandatf . 

As they grow in yeares soe god indues them with vertues. 
My M*" francis is growne mighty tale [= tall] Since he came 
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hither and very proportionable in his Limbs, with which corre- 
spondency in braue and decent carriage and gestures of his body 
and his countenance, gratiously immitating that braue patron of 
vertue My honored Lord Dungarvan dayly more and more ; he 
is not soe much giuen to his booke as my most honored and 
affectionate M^ Robert, who looseth noe houre without a line 
of his idle time, but one Scooldays he doth compose his exercises 
as well as them of double his yeares and experience. Thy are 
vnder ye tuition of ye vsher, in regard thy were placed in the 3** 
forme ; a carefull man he is, yett I thanke god I haue gained 
their loues soe farr that I cann gett them to doe more then their 
scoole exercise in the Chamber and am auctorised soe to doe by 
M^ Harison, who sees that they doe it with much willingnes 
and facilitie. thy writ euery day most commonly a coppy of 
the french and Latin, besides their visions and dictamens, more 
than any two of their Ranke in the scoole can doe. They prac- 
tise the french and latine but they affect not the Irish, notwith- 
standing I shew many reason to bind their minds thereto. M^ 
Robert Some tymes desirs it and is a litle intred in it : he is 
growne very fatt and very joviall and pleasantly merry, and of 
ye rarest memory that euer I knew ; he prefers Learning afore 
all other vertues or pleasures ; M*" Prouost does admire him for 
his excellent genious. he was chosen in a pby the 28^ of 9^^ 
He came vppon ye stage. He had but a mute part, but for the 
gesture of his body, and the order of his pace he did brauely. 
Its my duty to pray for their health and prosperitie and my ser- 
uice is alwaies attending vppon them with all care and fedulitie 
in all matters as your honor shall find by the true accompt that I 
shall giue your honor of the things receiued for their vse and be- 
hoofe. Its my greatest ambition to be alwaies with them where 
euer thy be. I take pleasure in nothing else ; M' francis is 
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sickely, which is a greiuious thing for me to rebte^ but prayses 
be to God its noe vehement sicknes, whereat your Lordship 
should conceiue any greife ; it did proceed from a could that he 
tooke in the Scoole, for his cloathes are very litle for him, he 
growing soe ; [for] which blessed be to Grod ; and he writ diuers 
times to M^ Perkins for a new suite yett wee can see none come 
[yet], for M^ Badnage tould him that they had sufficient clothes 
[It is not] as he doth aleadge, which was an vngratfuU office. 
His sicknes continued these 16 dayes, yett did nott hinder him 
of writing or studying in his chamber, being kept warme. He 
hath taken a purge this day, and reiected it immediatly after, 
soe that it had noe great operation in him. He is very pleasant 
and merry, and wants noe kind of attendants, nor comfort and 
good counsell from Sir Hary wootton. I trust to God it shall 
not long continue, but now some say he is ye healthsomer for 
it ; yett if I could take it vppon myselfe, he should be freed 
from it. 

Sir Hary Wootton hath made choise of a very sufficient man 
to teach them to play on the vyol and to sing ; he doth also vn- 
dertake to helpe my Master Roberts defect in pronontiation, 
which is a principall reason that they should bestow any hours in 
that facultie, for it is a thing that eleuats the Spirits and may 
hinder their proceedings in matters of greater moment. Here 
are two frenchmen, thone waiting one of Lord of Douers sonne, 
thother one the Earle of Northamptons Sonnes, and men of 
good life and conversation, and God being pleased I shall make 
choise of one with M*" Prouests approbation after Christmas ; in 
the meane time they shall doe as they did hitherto, read a chapter 
most commonly euery night in a french testament afore they goe 
to bedd, besides their priuat prayers. I gott thone to read in the 
English testament and thother in the french and so mutually as

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may appeare. God forbid that I would relate any thing to my 
most Honored Lord and best benefactor, but the plaine truth. 
M' Badnag kept a bible that ye vertuous Lady Dungarvan sent 
to my Master francis, which I am nothing culpable off! I in- 
deauor by Gods helpe to keepe a true note of euery particuler 
thing that shalbe either giuen or sent for my Masters vse, and 
to present it to your honor when it shalbe my happines to see 
your Lordship : in the meane time all my hope lyes (next to 
God) in your honorable fauor, and specially that my simplycitie 
in this expression might not be deemed presumption or boldnes 
in your honors good opinion, but fauorably accepted as from a 
poore humble Seruant, Robert Carew. 

CCCLXXIL Sir Henry Wotton to Cork : 1635. 

This is No. 106 of vol. xviii., and is addressed exactly as No. 99, and 
endorsed, *< Eaton 19 January 1635 f^'^'^ S' Henry Wotton : Eaton the 5^ 
December 1635." — G. 

Right Honorable and my verie good Lord, While the bearer 
Mons' Marcombes was fitting himself to poste into Ireland 
with a letter from me vnto your Lordship, and another to my 
truely Noble Ladie of Dungarven (dated bothe on the 24** of 
November from London) myself being the next day after re- 
turned to mine owne privacie : I was surprised with a ftesh 
Assault of obligations from youre Lordship in diverse kindes. 
First, In making me so quickly partaker of youre owne joyes 
touching the sayed Ladie : To whom God send many such 
pretie cheerefuU troubles as shee is likely to haue shortly : And I 
wish from a Grammatical Colledg not improperly that the most 
of them may be of the Masculine Gender. Next, I must re- 
turne to youre Lordship many humble thankes for continuing 
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youre trust vppon me, which is as much to my nature as if you 
bounde me in fetters of Diaments. Thirdly^ I finde my self 
more and more fastned vnto your Lordship by youre prouidcnt 
advise concerning some casual discourse which fell owt hecre 
betweene M^ Badnage and me, who according to that impres- 
sion which Itooke of his fayre nature, seemeth to haue informed 
your Lordship much more of my poore demonstrations towardes 
your sweete Children then I and much lesse then they deserved. 
Touching that businesse, I shall immediately after this wayte on 
your Lordship with an other letter : having as much to doe at 
the present as is possible for a man to haue that loves to doe so 
little. 

As for this Gentleman the bearer : Though your Lordship in 
the conditional clause of youre Last, beginning thus : [If you 
haue not alreadie made choice of a fitt Tutor to travayle with 
my two other Sonns] had not left me at large, yet I haue such a 
grownded opinion in the choice before settled, as by youre favour 
is vnremovable without youre owne expresse dislike vppon the 
view : which I dare venture ; I haue not entred into any par- 
ticular Covenants with him, which might prejudice youre good- 
nesse and his ingenuitie ['disposition' erased]. For I finde 
him not greedie saue as farr as decent respects will require; 
which wilbe best proportioned by your owne honour and wis- 
dome. I would wish your Lordship on that poynt not to trust 
me, but rather in the valuation of Men then of Monies. 

I had now written agayne to my most honored Ladie of 
Dungarven, but that I was lothe to tell her (though alterations 
are not straunge in natural Bodies either young or olde) that 
youre sweete spirited Francke and her Favorite, hath been since 
my returne hether, somewhat troubled with a Fluxe : the frequent 
infirmitie (as I remember) of that Kingdome where he was 
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borne : But he hath taken by my advise, a little physique, bothe 
to purge the acrimonie of that stimulating humour and withal 
to fortiiie his Stomack, where the cause lyeth. Of which potion 
though, he threwe out the half as soon as he had taken it : And 
the remaynder some half an houre after : yet the vertue of the 
medicin had first gott into his vaynes and gave him so quiet re- 
pose this last night, as we holde him free. 

Lett me assure your Lordship (that by thes mine owne and 
the Scoolemasters Sollicitude in such cases as belong bothe to 
owre duties and to owre affections) you haue placed aboute your 
Children one of the most loving and zealous servants that I 
haue euer observed in lyfe. And so God blesse your Lordship 
agayne and agayne : l^o whom I remayne in my poore wayes 
An humble deuoted servant in the olde Kentish playnesse 
Henry Wotton. 

From the Colledge this 6*** of December 1635. 

My good Lord, I haue commended seriously and with pro- 
mise of a good rewarde youre spiritay Robin to the Master of 
oure Coristers heere : who maketh profession (and hath in one 
or two before, given good proofif thereof) to correct the errors 
6f voices and pronunciation : for which he shall haue fit houres 
assigned him. And you shall heare likewise from theire servant 
that your Lordship in youre last vnto him hath given him Com- 
missions to provide heere for your Children (if there be any) one 
to initiat them in the French Tong : It may be donn tyme 
enough at your pleasure : but I will praye your Lordship to 
ponder some reasons that I shall in my next present vnto your 
judgment, touching that point ; of which I haue a little dis- 
coursed with Mons^ Marcombes. 
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CCCLXXIII. Sentence on Mountnorris : 1635. 

This is No. 107 of vol xviii., and is endorsed, " A Coppy of the 
sentence of the Councell of warre pronounced against the lord Mountnorris 
the xij^ day of December 1635 By the Lord Deputy and generall of the 
Annie and Councell of warre." — G. 

Wentworth. Whereas the Kings most excellent Majestie 
by his highnes letters of the one and thirtieth of July last 
directed to vs the Lord deputy, hath been graciously pleased to 
signify, that as he shall euer expect that all due reuerence shalbe 
giuen to the person whom he appoints to be his deputie ic 
generall of his Army within this his kingdome of Ireland, Soe 
on the contrary he shall hold them blameworthy, especially 
being persons who haue receaued their dignities from him, or 
hold their places of honour and trust vnder his gouernement. 
And yet shall forgett their dutie that was in their words or 
actions, to the ill example of others; And takeing notice of the 
carriadge of the Lord Mountnorris his Majesties Vice Threa- 
surer and Threasurer at warres heere, (who holds a Captaines 
place in his Majesties Army) by vttering some speches inciteing 
a revenge, vpon vs the Lord Deputie and generall, from a Lieu- 
tennant of this Army, for performing the duties of our place 
with modesty and good reason, in the tyme of exerciseing our 
Troope ; which his Majestie in his said letters declares to be an 
offence much vnbeseeming the grauity of a privy Councellour to 
vs the Lord Deputie, and the dutie of a Captaine to his General!, 
and not to be suffered in any well gouerned Army, where good 
discipline must be the rule and square of euery mans actions. 
And therefore being very sensible of the honour of vs his deputie, 
and generall of his Army, which may suffer herein, and be of ill 
consequence in the future, he hath by his said letters ¥nlled and 
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commaunded vs, the Lord Deputie and Generally vpon receipt 
of this his letters to call a Councell of warre, and after due 
examination and proofe of those speeches by the Lord Mount- 
norris, his Majesties expresse will and pleasure is ; that he should 
vndergoe, and be lyeable to such Censure as the said Councell 
should impose vpon him^ for the full reparation of vs his deputie 
and general! in that pointe^ and that there be no fayling in 
putting the same in due and speedy execution. In obedience to 
which his Majesties commaunds : wee the Lord deputy called a 
Councell of warre ; who being this day assembled, wee the Lord 
Deputie in the presence of the said Lord Mountnorris did 
chardge him with this offence That within 3 or 4 daies or there- 
abouts after the end of the Parliament, it being mentioned at the 
Lord Channcellors Table, That after wee the Lord Deputie, 
had disolued the Parliament, being sitting downe in the priuie 
Chamber, one of our seruants in moueing a stoole happened to 
hurt our foote, then indisposed through an accession of the 
gowte. That one then present at the Lord Chancellours Table 
then said to the Lord Mountnorris, being there likewise. That 
it was Ansley his Lordships kinsman, and one of our the Lord 
deputie and generalls gentlemen vshers, that had done it ; where- 
vpon the Lord Mountnorris then publiquely and in a scornefull 
contemptuous manner answered. Perhaps it was done in reuenge 
of that publique affront which my lord Deputy had done him 
formerly ; but he had a Brother, that would not take such a 
reuenge. Which charge being soe laid, the Lord Mountnorris 
was required by that Councell of warre to make answer there- 
vnto, who goeing about to answer it, and yet neither confessing 
nor denyeing them. This Councell (after some tyme spent 
therein) required him to answer the said chardge either negatiudy 
or affirmatiuely, yet would not confesse, or deny them ; where- 
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vpon the witnesses vouched for proofe thereof, were called, 
namely, our very good Lord, the lord Visecont Moore, and S*' 
Robert Loftus knight, sonne and heyre to our very good Lord, 
the lord Chauncellour, persons who though they were not the 
originall relators of his lordships discourse to vs the lord deputie, 
yet being present when the said words were soe spoken, were 
conceaued to be able to giue testimony therein, and therefore 
were called to be interrogated withall there vpon ; whoe being 
examined before this Councell, vpon oath ministered vnto them 
by the Clarke of the Councell before vs, by commaundment of 
vs the lord deputie, and their depositions then reduced to wryt- 
ing and subscribed by them in our presence, and in the presence 
also of the said lord Mountnorris, who heard them affirme the 
same. It thereby appeareth that the said lord Mountnorris 
vttered and spoke the said words in manner and forme and at 
the tyme and place aforesaid. The chardge layd against him 
standing then fully prooued. The said Lord Mountnorris at last 
submitted himselfe to the Judgement of this Councell, protest- 
ing that what interpretation soeuer his words might haue putt 
vpon them, he intended noe preiudice or hurt to the person of 
vs the deputie and generall, affirming that by these words ' But 
he hath a Brother that would not take such a Reuenge,' his 
Lordsbipp meant onely that he the said brother would dye, 
before he would giue vs the deputy and generall occasion to 
giue him such a rebuke. Wee fell in the next place to consider, 
as of the nature of the offence, soe of the punishment due 
therwnto ; And first for the nature of the offence, wee con- 
ceaue it to contayne first a Calumnie against the person of vs 
the deputie, and generall of the Army, insinuating by theise 
words, the publique affront or the disgrace wich my lord de- 
putie had done him formerly, that indeed there had been such

an affront or disgrace put vpon him by vs the lord deputie, 
whereas in truth it was nothing soe, but that which was pre- 
tended by the lord Mountnorris, to haue been the said disgrace 
or affront to his kinsman was this, That his said kinsman being 
one of the horse troope commaunded by vs the lord deputy in 
the tyme of exerciseing the Troope, was out of order on horse- 
back to the disturbance of the rest then in exerciseing ; for 
which wee the lord deputy in a milde manner reproueing him, 
assoone as wee retorned aside from him, wee obserued him to 
laugh and geere vs for our iust reproofe of him, which wee dis- 
likeing retorned to him, and layeing a small Cane (which wee 
then carryed) on his shoulders (yet without any blow or stroake 
then giuen him therewith) told him that yf hee did serue vs soe 
any more, wee would lay him ouer the pate: the truth of 
which fact appeared vnto vs by the relation of his Majesties said 
deputie, and our generall, avowed & confirmed by two of vs the 
Captaines, namely the lord Kirkudbright, and S'*^ f&ederick 
Hamilton knight, who then saw the manner of it, and now sate 
as members of this Councell, which said act was by this whole 
Councell adiudged to haue been a &rre milder proceeding with 
the said Ansley, then such an insolence and disobedience to 
any commaunder, much more to his generall, merited. And 
therefore it was a speech, sauring doubtles of malice, to insinuate 
that as an afB-ont or disgrace, which was indeed a iustly 
merited, but milde and modest reprehention and admonition. 
Secondly, wee conceaue the offence to contayne an incitement 
to a reuenge in these words, *■ But he has a brother that would 
not take such a reuenge ; ' which incitement might haue giuen 
encouradgement to the brother being then ic now in this king- 
dome, and Lieftennant of the said lord Mountnorris his foot 
Company, to the said Ansley himselfe being contynually so 
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neere the person of vs the deputie and generally or to some other 
to haue taken vpp resolutions of dangerous consequences. And 
the manner of speaking the words doe so farre aggrauate them, 
as there is noe place left for any indulgent construction to be 
made of them^ nor indeed any construction but such as renders 
the speaker a delinquent in a high and transcendent manner, 
against the person of his generally & his Majesties authoritie, 
whence wee deriue our power. This Councell also takes it into 
consideration, That yf the like words had been spoken of the 
sacred person of our dread Soueraigne Lord the King, they had 
amounted to little lesse than high treason, which by some 
rule of relation apply themselues euen to his Majestie, being 
directed to the person of his deputie, and the reuenge thus in- 
solently vaunted to haue been taken vpon him, being done when 
wee the deputie & generall had that great and high honour 
(which wee alwaies esteeme our selfe in our selfe farr vnworthy 
of) as to be apparelled and robed with his Majesties owne robe 
of Majestie and soueraigntie. Wee considered likewise the 
tyme when these words were spoken, when part of the Army 
was in motion, and when there were diuers Companies of foote 
and Troopes of horse in Towne, and dayly in exerciseing and 
trayning, whereat for the moste parte wee the deputy were 
present, and the Towne full of people from all parts of the 
Kingdome, as then vnreturned back to their owne dwellings 
from their sitting in Parliament. In the next place for the 
punishment due to his offence, wee iudge it to be an apparant 
breach and contempt of the 41^ Article of the printed lawes 
and orders of warre established for the good conduct of the 
seruice of Ireland, dated the 13^ of March, 1633, and published 
in print by vs the lord deputie soone after our accesse to this 
gouernement in these words of the said Article Noe man shall 

III. H H 
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giue any disgracefull words, or committ any act to the disgrace 
of any person in his army or garrison, or any parte thereof 
vpon paine of imprisonment, puUique disarming and banishment 
from the Army, as men for euer disabled to carry Armes: 
And which is more in like breach and contempt of the 13^ 
Article of the said printed lawes & orders of warre, the words 
of which Article are these : Noe man shall offer any violence 
or contemptuously disobey his Commaunder, or doe any Act or 
speake any words, which are like to breed any mutinie in the 
Army or garrison, or impeach the obaying of the generall or 
principall officers directions vpon paine of death : Which 
Articles are no other then the very same Articles this Army 
had allway been gouerned by in the tyme of the late lord fFalk- 
land, lord Willmott and other the lord Generalls before them. 
And therefore this Councell of warre in conformitie to his 
Majesties gracious pleasure signifyed as aforesaid^ and aswell to 
vindicate the honour of vs his Majesties deputie and generall of 
his Army from the wrong and contempt vnder which we now 
suffer, to the scandall of this gouernement, and to the ill example 
of others, as also to deliuer ouer to all which beare offices or are 
listed as members of the Army vnder the rule and gouernement 
of vs his generall, an example of iustice for them to take warn- 
ing by, how they presume to offend against the authority in- 
trusted with vs by his Majesty, doe hereby adiudge order and 
decree that the said lord Mountnorris stands iustly & deseuerdly 
lyeable to vndergoe the censures paines and punishments by the 
said 41 Article, and 13 Articles prouided against the breakers of 
all good discipline and the transgressors against those orders, 
which are by the 41 Articles imprisonment, publique disarming, 
and banishment from the Army as a man for euer disabled to 
carry Armes, And by the said 13*'' Article, death; and there- 
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fore according to the said Articles this Councell doe vnani- 
mously with one ioynt consent (not one of vs being of other 
opinion) adiudge the said lord Mountnorris for his said high and 
great offences to be imprisoned, to stand from hence forth de- 
priued of all the places with the intertaynments due therevnto, 
which he holds now in the Army^ to be disarmed^ to be banished 
the Army, and disenabled for euer bearing office therein hereafter. 
And lastly to be shott to death, or to loose his head, at the 
pleasure of the Generall.

My Lord, I am very glad [to hear of] besses great belly, butt 
sorry she should not bear her first child with me ; which had 
your Lordship att first geuen way to her coming ouer, I had 
now had her and her great belly with me. I was very glade 
when my brother tould mee y* Kinge had geuen leaue for your 
Lordship coming ouer, and did hope then to haue y* honor to 
haue seene you, which I much desier, and am as sorry an/ 
thinge should hinder itt. According to your Lordships desier, 
I did meane to write to my lord deputy, and did ernestly desier 
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my lord to ioyne with mee, to see what bouth our letters would 
have done ; butt my Lord showed mee his letter hee writt now 
to your lordship, whearin hee is so Eirr frome that as hee sayes 
hee should doe your lordship no service in itt. I can not tell 
what to thinke truly, butt doe plainely wishe your lordship 
might haue your desier, and [if] I wear with my lord debuty I 
should saye so much to him, and doe mean yett if I may haue 
y^ least worde frome youre Lordship to trye my lord debputy in 
three or fouer lines ifF I may doe you servies in itt.

This is No. 113 of vol. xviii., and is endorsed, "13 January 1635 from 
Robin Carew seniant to my sonnes at Eaton.** — G. 

My most honored Lord, I implore your Lordship pardon for 
not knowing perfectly what my Masters expences yearely may 
amount vnto, and specialy because I was not therevnto com- 
manded by your Lordship nor auctorised by M' Badnage, who 
had power from your honor to mannage all my Masters affaires ; 
yett I am not soe negligent of my masters welfare, nor of your 
Lordships expences, but I diligently inquire and carefully take 
notice of all things either giuen or bought for my sweete 
masters vse and behoofe in money, aparell, or diet ; which I 
duly writ in my booke, and circumstantly, the time, the place, 
and the giuer, which by reason of the importunitie and bast of 
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this bearer cannot be particularly shewed now vnto your honor: 
first your honor may vnderstand that they were much preiudised, 
in as much as they could not be accommodated with those 
things following sooner, at first coming, for the furnishing of 
their chamber, first for this respect that they were be houlding 
to the Earle of Peter Borows sonnes for the vse of their chamber 
and at much extraordinarys besides their commons; for the 
other were often visited with their neighbouring freinds, for 
which they made great provisions and it was concluded that 
my masters should beare halfe when as they had none to trouble 
them : Secoundly that M' Harison furnished them with linnen 
and a bedd, for which he expects some reward. Although your 
Lordship would not weigh these matters I take great care that 
nothing might be expended but what is necessary, as your 
honor shall find ; Af Proust is my masters great and noble 
freind and would haue them brauely maintained and educated 
in all noble faculties though with great cost, as he speaks at 
large ; but notwithstanding his brave knowledg, poore I can tell 
my masters affectation and what faculties they may attaine vnto 
with lesse charges, and a great deale more facilitie and willingnes 
and wine much creditt thereby. These things were bought by 
M^ Perkins who is mighty backward in sending of them new 
suits and indeed Sir Hary wootton does admire at it as he 
tould me. 

Sent by M' Perkins since the 16 of 9**^ : 

one fleild bedd curtins and valance of blewperpetiana, with 
lace and frenge and testar defectiue, 

one feather bedd, boulster, two pillows, 4 pillow boars and 
2 paire of Sheits.

I ing more, for this moneth past was an expenciue time for candles 

by reason of a sport that they vse in the hall euery night and 
euery recent [comer] must find candles ; for my Masters a halfe 
apound euery night and in play nights a whole pound. M^ 
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Harison bought 3 peuter dishes two saucers and chamber pott, and 
finds bookes and paper and other necessarys that is vsed in the 
scoole ; but for their tuition the ordinary costome is i o* a peice, 
yett they leaue it to your honorable bounty and I leaue your 
honor to God. poore Robert Carew.

My most honored Lord, We haue had Though a very 
troublesome yet a very short passadg, for Sunday^ being the 14 
of this month, at 3 in the after noone, we landed at Redbank by 
Cauldy, distant 13 miles from Chester, where we were forced 
to tarry all the next munday for want of a coach for my Lady 
Lettice Goring, and whence I could not write unto your Lord- 
ship because we could not procure Inke or paper. The Sea (I 
persuade my selfe) hath soe well phisick'd my two yong Lords 
for a good while, that they shall not shortly have any need of more 
purging ; neither needed they feare theiues, for they were fur- 
nished with a reasonable garrison Themselfs, of which I haue 
cleared Them at Chester, the perill wherein they saw Them- 
sel6 at sea, and that they Thought to be very great, will be very 
profitable for Them, they will heerafter the better know them- 
selfs, and I find that their zeal is since become more feruent. 
We feare that my Lady Lettice Gorings Coaches not coming to 
Chester might stay us there too long, hath made me entreat M*^ 
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Pead, who goes to-morrow for London, to deliuer to my Lord 
Goring, the letter which Sir James Hayes entreated me to de- 
Uuer him my selfe -, which I very ernestly desired him to doe. 
I haue also written to M*^ Perkins to haue my yong Lords 
Cloaths in a readines, that so we might haue the les occasion to 
stay at London ; and to this end I haue hence sent him their 
seuerall measures. I will write from London more at large to 
your Lordship, and will whersoeuer I goe, ernestly pray God for 
your prosperity, assuring you that all my actions shall speak me 
My Lord your Lordships most humble seruant Marcombes.

My most honored Lord, Although I am better warranted by 
the custome of the world to dissemble rather [than] to deale 
plainly with a personage of your greatnes, yett I find that those 
practises are neither pleasing to God, nor profitable to such as 
vse them. Wherefore I haue purposed vnfainedly to deliuer 
vnto your honor the happy estate of my deare masters^ whom 
God preserue in health, prosper their noble purposses^ and make 
all their curses [= courses] and indeuors succesfuU^ as hithertoo 
he hath done in their perregrinations. They haue been alwaies 
true obseruers of your Lordships mandats and prescripts and with 
much willingnes indeauored to practise any thing whereby they 
might merit your honors blessings and good likeing; I haue 
gained by my experience and carefuU desire of their welfare soe 
much knowledge of their constitutions, and dispositions, that I 
dare presume to informe your Lordship in some measure there- 
with ; first of my Lord and master, m*^ francis, who is indued 
with the excellentest nature that was created in man, euen his 
meeknes of heart, causeth such a bashfullnes in him that he is 
not able to make any outward expresion of his good intention 
to any body, which in some mens opinion, is deemed a defect

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rather then a gift of nature i hee hath indeed diuers times hid- 
den from me, who am his most humble respectiue and trans- 
parent seruant, those things which would be better discoured ; 
as being in a fitt of extreame paine he conceald it from me, for 
noe other reason as he afterwards confessed but because I tooke 
it greiuiously and tould me if he had seene me cry it would add 
to his greife : praysed be God those clouds are vanished, and the 
sunne of his health shines vppon me and makes me mightylye to 
prays Grod. He is growne in tallnes very much and straight 
but poore in body. He is of a sweet and decent carriage, 
comely in visage, and a louer of pious bookes and of the Scrip- 
ture: he is actiue in his recreating excercises in which M*^ 
Prouost commends him, and exhorts him therevnto for his 
bodyly health, prouided that it be at his spared houres. He 
loues learning but he is much inferiour to M*" Robert's vertue, 
an please your honor : his body is soone distemperd either with 
the alteration of diet or by crossing his good nature, which I to 
preuent those motiues and his inclination to melancholy, doe 
indeauor to keepe him in a temperate diet, and I spoke to his 
tutor to use a cherishing not a seuere way in his teaching, 
which he hath very welle obserued ; howbeit there was noe occa- 
sion to the contrary ; yett his tutors loue and aflabilitie did in- 
courage him to performe his exercisses. He is of a quick apre- 
hensiue witt, yett all his delight is in hunting and horsemanship^ 
fi'om which desire m*^ Robert often dissuads him, and exhorts 
him to learning in his youth, for sayth he there cann be nothing 
more profitable and honorable; and in such amanner that your 
Lordship would admire of it or thinke it incredible, what flowing 
vertues my poore witt cann find in him. He [Robert] is wise, dis- 
creet, learned and deuout, and not such deuotion as is accustomed 
in children, but withall in Sinceritie he honors God, and prefers 
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him in all his actions. He is of a fay re amiable countenance, 
Growne much in thicknes and talnes, and very healthfull. 
Praysed be God, dureing his residence here, he had but one iitt 
of Sicknes, which came by a causualty, not any innate infirmitie. 
The 10^ of January he tooke a conceit against his breakfast as 
he is alwaies curious of his meat, and would goe &sting to 
church. It being a could morning the peircing aire interd into 
his tender stomack and caused a greiuious griping in his belly for 
the space of two dayes, and M' Prouost would haue him to take 
phisicke ; but I was against it, and desired respeit till next day, 
and then I would condescend vnto it, and in the meane space 
he was well recouered, thanks be God, and continues, still in- 
creaseing in vertues. His delight is in his learning and as well 
in all other noble facultys, for he takes noe pleasure in playing 
with boyes nor running abrood, but when I wait vppon him ; and 
to talke latine, he [has] much affected. This quarter he learned 
to play on musick and sing, and he can giue good account for 
any thing that was taught him, but he could not proceed farr, 
for his teacher had much imployments abrood in the countrey 
this quarter. My ipost honorable Lord, what a happines its to 
me to see how loueingly they live togeather, that neuer yett 
two ill words passe betweene them, which is rare to see ; and 
specially when the youngest exceeds the elder in some qualitie, 
then most commonly there is an emulation betweene them as I 
see in this Colledge betweene two brothers, and noblemans sonnes. 
There is such an envy betweene them alwaies that their seruants 
cannot liue quitly for them, but the peace of God is with my 
masters ; they liue in such natural fraternitie and amitie that all 
the colledge of all degrees takes notice of them, and as well for 
that as for their braue courteous carriage to all men, they [are] 
highly respected, and very well beloued -, and there passed some 
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discourse at these graue fellows table of the colledge boorders, 
how they behaued themselves, and the vice prouost which is my 
masters Land Lord protested, that neuer he saw sweeter and 
ciuiller gents in the coUedg then M*^ Boyles ; and by this your 
honor may conceiue that they behaue themselues brauely to- 
wards all sorts of men. I could not gett m*^ francis to writ this 
time, for he alleadges that his hand shakes as it did at the writing 
of his last letter, and my master Roberts tombe [= thumb] is 
sore, wherefore he could not writ, and indeed my good Lord my 
fingers is sore and hath been sore these six weekes, which made 
me omitt soe many oportunities ; for which I craue your honors 
pardon^ and kiss your Lordships hand. Robert Carew.

Right honorable, whereas it was your Lordships pleasure to 
giue admittance for my lines into your most honorable presence, 
and hast giuen me power by your owne letters therein to im- 
bolden myselfe, noe oportunitie being omitted i I now present 
humbly vnto your honor the happy tidings of my masters wel- 
fare, and these herein inclosed shall shew vnto your Lordship 
their vertuous inclinations, as I haue truely collected by my 
carefuU obseruation. I can conceiue more goodnes in them 
then my tongue cann vtter, if I would speak in their prayse i 
but it is onely to make your honor sincible of those extemall 
shews of vertue which is much noted in them here, and admired 
therefore. As for any other pertinents, I cannot satisfie your 
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honors expectation therein, as diet, clothes, or any other 
necessarys but as I learne by the way of Circumstance ; for M^ 
Harison their scoolema*^ and M*^ Perkins doe accommodat them 
with such things as are most requisite and at what prise I can- 
not tell, but I keepe a punctuall account of euery parcel! and 
euery penny and dish of meat that I receiue for their vse, al- 
though their prizes [= prices] I am ignorant in. M' Prouost bids 
often to spare nothing that is for their honor, and commands 
that they and the Lord Mordeaunt should dine and supp to- 
geather, and I will not be against it ; but I knowe there may 
be something saued without any preiudice to their honor if they 
had been priuat in their owne chamber ; yett he does stand for 
their Credit, for he loues them with all his heart. They boord 
at their vshers this lent in the towne, at seauen and six pennys 
a week apeice ; for there is noe meat dressed in the Colledge in 
lent. A3 for my part (my honorable Lord) it is my greatest 
happines that I haue gained the loue of my deare masters and 
cann doe some seruice, as it is knowne in the colledge, I doe tender 
their health more (which your Lordship may thinke is in- 
credible) then myne owne, but my meanes is not able to buy 
me a bare suit of cloathes, but I stand to your Lordships 
bounty. 

It was the importunaties of m*^ Prouost and m*^ Harison who 
this day are towards London, that made me vndertake this, not 
being able to moue on[c] finger to performe my duty to soe 
high a patron, to whom the siluer of all terene happines and the 
gould of all heauenly felicitie, your honors most of all deuoted 
while he liues, Robert Carew.

By the Lord Deputy. 

Wentworth. Whereas an agreement is lately made with vs^ 
the Lord Deputy, on the behalfe of his Majestie, by the right 
Honorable our very good lord Richard Earle of Corck, Lord 
high Threasurer of this Kingdome, that the said Earle of Corck 
shall satisfie and pay vnto our Soueraigne Lord the Kings 
Majestie, the some of fifteene Thousand pounds sterling English 
money in manner following, viz^ five Thousand poundes English 
in hand, fiue Thousand pounds English, at or before the fower 
and twentieth day of June, one Thousand six hundred thirde 
and seauen, and fiue Thousand poundf English, att or before the 
fower and twentieth of June one Thousand six hundred thirtie 
and eight commonly called Midsomer day. And for his Majes- 
ties better service herein, wee have thought iitt that the said 
debt shall bee putt in chardge in his Majesties Corte of Exchequer 
in this Kingdome. And to that end wee pray and require your 
Lordship to cause his Majesties Officer of this Corte whom it 
may concerne, to putt the said debt in chardge accordingly 
amongst his Majesties other debtf of this Corte, and for the 
better securing and sure payment of the same to his highnes vse, 
wee doe pray and authorize your Lordship to giue order for a 
debet to [be] made for payment of the first five Thousand

CCCLXXXI. The Earl of Cork's Remembrances of 

THE ^^15000 IMPOSED UPON HIM. 

This all-important Paper is No. 1 34 of vol. zviii., and another copy is 
No. 135. Both are endorsed, " Remembrances touching the 15000" fyne 
imposed vpon me by the lord deputie/* — G. 

The 23**" of April! 1636. The Lord Primate of Ireland 
came to my house, and asked me, whether M' Carr, my 
Lord deputies Secretary, had been with me, with commaund 
from my lord deputie, that I should presently deliver in to 
S'*^ William Ryves his Majesties Attourney generally all my 
Pattents, deeds, leases, and evidences concerning the Colledge 
of Youghall : Wherevpon I answered his Lordshipp, That 
M*" Carr had been with me, and deliuered me that commaund, 
and that I had sent my two servants, Thomas Badnedge and 
Thomas Hynson to the Kings Attourney with them, and 
shewed his lordshipp M*^ Attourneyes acknowledgement for the 
receipt of them vnder his hand. 
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His lordshipp replyed vnto me, I am glad that you haue sent 
in your wrytings according [to] my lords Commaund^ for I was 
present when his lordshipp gaue that direction. And his lord- 
shipp further said, that the lord deputy told him, that he did 
hope I would disobey his commaund, and not diliuer vpp my 
wrytings, which yf I did, he would that night committ me to 
the Castle of Dublin, and not enlarge me, vntill I had paid as 
great a fyne to his Majestie as the CoUedge of Yoghall was 
worth. And he further told me, that his lordshipp was resolued 
yf I did deliuer vpp my Evidences according [to] his commaund, 
that within one day or two he would call me vnto him, and 
some frends of his and myne, to debate the busines privately. 
And yf I would condiscend to giue the King thirty thowsand 
pounds, he would be my frend, and the suite in Castle Chamber 
should be withdrawne, otherwise he would prosecute, me with- 
out any further delay, for he would see an end of it before he 
went into England. 

The 25*** of Aprill 1636 . being S* Markes day. The lord 
deputie sent for me, where being none with him in his study^ 
but the M' of the RoUes, and S'' George Radcliffe: And 
then his lordshipp told me, he did not doubt, but that the 
lord Primate had acquainted me with his purpose, (it being) 
That before the matter in the Starr Chamber should come to a 
publique hearing, he would treate vpon the busines, and debate 
it in the presence of my best frends : And wished me to name 
three such frends as I did desire should be present thereat. I 
told his lordshipp, I was soe confident of my owne iustification 
and acquitall, that I would trouble noe frends at all. My lord 
replyed, that though I would not trouble them, yet he would 
keepe his promise to the lord Primate. I prayed him to spare 
that labour, for I was resolued to haue a publique hearing and 
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acquitall^ His lordshipp replyed, By God» that you shall neuer 
haue. I aptly conceauing that this meeting was not intended 
for any good vnto me, but onely to gaine from me the strength 
and maine pointt of my defence, that he might be the better 
prepared against me, I told his lordshipp That this treaty was 
intended onely to gaine a submission from me^ and that I did 
beleeue. That the Bishopp of Corke had made him, and doctor 
Bramhall beleeue. That the deed of the Reuertion of the Col- 
ledge of Yoghall was counterfayted, and that the said Lord 
Bishopp of Corkes hand and scale was never putt therevnto, nor 
that that deed that was made to S**" Lawrence Parsons in trust 
for me and my heires was neither publiquely read, nor consented 
vnto in the Chapter house at Yoghall : And that now seeing I 
had fully proved the full and honest perfection thereof, I did 
hope that his lordshipp would free me from that prosecution. 
And that he would never haue given order to beginne that suite 
against me, but vpon the Bishopp of Corkes relation that the 
deed was never agreed vnto in the Chapter^ nor by him signed 
and sealed, which now seeing I had fully cleared, I did hope, his 
lordshipp would ease me, as he had promised me at Portumney 
in the presence of the lord Clifford, and restore me to my repu- 
tation. Whercvnto his lordshipp replyed. It was very likely, 
that yf he had not conceaued, that the deed had been counter- 
feyted, the Information had never been preferred against me ; 
And although you say it to be so fully cleared, yet I am sure the 
Information is not so fully cleared but that you wilbe censured, 
and deeply too, for draweing the CoUedgioners to take an oath 
never to trouble you, and you for taking an oath vnto them, 
that you would pay them their pensions according to the Agree- 
ment. I answered his lordshipp, that as it was a voluntary oath 
pressed vpon me by the Warden and Collcdgians and first 
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moved by deane dauborne, and soe confessed in their owne de- 
positions, And that I conceaued the proper Court for determining 
thereof was not in the Castle Chamber, but in the Court Chris- 
tian. His lordshipp therevnto replyed, I will speak no more 
vnto you, till your frends be present : And wished me to name 
them againe. Wherevnto, when I had desired to be excused, 
for naming any, his lordshipp said, I will not breake my promise 
with the lord Primate, and I know your frends, as well as your 
selfe. And then called Bentley the Pursivant and his sonn, 
whom he presently sent for the lord Ranelagh, the Master of the 
Wards, and the lord Chiefe Justice Lowther, where his lordshipp 
made a great discourse of his care to preserue me, and that in 
dischardge of his promise to the lord Primate, he had sent for 
them to be witnesses thereof. And there we contynued in dis- 
course from nyne till two in the afternoone, still exhorting me 
to submitt my selfe vnto him, which I refusing, he wished me 
to consider better thereof, till the 27^ of that moneth. And yf 
by that tyme I did not conforme my selfe to his pleasure, he 
wished me to take notice, that the day followeing the cause 
should be publiquely heard. And then wee had some meate 
brought vpp into the withdraweing Chamber, where we dyned 
all together, where his lordshipp dranke vnto me, carved to me, 
and showed me a great deale of respect : And as I was departing 
wished me well to consider of my busines, and be ruled by him. 
27. The 27*** of that moneth, I attended the lord deputie, 
vpon the wall between the two Towers of the Castle, where I 
spent two houres in private discourse with him in relating myne 
owne innocency and clearenes from the Crimes related in the 
Castle Chamber Bill. I concluded, that as I had formerly left 
the marriadge of my sonn and heire to his disposall, and that my 
lord Clifford in his last letters had advised me, to referre my selfe

and cause to his lordshipp, and that nothing had hurt me so 
much, as the suspition I had of his lordships good affection to- 
wards me, and for these reasons, and the large promises his lord- 
shipp had made me^ that he would deale nobly with me, and in 
the shutting vpp of the matter proue my best frend, I desired 
his Lordship to impart vnto mee, if I should referre my selfe vnto 
him, how he would deale with me, he would not make it his 
owne sole resolution. And [he said] that it was too great a busines 
for him singly to vndergoe. But he would haue a private con- 
ference with those 5 persons before named, which he first called 
to his assistance, when he priuately heard the cause. And there- 
vpon dismissed me ; And sent his Pursivants and servants for them. 
28. This day the lord Ranelagh came to me, and acquainted 
me, that the lord deputie had had a new conference with him 
alone, and had aggrauated all the crimes so vniustly laid against 
mee in the Starr Chamber Bill, asking him what I said to the 
payment of the 15000*^, that in their former priuate debate his 
Lordshipp had thought fitt to impose vpon me, for the 30 yeares 
meane profitts of the College of Yoghall and the othe misde- 
meanors, contayned in the Castle Chamber Bill, wherwith I 
stood chardged. The lord Ranelagh (as he related vnto me) 
answered. That himselfe, the M"^ of the Wards, and S" Gerrard 
Lowther, when they left his lordshipp found me in the Gallery, 
and the other two being not willing, they enforced him to be 
the reporter of your Lordships inclinacon therein, who told me, 
that the lord deputie thought it fitt to impose 15000^* vpon me, 
for the rents and meane proffitts of the Colledge of Yoghall, 
for the last 30 yeares, that I had receaued them ; which yf I 
would yeald vnto, he would be a suitor vnto his Majestie, that 
soe all things might be cleared, and I might haue the Colledge 
house and gardens, and all other the houses tenements and lands 
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by new Graunt from his Majestie^to me and myheires for ever. 
But for the Parsonadges and tythes they should be all taken 
from me^ and made presensatiue to his Majesties donation and 
guift. And the lord deputie asked the lord Ranelagh (as he in- 
formed me) what answer made the Earle of Corke therevnto ? 
The lord Ranelagh answered, That he was glad (notwithstand- 
ing your lordships many promises of being his best frend) That 
he did not referre it vnto you, And he did hope, yf any such fyne 
should be imposed vpon him, that you would giue him 15 yeares 
for payment thereof. And that he would goe home and drinke a 
Cuppof Sacketo wash away the cares thereof. Then his lordshipp 
pressed the lord Ranelagh to know what I would oiFer his Majestie 
to be freed from all those troubles & demands. To which his 
Lordshipp (as he told me, and as the trueth was) vowed, that he 
never could fynde by me the least inclinacon to offer or giue 
any thing, for that I stood vpon mine owne innocency and 
Justification. Well (said the lord deputie) yf his Majestie will 
accept of fifteen thowsand pounds, my lord of Corke will haue 
the other 15000^*, that by censure shalbe imposed vpon him. 
And yf I shall not haue his resolucon by to morrow morning, I 
will then send to his Majesties learned Councell to be ready and 
prepared against Monday morning, and then the cause shalbe 
heard in open Court, and censured. And therefore he aduised 
him to let me know y^ that was the last tyme of asking. And 
that euening the lord Primate came from the Castle, and supped 
with me, and acquainted me that the lord deputie had had the 
like discourse with him to the same effect, and spake vnto his 
lordshipp to aduise me not to stand to my owne iustification. 
But yf I would referre my selfe and cause to him, he would (as 
he had ever said) proue my best frend. 

29. This day I sent my sonne dungarvan first to S*"^ George 
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RadclifFe, and then to his lordshipp ; for that I saw my danger 
approatching, and the vehemency of his lordships protestacons ' 
deliuered vnto me the day before ; first by my lord Ranelagh, 
then by the lord Primate^ and afterwards that night by the lord 
President of Mounster^ and the M' of the Wards, that yf I did 
not make some offer vnto him^ he would proceede against me 
with all extremitie ; and therefore to pacify and satisfy his lord- 
shipp, I gaue my sonne order to tender him ten thowsand 
pounds, or yf that would not be by him accepted to raise my 
offer, rather then incense his lordshipp higher, to fifteen thow- 
sand pounds Irish, soe as I might haue good long daies of pay- 
ment giuen me ; both which offers my sonne, (as he told me) 
made. But they were to[o] light and would not be accepted, but 
were reiected and despised. Then my sonne dungarvan kneeled 
downe to me, and with teares in his eyes, did desire me to stopp 
all proceedings, with his owne demand, and to make it vpp 
15000^*, which yf I would doe he would be contented I should 
sell soe much of the land I had conveighed to him, as should 
satisfy his lordships owne demand. And if I dyed before it were 
paid, to impose the payment of it vpon his estate. All which I 
refused to consent vnto. 

30. The day followeing, being the last of Aprill 1636, his 
lord&hipp sent M*^ George Carr and M*^ Thomas Little two of 
his Secretaries, to give me notice, that I should prepare to haue 
my cause heard in the Court on Monday followeing, being the 
second of May, for which I sent him word I was prepared. 
And that day S''' Adam Loft us. Justice Lowther, and my owne 
Sonne dungarvan, came vnto me, all pressing me not to goe to 
a publique hearing. But rather to satisfy the lord deputies de- 
maund of 1 5000'', and so make my peace. Which aduice and 
request of theirs I withstood. 
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Primo Maij 1 636. This day I spent with my learned Coun- 
sell prepareing them with instruccions for the hearing of the 
cause the next day ; And they all contynued with me vntill it 
was past eleuen of Clock that nighty And all confidently assured 
me, that I could not be iustly censured for any thing contayned 
in the Bookes or examinacons, neither could any thing be 
fastened vpon me^ except the voluntary oath reciprocally taken 
betwixt me, the Warden, and CoUedgioners, which till then 
was most vsuall and familiar in Ireland, between party and 
party. Neither could I be censured for it in the Castle 
Chamber, But it must be done in the Ecclesiasticall Courts; 
And when I had prepared and dismissed my Lawyers, as I was 
goeing to bed, the lord Primate came from the Castle to my house, 
it being then neere about tweluea Clock, And told me he had more 
care of me then I had of my selfe. And that he was but now 
come from the lord deputie, perswading his lordship to put of 
the hearing, but could not prevaile ; yet he did hope, that yf I 
would consent to giue his Majestie ten thowsand pounds, that 
he found his lordshipp inclinable to accept thereof. I told his 
lordshipp though I knew my innocency as cleare as the sunn at 
noone day, yet I had made him as great or a greater offer by 
my Sonne dungarvan, and it was reiected. And therefore I 
would never make any more offers, for that I found his lord- 
shipp had severall tymes employed many of my frends vnto me, 
onely to insnare me. Then the lord Primate told me. That 
his lordshipp had deepely protested vnto him, that yf I did not 
make him a liberall offer. That the next morning by nyne of 
the Clock he would be in the Castle Chamber, and haue the 
cause publiquely heard, and that there he would impose a censure 
vpon me of thirty thowsand pounds, depriue me of my office of 
IVeasurer, and clapp me vpp into the Castle of Dublin. And 
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therefore the lord Primate importuned me most earnestly, to 
giue him power to offer ten thowsand pounds^ and doubted not, 
but that with that money and his perswasions to pacify him. 
But I desired his lordshipp to forbeare troubling him selfe any 
further in it, for that I had made a vow, when my liberall oiFer 
which my sonne dungarvan made was reiected, I would goe to 
the hearing of it. And was soe confident in the iustnes of my 
cause. That God would vouchsafe me a gracious deliuery from 
my vndeserved enemy; which the good lord Primate prayed 
might succeed accordingly. And soe wee departed. 

This morning when my Councell and SoUicitors, with all my 
pleadings and wrytings were gone to the Court of Castle 
Chamber, and had their Breviats prepared for the defending of 
my cause^ The lord Chancellor with the rest of the Councell 
and Judges, being all assembled at the Castle to attend his 
lordshipp to the Court, I came into the Gallery, where I found 
the lord Chancellor sitting vpon a forme, who called me to sitt 
downe by him, and vsed these speeches vnto me : My Lord, 
you and I knew one another, when we were young men, and 
haue both been long loving frends, and although of late some 
vnkindnesses haue happened between vs, yet thankes be to God, 
neither of vs haue drawne bloud of another. And after that 
vsed many reasons and arguments to bring me to a priuate com- 
posicion, rather then to a publique hearing. I asked of his 
lordshipp whether he had perused the pleadings and examinacons. 
He told me, he had read, and overread them, and weighed euery 
word in them. I desired him to let me know what he con- 
ceaued of them. He protested unto me, that he conceaued me 
soe innocent that he thought there was no cause to blame me, 
much lesse to censure me. Then I told his lordshipp That I 
hoped he would deliuer his vote for my clearing. Nay by my 
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faith (quoth he) I will not promise you that I replyed againe. 
That yf he were in my case I would cleare him, yf my con- 
science did assure me, he were not guilty. His lordshipp 
answered, that it was very necessary for me to be exceeding 
carefull of my selfe; for that it was not my cause^ but my 
Judges, I was to feare. 

Then the M" of the Wards, and S*"" Adam Loftus (who 
before, when the lord Chancellor and I were in discourse, went 
with S*"" George Radcliffe into the lord deputies Chamber) after 
they had spent some halfe houre in discourse with the lord 
deputie, came both forth, and called me in to his lordshipp. 
And assoone as I came in, the lord deputie asked me, whether I 
would haue warre or peace ? I told him, I did pursue peace, but 
it flew from me. Then he replyed, I haue offered you peace, 
and sent many messengers vnto you, but you will not embrace 
it ; And therefore now I must needes enter into the lists against 
you. And I doe vow, that I will censure you, to pay the 
King, thirty thowsand pounds, take away the office of Threasurer 
from you, and send you prisoner to the Castle of Dublin, before 
I come back hither againe. And therefore it will behooue you 
now to make such an offer as is fitt for me in his Majesties 
name to accept of. I told him the offer I had made by my 
Sonne, was reiected, and therefore I had made a vow, neuer to 
make an offer againe. Then let the M*" of the Wards make an 
offer for you', for he knowes my minde. Wherevpon he and 
S" Adam Loftus entreated me most earnestly to referre my selfe 
to my lord deputie, which by their importunities I yealded vnto. 
Wherevpon the M"" of the Wards told his lordshipp seeing he 
would goe no lesse, he should haue his owne desire. Then I 
was willed to retire in the Gallery, and hauing stayed there but 
a little while, S'*^ George Radcliffe came and called me in againe. 
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Whercvpon the lord deputie told me, S" William Parsons hath 
offered^ that you shall pay vnto his Majestie fifteen thowsand 
pounds sterling, whereof 5000" was within few daies to be paid, 
other 5000" at a yeares end, and the last 5000" the yeare fol- 
loweing, soe as it was all to be paid within two yeares. Then 
his lordshipp promised me, That all the proceedings in the Castle 
Chamber should be taken from the fyle. That he would procure 
me a new Grant from his Majestie to me and heires, as my 
Councell should deuise, of the house and garden of the CoUedge, 
and of all other Tenements and lands belonging to the Colledge 
within the Towne and fFranchises of Yoghall. But for the 
Parsonadges, Vickaradges and Tythes to the Colledge belonging, 
they should be disposed of as his Majestie should please. And 
then his lordshipp gaue order to dissolue the Court, for that the 
busines, that should haue drawne him hither was ended. 

5 Maij. The fifth of May, his lordshipp sent for me, and asked 
me whether I had paid in the first 5000^^ into the Exchequer, And 
what securitie I would giue for the other ten thousand pounds 
at the daies appointed. I told him I was preparing of the first 
5000*^ as fast as I could. But I did hope he would giue me some 
good abatement of the last payments, for I was not able to pay 
them vnles I should sell land. His lordshipp answered me, that 
I had yron enough in my store houses, to pay that and a great 
deale more. I told his lordshipp, they had abused him that had 
soe misinformed him, and that I could not prouide that money 
without sale of some of my land, which would require tyme. 
He told me againe, that he would haue that 5000^' presently, 
and that I should enter into Recognisance for the rest. I prayed 
him to consider well, whether in iustice he could impose soe 
great a fyne upon me. Wherevnto he replyed, Gods wounds 
5", When the last Parliament in England brake vpp, you lent

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the King fifteen thousand pounds. And afterward in a verj 
vnciuill vnmannerly manner you pressed his Majestie to repay 
it you. Wherevpon I resolued, before I came out of England to 
fetch it back againe from you^ by one meanes or other. And now 
I haue gotten what I desired, you and I wilbe frends hereafter. 

According [to] my promise I paid the first 5000^* and entered 
into Recognisance for the other loooo^* which I paid before my 
daies^ as the Vicethreasurers acquittances will testify. 

2 Junij. 1 636. This Thursday being the second of June 1 636, 
his lordshipp made a new assault vpon me, which troubled me 
more then all the payments of the money. fFor he being that 
day to take shipping into England, came unexpectedly into my 
house, and called for me, taking me along with him into my 
Gallery, Where he fell into discourse touching the lord Mount- 
norris his wrongs done vnto his lordshipp, chardging me, that I heard 
the lord Mountnorris say that he made his lordshipp lord deputie. 
Wherein when I could not giue him satisfaccon, he tooke me along 
with him in his Coach to the Castle, And I wayting on him to his 
study doore, (intending to call for my owne Coach to be ready to 
waite vpon him to the Shipp side) : he called me back, and in my 
hearing asked S**^ George RadclifFe whether all things were gone a 
shipp board. He answered all things were, sauing that Caskett of 
wrytings, which he knew he would not trust to any other, but 
that he would carry it along with himselfe. But (quoth S^** 
George RadclifFe) my lord of Corke hath not yet signed his 
peticon vnto the King. But it must be done (saith the lord 
deputie) for I cannot goe without it. Then he called me to 
signe to a partchment, that was ready prepared, telling me, it 
was a peticon to his Majestie for the new granting of the Col- 
ledge of Yoghall ; which he could not moue the King for, except 
he had that to show vnder my hand. I told his lordshipp. 
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This is the first tyme that euer I heard thereof, and that I made 
no suite for any such thing, nor euer hadd any such notion or 
hint giuen vnto me of any such intention. And therefore de- 
sired his lordshipp. That I might haue tyme to consider of it, 
and that when I had soe done I would subscribe it, and send it 
after him into England. Then came his gentleman Vsher vnto 
him, and told him he would loose the beneiitt of the tide, and 
passadge, yf he did not make haste. And therevpon the Trumpett 
sounded, and euery man went to horse. Wherevpon his lord- 
shipp standing with one legg within his study doore, and the 
other without, told me, yf I would not trust him, I might read 
it, which I beginning to doe, he tooke it out of my hands and 
said S" George RadcliiFe could read it better then I, for he was 
better acquainted with it. And soe S**^ George in a very hasty 
manner read it ouer, and desired me to make haste to putt my 
hand vnto it : Wherevpon I being thus surprised made some stay 
in subscribeing ; wherewith the lord deputie was much offended, 
telling me, that since I had putt my selfe into his hands, I must 
trust him. And therevpon I signed it conditionally, that he 
should send me a true Copy of it vnder his owne hand, when 
he came into England, which he faithfully promised me, and 
then clapped the wry ting into his Cabinett. But from that day 
to this, I could neuer see that, nor the Copy of it, neither can I 
remember the contents of it, it was so postingly read ouer vnto 
me i which hath euer since much disquieted me.

Right honorable and my verie good Lord, I had from youre 
Lordship a letter on Wenesday last by this verie Bearer, in 6

Dayes from Dublin : How soone should I haue had it if (as 
owre Poetes say) his knees had been greene ? So as first I can 
not but observe as I begann in M** Badenage that all which 
comes from youre lordship are indued with a straunge spirit of 
diligence : vnto which sayed letter before I yeilde you my humble 
answer^ I am desirous to saye somewhat of youre Travaylers and 
of youre Etonians. 

I was thirstie to heare from Mons^ Marcombes^ how the two 
noble Brothers did sorte with a foreyn ay re, when the last weeke 
I received a letter from him of the i2*of Aprile: so long it had 
slept on the waye from Paris : whense the next Morning they 
were preparing towardes Geneve : all in perfect healthe. 

They had from theire first landing at Diepe seene no markes 
of warre in theire jorney but dearthe. And I hope shall finde it 
forwards no worse. One thing I must not forgett to tell your 
Lordship, That the King of Fraunce hath so raysed all the 
Monies, as the French Crown e doeth runn at fiill 8 shillinges 
sterling thorough his kingdome : which for such provision as 
they had taken vp before the Edict will doe them no harme : but 
in these fresh supplies vppon dormant Bills of Exchaunge or of 
Credit, which perchaunce they tooke from London with them, 
not deaming of any such alteration, I doe not see how some losse 
wilbe avoyded. The best is they haue at home a wise and 
loving Father, which is a sure Minte. God haue them in his 
blessed Custodie, for they are as hopefull Plants as the worldecan 
yeilde. Next, concerning the two neerer Pledges of youre trust 
vnder my care, I received some dayes since from my Ladie 
Goring there sister, some few lines expressing a desire to haue 
them with her at this tyme of owre vacation, when owre Schoole 
Annually breaketh vp two weekes before Whitsontyde and 
peeceth agayne a fortnight after j which just and kinde motion 
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was to me an absolute commaunde. And so I sent them to Her 
at Lewes in Sussex, together with the Captayn of owre Schoole, 
a well lerned and well tempered Boye : whose Frendes dwell in 
that Shiere, so as he may serue them bothe for a good Guide 
and Compaynion. It wilbe a solace for my Ladie, and for them 
a fine refreshment. And I am glad to tell your Lordship that 
shee will see Franck in better health and strength then he hath 
been in either Kingdome before. And Robert will entertayne 
her with his pretie conceptions, now a greate deale more 
smoothely than he was wonte. We expect them both agayne 
vnder Gods fauour on Saterday come seavenight. 

Now^ Touching the privat subject of your Lordship last to 
me. Truely (My good Lord) I was shaken with such an 
amazement at the first percussion thereof^ that till a seconde 
pervsal I was doubtfull whether I had readd right : For we are 
all heere so well perswaded of young M^ Caries discretion and 
temper and 2^ale in his charge and in the whole carriadge of 
himself as it wilbe harde to stampe vs with any new impression : 
yet because your Lordships letter was so confident, I bestowed 
a Daye in a little Inquisitivenesse. And founde indeede that 
betweene him and a younge Mayed, dawghter to owre vnder- 
baker and almost (like Fathers), I doe not altogether (I must con- 
fesse) [think] vnhandsome, nor so far otherwise as she thinks her 
self theare had passed long since certayn civil, which she was 
content to call amorous language. But it is neere half a yeare 
that he hath not been with her : Tyme enough I dare swere to 
refrigerat more love then was euer betweene them. So as in 
that point your Lordship may quiet your thoughts : yet glad I 
am for the letter you were pleased to write, because it will give 
me an apt occasion at his returne to warne him how carefull and 
vigilant he ought to be in preserving his person from scandal. 
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when such a levitie as this (whether serious or sporteful) is flowen 
ouer so suddaynly to youre Lordship : of whose good opinion it 
behoveth him to stande in much awe. When I haue spoken 
with himself I shall write agayne to youre Lordship, beseeching 
you in the meane while to keepe him in your favorable conceypt: 
For truely theare can not be a more tender attendant about your 
sweete Children. In so much as when Franck was sick of no 
deepe iniirmitie, he was out of his sight, nothing but teares, dis- 
tilling no doubt fro a good nature. I am glad to see youre Lord- 
ship casting an eye towards England, and yet I could have 
wished that you would settle in that Soyle vppon which the Con- 
querors Foote did never treade. But I shall not neede to 
despayre that youre Lordship wilbe theare Ukewise readdie for 
any fayre temptation, notwithstanding those few Thowsandes 
which Dorsetshire must swallowe with the envie of Kent. 

I had now donn for the present, but that I must fust deliver 
an vnfortunate misadventure which hath be&ln this good spirited 
gentlemen M"" Carie : who bringing back letters to your Lord- 
ship from youre two Etonians at Lewis, and from there sweete 
Sister, and from his owne sonn, hath by a shalow Pocket lost 
them on the waye, together with one of mine (the least of the 
whole losse) which I had written provisionally to your Lordship 
for feare he should not returne this waye, but might perchaunce 
light on some shipping in the Sussex harbors. It were vnjustice 
in youre Lordship to be offended with this mishap : For he hath 
sufficiently tormented himself. But now the last hope is that 
peradventure they may fall into the handes of some person of 
humanitie : And so be sent over according to their addresses. I 
haue troubled your Lordship too long. Lett me ende in your love. 
And euer rest youre faythfuU poore servant Henry Wotton.

The ioynt & seueral answers of John fitz Redmond fitz 
Gerald, & Edmond fitz Gerrald^ defendants, to the bill of com- 
plaint of Sir Robert Tynte Kn* Complainent. 

The said defendants say that the said bill b preferred against 
them for some sinister ends & plotts of the said complainant & 
without any colour or cause of suite ; notwithstanding all advan- 
tage of exceptions vnto the vncertainty & insufficiency of the 
said bill to the said defendants & either of them now & always 
sewed, the said defendants & either of them say as followeth. 
And first the said John fitz Redmund for himselfe saith that he 
doth not beleeue y* our late honerd Lord King James^ was law- 
fully seised in his demesne as of his in right of his crowne, of & 
in the castle towne & lands of Ballycrinan, Kilcridan, Gortnes- 
kibbal, & Carrownebuy in the bill mentioned, by the attaynder 
of Redmund ffitz John Gerrald father of this defendant, as in & by 
the said Bill is vntruely pretended. fFor this defendant saith that, 
as he hath heard, the attaynder of the said Redmund fitz John 
was for some small piracy committed by him about the yeere of 
our Lord God 16 16, for which he was shortly after repriued & 
pardened ; but this defendant saith that long before the said at- 
taynder, namely in An^domi 1606, the said Redmund fitz John, 
did by his deed duely in law executed, as this defendant hath 
heard, convay[ed] the said castle, townes, lands & premisses vnto 
feoffees in trust to the vse of himselfe for life & after to the vse 
of the heires males of his body, or such like particular estate in 
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tayle, which neither was nor could be forfaited (as this defendant 
is informed) by the attayder os the said Redmund aforesaid. 
And the said defendant further saith y* if by any office the said 
Redmund fitz John was found to be seased in fee of the pre- 
mises at the tyme of his attainder^ that the same was so done (as 
this defendant hopeth to proue) by the incitation laboring and 
procurement of the said complainent for the said premises or 
some part therof^ & to clowd ic obscure the title & interest of 
this defendant ; Also this defendant saith, y* if any such office 
was, that the same was taken either after the decease of the said 
Redmund fitz John (as this defendant is informed) at which 
tyme this defendant was a minor not able to make knowne his 
right & title, or in the absence of the said Redmund fitz John, 
& when the said complainant by his subtile dealings had gott 
into his hands & custody the said deed of fefFement vpon some 
comunication with the said Redmund fitz John for the said 
premises, so y^ the same by the said complainant was wilfully 
concealed ic could not he produced at the enquiry ; And this 
defendant further sayeth y* if any such grant was made of the 
premisses vnto the right honerable fFrancis Lord Mount Norris 
as by thesaid bill is surmised, this defendant doubteth not to 
proue that the said grant was taken by the setting on informa- 
tion & perswasion of the said complainant, to the end to haue 
the same granted back againe to the said complainant & so to 
colour the vniust & sinister proceedings of the said complainant ; 
All which the said defendant humbly tendereth to the due con- 
sideration of this honourable court, and whether the said com- 
plainant shall haue any reliefe in this conscionable court, in his 
most vnconscionable practises aforesaid. And the said defendant 
for further answere to the said bill confcsseth it to be true y* the 
said complainant hath entred into the premises, & hath by him- 
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selfe & his vndertenants receiued the rents issues & piofits 
therof^ for many yeares past ^ the said defendant for answere 
thervnto saith, that the reason therof was, for that this defendant 
was so long tyme a minor within age & vnderstood not his iust 
title & right vnto the said premisses^ but as soone as this de- 
fendant came to the age of 21 yeares, he this defendant hath 
euer since duely made his clay me vnto the premisses, being not 
able farther to proceed by reason of his great pouerty & wants, 
being reteined by the charity of others. And this said defendant 
confeseeth it to be true, that he this defendant doth diuulge & 
giue out that he is inheritor ic estated in the said lands, either 
by the fefFement made by the said Redmund fitz John, or by 
some other former in tayle, as he doubteth not but y^ it is iust & 
right for him so to doe, & therin shall haue the fauor of this 
honorable court, especially against the said complainant who 
cautelously & vpon smale or noe consideration on that yearly 
value considered, hath (as this defendant doubteth not to proue) 
crept into the possession of those premisses. And for playne de- 
claration of this defendants title, the said defendant saith that the 
said premisses were long before the attaynder of the said Red- 
mund, intayled, & accordingly by general discents enioyed, 
which entayle this defendant hath seene & read, & which this 
defendant doubted not to procure to be shewed vpon hearing of 
the cause, to this honorable court, but to bring the same into 
court, where the same may by some neglect either be lost, or 
defaced, to his vtter vndoing, & to which deed the said com- 
plainant hath no colour or pretence, the said defendant hopeth 
this honorable Court will spare him therin ; but as for the said 
deed of fefFement, the said defendant saith, y^ as he is credeblely 
informed, the said complainaint hath the same in his owne hands 
& custody, & this defendant denyeth y* he or any for him hath

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the same ^ in that the said defendant hath [not] any secret or 
dormant estate not discouered : And the said other defendant 
Edmond fitz Gerrald for answere to soe much of the said bill as 
concerneth himself saith, y* he doth not clayme any inheritance 
in the lands in the bill mentioned, but only as the heere of the 
survivinge fefFer Garret fitz Gerrald his father, to the vse of 
thother defendant John fitz Redmund ; & for further answer 
this defendant for himselfe saith, y* he doth know y* the said 
Redmund fitz John in the bill named, long before the supposed 
attaynder in the said bill mentioned, did make a fefFement of the 
lands in the bill mentioned & of other his lands to the said 
Gerrot fitz Gerrald, this defendants father & Morrish Begg ic 
their heires 5 which was to the vse of EUyn Roch wife to the 
said Redmund & the heires males of her body begotten betweene 
her & the said Redmund iitz John, as this defendant credeblely 
heard & beliueeth to be true. And this defendant further 
saith y* the said feflFcment was in the custody of this said de- 
fendants father for a long tyme, & about thirty yeares since this 
defendant by the directions of his said fether did carry the same 
to youghal, wher this defendant did then deliuer the same vnto 
his said father, at which tyme the said Redmund fitz John, in 
the presence of the said complainant ic of this defendant & 
others (pretending that he had some prposes for the good & 
benefit of his posterity, which he could not effect without view 
& perevsing of the said fefFement) desired the same might be 
produced & read ; & thervpon the said deed of fefFement was in 
the chamber of the said complainant at youghal aforesaid & in 
the said complainants presence openly read ; but as the same 
was reading the said Redmund fitz John, by the animating ic 
incouraging of the said complainant as this defendant verify 
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beleeveth ^ \doubteth not proue,] violently & suddenly rached 
[= snatched] ic took the said deed out of the readers hand; 
and although this complainants father and this defendants^ with 
others stroue to regayne the same, yet the said Redmond refused 
to [by reason of the complainants assisting & helping of the said 
Redmond iitz John] the said Redmund refused to restore the 
same ; & as this defendant verily beleeues^ the said Redmund 
afterward deliuered the same to the said Complainant^ but what 
certaynely became afterward of the said deed this defendant doth 
not directly know. Without y*, y* any other matter contained 
in the said bill material to be answered vnto, & hereby not 
sufficeently answered vnto, denyed, confessed, trauersed or 
avoyded is true. All which matters the said defendants & euery 
of them is ready to auere & proue : And therby humbly pray to 
be dismist with there costs in y* behalfe wrongly sustayned.

my Sonns at Eaton CoUedge, from Eaton the 9^ of June.*' The signature 
is plainly ' Carew : * and the interchange of Carey and Carew was then 
common.^G. 

My most honored Lord^ The dajly expectation of your 
honours arivall here in England^ hindred the performance of this 
my duty, vntil now the delay makes me dispair of your Lord- 

' On margin — ^Those words within the strickes M' Robiston would not 
haue them in his answeare. [the words stroked under were added when 
M' R. objected to original text.] 
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ships coming, as also my minde prompting that my remissnes 
should make a shipwracke of your Lordships good opinion ; 
which is the cheife happines I aime at. I praise God for it, my 
masters are excellent well in healthy and they prajed heartyli 
for news of your honor. They prosper in all their proceedings, 
and God blesses them in their Journeys, they haue beene this 
vacation (with the consent of all those that are in authoritie over 
them) with their deare Sister, where there was nothing wanting, 
to afford a good and pleasant entertainment if my honorable 
Lady had not been visited with her continuall guest, griefe and 
melancholy : which is vncurable while she Hues amongst those 
vnhappy plants, which yelde her nothing but vexation of mynde, 
yea haue already suckt from her all comfort, my witt is not 
able to make a full relation of her estate, but my minde is ca- 
pable of greefe to knowe the truth of it. she prayes incessantly 
that she may inioy your honors presence here, as there, my 
masters did comfort her as much as they could, but her languish- 
ing heart could not receive much comfort, soe that it made them 
cry often to looke vppon her. they were since 8* of Maj vntill 
the 7**' of this present, being admonished by Sir Henry Wotton 
their tutor and Schoolmaster (who went all into the country this 
breakinge time) to retreat themselves in the countrey at their 
pleasure ; and it was not without some relation to the booke : 
for most commonly euerj morning they compose a peice of 
Latine and sometimes they writ vharses [= verses] : but y* rest 
of my master Robert's time was employed in reading some 
pleasant History, wherein he takes noe smale delight, and reaps 
therebj much profit \ for what he reads takes such impression in 
him that it cannot easily gett awaj, and not onlj the Methode, 
but the same phrase he runnes without booke. They had a 
great desire to come here, to learne some news of your Lord- 
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ship, which have been most ioyfull vnto them, to know the cer- 
taintie of your honors welfare. [Your Lordship] I hope knows 
of the happy estate [of] my honored Lords beyond sea, and 
what disasters happened, it did trouble Sir Henry Wotton 
mighty^ and questionles ere now he fully informed your honor 
of it. your honors most humble seruant, Robert Carew.

them here for a day to prouide some other necessaris for them.

My most Honored Lord Father, If my ioy & happines, to 
haue been hitherto continued in the vnmerited Honor of your 
Lordships most gratious & Fatherly affection, was infinite & vn- 
speakeable. The apprehension of its incurable Losse (which your 
Honors deep displeasure against vs, specified in your Honors in- 
censed angry Letter to M*^ Marcombes) doth now most heauily 
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afflict my sad soule, with vneflable grief^ and disconsolate Sorrow ; 
Scarse giuing me Leaue to emboulden my selfe to present vnto 
your Honors most Fatherly & fauorable consideration these few 
most true reasons^ which will (I hope in God) plainly demon- 
strate vnto your Honor, both myne innocence, & dutiful obe- 
dience. Your Lordship maybe pleased to vnderstand that the 
last letter which we receiued from your Honor at Saumur, bear- 
ing date from Stalbridg ye 4* of j^', & receiued y* sixt of 8**' 
following, was directed to Paris, where your Lordship (& that 
probably) thought vs to be already arriued : But we remaining 
still in Saumur, were forced to send our bill of Exchange to 
Paris, to M*^ Batier, to haue it accepted by y^ Merchant, & to 
haue part of our money sent to Saumur, where we had stayd 
fiue weelcs aboue y^ yeare, & consequently spent soe much of 
this years allowance, which we receaued but then, & y^ part of 
our moneys which was sent (by bill of Exchange) vnto vs to 
Saumur was but payable at ten dayes Sight : soe y* we were 
constrained to stay in Saumur vntill y* 10*** of 9"*^, & then we 
came for Paris, where we arriued but y* 19***. And before wc 
were settled in our Lodgings, had bought cloaths. Coach & 
horses, had taken ic cloathed footmen & Coachman, performed 
our chief & most necessary visitts to y* Princes, y* Lords Em- 
bassadors, & begun our exercises, that soe we might the better 
present your Lordship a full accoumpt and relation of all our 
actions & progresses, we found our selues arriued to y* 5*^ of 
10*^'*^ ; the which day I presented vnto your Lordship an ample 
accoumpt of all our actions since my last vnto your Honor : 
These true reasons I most humbly prostrate to your Lordships 
Fatherly & gratious consideration. As concerning playing with 
my Brother, I confesse heeretofore I haue sometimes done itt, 
but neuer at any game nor for any Sum capable to breed y* least 
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discontent, or breach of Brotherly aflFection between vs : But 
seing itt is now displeasing vnto your Honor I will (by ye 
grace of God) neucr heerafter play with him, nor, if I can con- 
veniently auoid itt, with any other. As concerning my reading 
of Romancyes & play books, I neuer (thanks be to God) haue 
been much inclined vnto them before your Lordships com- 
mands to y* contrary. But since, I doe most faithfully protest 
vnto your Honor, that I haue not as much as look'd on Ro- 
mancy, Playbooke, or any Pamphets of that kind. As for our 
much & long desired return, we shall in that^ Sc all other 
things, most readily (as in duty bound) obey your Honors com- 
maunds. Since my last presented vnto your Honor from hence, 
we haue still continued (by the grace of God) in perfect health, 
haue duly followed all our exercises, & (as our teachers perswade 
vs) Learn reasonably well. 

My Lord of Leicester did vs y* Honor to visitt vs in our 
Lodging (a fauor which M^ Batier tould vs his excellence had 
neuer afforded heer to any of his Majesties subjects of what 
quality soeuer) & to giue vs such assurances of his gratious affec- 
tion & fauour as did both astonish & comfort me. The Lord 
Scudamor also did vs thrice the extraordinary Honor to visitt vs 
in our Lodging, where he gaue vs many noble assurances of his 
Frendship, fauor, yea, & most affectionate Seruice : with such 
extraordinary curtesy, & passion, as I verily beleiue he spoake 
his mind really : His lordship tould vs also that he was bound 
to loue vs aboue others, because we were his lordships contry- 
men : How his lordship meant itt, I know not. 

I most humbly entreat your Honor to be fauorably pleased 
to accept this true Diary of my first trauells in France, Sc to 
pardon y* many faults & absurdityes which your lordship may 
find in itt : I shall shortly present your Honor the continuance 
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of them in Italyc j & soe vntill my arriuall theere : Where y* 
continuance of your Honors health & happines is dayly & most 
heartily pray*d for by My Lord your Honors most obedient 
Sonn, most humble & ^ithfuU poore Seruant, Lewis Boyle.

Right Honorable, Our Last Letters (which I hope by this 
time are Come to your Lordships hands) haue question lesse 
allreadye desabused your Honor of y ill opinion you haue had 
of our so long Silence, and I make no question but mine in 
particular will haue plaided [= pleaded] my innocence ; But if 
y* aleged reasons there can not mitigate your Lordships Anger 
against me, I most humbly craue your perdon, and I am 
wilingly contented that your Lordship should rather impute y* 
fault to me then to your noble children ; for if y* casting of 
their faults (if there is any in them) vpon me could make them 
vngilty, I should patiently suffer, y* my o[w]ne very reputation 
should make y* expiation of their omission, or comissions ; and 
soe I spake as much that imputed vnto me neglect of sending 
letters. As for y* compleint your Lordship iustly makes of y* 
foolish bookes they were use[d] to reede, I must Confesse that 
those that did in forme your Lordship of it, did aggrauate y* 
busines; yet your Lordship knows very well what I haue 
written uuto you formerly about it ; but I beseech your Lord- 
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ship to giue me Leaue to expresse truly my minde to your 
Honor : when your Lordship gaue me y* giding and y* Tuition 
of my young Lords they were of such age, and they had taken 
in your o[w]ne Lordships house such habitutes y^ I must Con- 
fesse it was a hard piece of busines to handle them as if they 
had been Children of 12 or 13 yeares of age, and if I had been

Lords haue been used in Ireland : perhaps your Lordship will 
wonder y^ I should now write soe to your Lordship and not 
afore ; I make bould to answer to your Lordship first that I 
doe not Loue to desplease any body, specialy when it is to no 
purpose, and secondly I say that nctheir now would I haue spoken 
any thing of it, if your Lordship had not said y^ I beeing their 
Gouernour should not haue sufFer[ed] this or that. I haue 
written soe for to justifie not for to blame them, for in deed 
they are fine gentlemen ; and one of y^ greatest reasons y^ I 
haue for to speake soe as I haue done now, it is for to humbly 
pray your Lordship to Consider y* a Gouvernor has not y* power 
of a father, for my Lord Broughill I may assure your Lordship 
y' you shall haue both honour and Comfort in him.

,,, . by his Majesty ' Many of the King's Speeches were 

reprinted in Dublin ; but they are now extremely rare. Even 
Trinity College Library, Dublin, is meagrely Furnished with 
exemplars. * discovered' = communicated. ' silh ' = since. 
* thinhabitants' — As before and throughout, the elision of 'e' 
in 'the,' and the closing together into one word by 'th,' are to 
be noted. It sometimes looks very odd. 

Page 2. ' sixpences''— P^n almost grotesquely small com- 
mencement of national ' Grievances ' ; but it is to be recalled 
that the later ship-money was per se trifling enough. ' short 
plawes^ — See Introduction in this vol., to iii.-v. ' avvfded^ ^ 
forbidden or turned out, and hindered being used. He avoided 
the room — a common contemporary phrase was = he left the 

Page 3. ' late establishment tf ale hawses ' — This gives a

= farmers. ' beare' ^ beer. ' cayne'—sic assuredly, but one 
queries if 'come' were not intended. ' aquavite' =s aqua vitie. 
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or whiskey (a vivid phrase for a vile thing), ^boule ofconu* = 
boll^ a grain measure still in use. * ymunetie ' = immunity. 

Page 4. * exportment of woolly &c. — Even thus early all 
manner of exasperating prohibitions were laid on the * comodi- 
ties' of Ireland. * ckthworking* — Again English repression of 
Irish manufactures, this cloth- working being to-day extremely 
scanty compared with what it might and would have been had 
it been supported in the outset. * destroy the woodes* — The 
bared mountains of Ireland, once wooded to their summits, 
sorrowfully fulfil these ominous words.
